Spectat Di to The Tribune, 
Wasuinctor, D. C., Nov. 5.—It is under- 
stood that the Republicans of the Cipher Sub- 
Committee in New York intend to have sum- 
moned as a witness Joseph L. Hance, formerly 
private secretary of en when the latter was 
Governor, and now inthe office of the State Treas- 
urer of New York. This gentleman is supposed 
to have had access to all of Tilden’s private dis- 
patches, and for that reason is an important 
witness if he wil) tell what he knows, 

WEED’S TESTIMONY. 

New Tonk, Feb. 5.—The Potter Sub-Com- 
mittee to investigate the cipher dispatches be- 
gan work to-day, and expects to conclude its 
special work on Saturday. 

All the members of the Committee were pres- 
ent. 

Smith M. Weed, ot New York, was the first 
witness, and testified to going to North Caro- 
lina under instructions received at the Everett 
House. 

Question—Well, now, sir, tell us if you have 
any knowledge of those cipher dispatches as 
published in the New York papers. 

Avswer—I had acdipher when I left here. I 
which L used from both North and 
South Carolina. Jyhave written a statement 
which will refresh my memory, if you will per- 
mit me either to submit it or have ft read. 

Mr. Reed—I object to this,—not in a captious 
manner, but Iam inclined to think we want his 
recollection on this subject. 

After consultation, the Chairman ruled that 


‘the witness should proceed. 


The witness resumed: Mr. Chairman, I de- 
stroved both the key and copies of the dipatches ; 
yet I must confess I think the dispatches in the 
Tribune 

ARE PRETTY CORRECT. 

Now I will go back to my trip. I met Mr. Cox 
in South Carolina. From there I telegraphed 
to Henry Havemeyer to the effect that I had 
nothing to do, and wanted to eome home. Upon 
the response to this I went back to South Caro- 
lina. The published statement that I regis- 
tered under another name than my own is false. 
At Columbia { met Wade Hampton and others. 
It was admitted that the State had gone in the 
interest of the Democrats. : 

Mr. Hiscock— Mr. Chairman, let the witness 

be specific and give names. We do not require 
admissions. We are now looking for facts. 
n Witness—It is true that I was asked to fur- 
nish money, and, believing that two out of three 
States had been carried, I determined what to 
do, and telegraphed to New York, asking if 
money could be furnished. 

Mr. Hunton—Have you got that telegram? 

Witness—i have not. I propose to give the 
„ hones“ of the transaction to this Coinmit tee. 
The dispatches between myself and Henry Haye- 
meyer were the only ones that 1 sent. Finally, 
an arrangement, or, rather, a definite proposi- 
tion, was handed me saying that 

FOR $60,000 on $80,000 
the South Carolina Canvassing Board would 
make things all right for the Democrats. I had 
not, as bad been stated, telegraphed that the 
State had gone for Hayes, or that the county re- 
turus showed a majority for the Republicans, 
while the present returns showed a majority for 
the Democrats. I left Columbia for Baltimore. 
Representatives of the Canvassing Board (Harry 
Sullivan and others) were on the train. To 
make matters short, I will state that I positively 
declined to receive the proposition made by the 
Canvassing Board to hand over the State to the 
Democrats. 
A NUMBER OF TELEGRAMS 

were aubmitted to the witness, .who said that 
they were not his. He recognized ove inja blue- 
book, marked No. 28,“ dated Baltimore, Nov. 
20, und addressed to Gen. J. B. Gordon, Colum- 
bia. It reads:

and Jo news 

Witness I never sent any such telegram. 

A translation of the telegram, however, is 
given: 

Matters arranged by Returning Board agent. In- 
form Haskell, and telegraph news. 

Chairmapn—On the same date there was an- 
other telegram sent from the same place, and 
from the same person, reading: 

Have Bath bold on to Cuba till York or April. 
May be little delay. ‘ W. 

Witness said he never sent any such telegram. 
and would say that the Tribune does not lay 
positive claim to the accuracy of their cipher 
messages. 

The Chairman—On the same date there was 
another telegram sent to the same place and 
from the same persons, reading, as transiated: 

Have Court hold on to Electoral votes until fixed 
or failure. May be little delay. 

Witness said be knew nothing about this tele- 
gram. 

The translation of 

TELEGRAM NO. . 
was then read by witucss as follows: 

Coruna. Nov. 28—denry Lliavemeyer, New 
York: Majority of the Board have been secured.

of this translation were correct and what were 
not. From his recollection of events as they

though his memory was that the sum named 
was $60,000 instead of $80,000. He thought 
that one sentence should read: For God's 
sake let it go it you ¢an be safe in Florida or 
Africa,” without any period after the word 
“can.” His idea was that the thing should not 
be done if it could be avoided.

The Chairman—Here is another from Colum- 
bia dated Nov. 21. It is addressed to you at the 
Everett Housc, and reads:

.- Do you recollect having received this tele- 
gram? A.—I never received any such communi-

Q.—Are any of your dispatches signed 
„Mead?“ A.—Yes, sir. There is one contain- 


ing forty words. 

Witness then took the file of telegrams, and 
by direction of the Chairmain placed an en- 
velope over each one he had sent. 

The Chairman—Look at No. 17, dated Colum- 
bia, Nov. 16. ‘The translation reads: 

Hienry Tlavemeyer, No. 1h est Seventeenth 
street, New York: Amcontidentthat Florida is 
the State where the greatest exertions should be 
made. Have you a man with full power! The 
chances are not one in twenty here, but am work- 
ing for that one. Chamberlain, Kellogg, and 
Stearns are in close communication and in concert. 
The authority I telegraphed for this morning all to 
be conditional on success. 

Witness—I have to repeat what/I have al- 
ready said.

THE PURCHASE OF THE CANVASSING BOARD! 

A.—He was a large grocer there, and has a 
great deal of influence. 

Q.—By whom were you introduced to him? 

A.—I cannot now remember. It was general- 
ly known who I was, and I suppose be must 
have addressed me without waiting for a formal 
introduction.

OBITUARY. 
Death of Judge Cochrane, of the Detroit 
Superior Court. 
Special Dispatch io The Tribune. 
Detroit, Mich., Feb. 5.—The Hon. Lyman 
Cochrane, Judge of the Superior Coutt, died 
this morning of congestion of the lungs. Day 
before yesterday, while on the Bench, he was 
attacked by a congestive chill, and was taken 
home in a carriage. His condition was not 
thought serious until daylight this morning. 
He died two hours later. He was 54 years of 
age, and had been a resident of Detroit for 
thirty-one years. He won a leading position at 
the Bar, but never held a public office tili 1862, 
when he was elected to the State Legislature 
on the Democratic ticket. He became a rec- 
ognized party leader in the House of Repre- 
sentatives, and was placed at the head of the 
Committee on Judiciary. Many measures 
of great importance to the city were 
carried through by him. In 1873 he was 
elected Judge of the Superior Court, being the 
first Incumbent under the Jaw creating that 
Court. The term would have expirsd in April, 
but he would probably have been re-elected 
with little if any opposition. Judge Cochrane 
was a lawyer far above the average of ability, a 
close student, and a man of high literary cul- 
ture, unblemished integrity, great amiability 
and modesty,—striking characteristics which 
made him a great favorite with the Bar and the 
public. He leaves a young wife and no chil- 
dren.

Ben Hill, of Georgia, moved a postponement of 
them as uncalled for, as unnecessary, and as in- 


_ troduced for partisan purposes. Edmunds re- 


plied rather sharply, but calmly, asserting that 
prosperity and peace of the Union depends 
the establishment of those equal rights 
which these constitutional amendments de- 
clare, but which are a mockery in many States, 
where a minority tyrannizes over a majority. 
| Dinner time came, and the Democrats wanted 
to adjourn, but the Republicans stood firm. 
Garland, of Arkansas, defended his amendment, 
which Morgan, of Alabama, did not tancy, und 
¢riticised. Several of the Democratic Senators 
were rather troubled by questions by Senator 
oar as to their opinions on the validity of the 
tter constitutional amendments. Senator 
persisted in asserting that the constitu- 
tional amendments — 
WERE ILLZGALLY ADOPTED, 
end pressed his amendment to the resolutions 
which made that assertion. This was a bitter 
pill for several of the. Democrats to swallow. 
Hill and others declared that they believed the 
constitutional amendments to have been legally 
adopted, but Garland declined to withdraw or 
amend his ainendment. A vote was reached, and 
but five voted aye, viz.: Beck, Garland, 
Harris, McDonald, and Voorhees, Bayard, Hill, 
Kernan, Maxey, Morgan, Gordon, Coke, and 
other Democrats voted, with the Republicans, 
nay, making 34. 
Senator Edmunds then presented an amend- 
ment to the Morgan amendment, asserting the 
. tight of the people to assemble. Morgan saw 
an imaginary cat under the meal and moved an 
adjournment, but no quorum voted. A call of 
the House disclosed that a quorum was present, 
and the debate on Edmunds’ amendment pro- 
eeeded. As it leaked out that it was copied 
from a decision of the Supreme Court, it was 
Jo Be DIFFICULT TO OPPOSE IT, 
but finally Merrimon, of North Carolina, eu- 
deavored to tone it down by au amendment. 
This was not acceptable to several of the Dem- 
ocrats, who for a time declined to vote, so that 
no quorum voted. It was finally defeated dy a 
vote of 11 to 30, and the question then recurred 
on the Edmunds amendment to the Morgan 
amendment, which was adopted by a vote of 25 
to 16. . 
| Nine o’clock approached, and the vote came 
on Morgan’s amended amendment to the Ed- 
munds resolution, which was lost by a vote of 
1B to 26. 
| The beacon light in the tholus of the do 
had attracted quite a number of spectators 15 
the galleries, and the Republican Senators, hav- 
jag dined at the restaurant, were ready for night 
work. Eaton, ot Connecticut, led off in 
a fresk debate with the original resolutions, 
and was followed by Mr. Hoar, who declared 
that the recent investigations would show the 
necessity for them, but that the intimation that 
voters had been intimidated in Massachusetts 
was false and jcontemptible. Mr. Hoar showed 
that even in Indiana the negro cannot vote, and 
he eloquently contended that such legisiation 
these resolutions pledged should be enacted.

most forcible oratorical efforts of the present 


session. It produced a profound impression, 
no Democrat attempted to answer it.

At the request of Mr. Edmunds the question 
was divided, and the first resolutiou was adopt- 
ed by 23 yeas against 17 nays. The other Sena- 
tors were paired. The second resolution was 
adopted—yeas 23, nays 17. So ended the most 
warmly-contested question of the session. 

THE DEBATE. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Feb. 5,—The Senate re- 
sumed consideration of the resolutions of Mr. 
Edmunds, declaring the validity of the Thir- 
teenth, Fourteenth, and Fifteenth Amendments 
to the Constitution, and Mr. Whyte spoke in 
opposition thereto. He denied that the whole 
power of controlling elections for members of 
Congress belonged to Congress. it was for 
the State to protect fts citizens in the rigbt 
of suff@ge. It was under the control 
of the State, and must be protected 
by the State. The United States had no right 
to interfere except in cases of abridgement of 
that right provided for ip the Fifteeptn Amend- 
ment. The United States had no voters of its 
own, and there was no one to protect until the 
State denied a man the right to vote on account 
of race, color, or previous condition of servi- 
tude. 

Mr. Edmunds, in reply to a question of Mr. 
Whyte, said the United States possessed all the 
power over elections for members of Congress 
that the States possessed. 

Mr. Whyte argued that the resolution of Mr. 
Edmunds was towards a centralization of power, 
which he would fight as long. as be held a seat 


ou the floor. is 


Mr. Garland moved to aniend the substitute 
of Mr. Morgan so that it should read, That, 
although the Thirteenth, Fourteenth, and 
Fifteenth Amendments to the Constitution 
were not adopted in a legal manner, yet, having 
been accepted, recognized, and acquiesced in by 
the States, they are as valid and binding, etc.”’ 
Rejected. 

Mr. Cameron (Pa.) moved that the Senate 


proceed to the consideration of executive busi- 


ness. Rejected—yeas, 26; nays, 30, Mr. Cam- 
eron (Pa.) voting with the Democrats in the 
affirmatives, ‘and the Republican’ voting in the 


negattive. 
MR. JONES (FLA.), 

referred briefly to the Thirteenth, Fourteenth, 
and Fifteenth Amendments, and then said there 
was a question of far more importance to his 
people than discussing this resolution, and that 
was the repeal of the Test-Oath law. He spoke 
of the injuscice of that law, and said the War 
ended in 1865. Everybody who had anything to 
do with it had been pardoned, yet this unjust 
test-oath clause was retained. What he de- 
sired to secure was impartial jury trials 
throughout the length and breaath of the land. 
Under this Test-Oath law any Juage could pack 
jury. He would not say it had been done, but 
stranger things had happened. 

Mr. Morgan said he would assert on the floor 
of the Senate that the packing of juries had 
been done in the South systematically and per- 


sistently. 
Mr. Hill said this discussion had developed 
the fact that all accepted the Thirteenth, Four- 
teenth, and Fifteenth Amendments. The Dem- 
ocrats accepted them and obeyed them. He 
trusted now his friends on the other side of the 
chamber would not go home and tell their 
people that the Democrats did not aecept them. 
He did not think any good could come from 
this discussion, and he thought it time to close 
it now, and with it close the door on the War. 
He moved that the pending resolutions and 
amendments be postponed until the Sth day of 
March next. . 

MR. EDMUNDS 
said it was better to vote on the resolutions, as 
they all agreed in opinion. 

Mr. Hill said the Senate got into differences 
on account of discussing the form of these reso- 
lutions rather than the substance. It was use- 
less to take up the time of the Senate in this 
discussion, and he did not see how any good 
was to be accomplished by continuing the 
wrangle over these resolutions, 

Mr. Edmunds said no one could have any dif- 
ficulty m finding out what the resolutions 
meant. They meant what the honoranle Sena- 
tors on the other side did not agree to. They 
meant legislation to protect voters. He referred 
to the tissue-ballots in South Carolina, and said 
there was no law of the United States to pun- 
ish persons for using them, and the State law 
seemed slow to vindicate the rights of citizens. 

Ma. Hill said it must be conceded by every 
Senator on the floor that no legisiation contem- 
plated by the Senator from Vermont could be 
matured at this session of Congress. ‘There 
were important subjects to act on, many of 
which could not be actei upon if this discussion 
was continued. Of course suggestions of fraud 
in ove portion of the country from one side of 
the chamber would bring forth replies from the 
other side. The country would not be benefit- 
ed nor the Senate enlightened by the opinions 
of gentiemen on these resolutions or the substi- 
tute of the Senator from Alabama (Morgan). 
He frankly confessed that 

NONE OF THEM SUITED HIM. 

Mr. Edmunds said the whole matter was just 

this: That while the political party to winch 


his friend (Hill) belonged voted against the 


Thirteenth, Fourteenth, and Fifteenth Amend- 
ments they now declared them valid. These 
amendments had been adopted, although every 
State having a Democratic Legislature had re- 
fused to agree to them, and some Legislatures 
which afterward became Democratic attempted 
to withdraw the ratification given by the previ- 
ous Legislatures. ‘There had never been any 
legislation to carry out any of these amend- 
meuts which did not meet with the opposition 
of the Democratic party, and if that party 
should be consistent to its opinions and come Sto 
power all these amendments and laws to en- 
force them would be swept from the statute 
books. Under State laws, in one sectiou, wrong, 
tyranny, and oppression had entered into the 
election Of members of the other branch of 
Congress, and the Senate should act promptly 
to correct these evils, The real difficulty was 
that the Democratic party professed to do as 
South Carolina insisted upon in 1832-’3, and 
that was that there should be left tothe supreme 
power of the States the opportunity vractically 
to nuliily. 

Mr. Kernan said there was important legisla- 
tion pending now which should be disposed of, 
und time should not be wasted in this dis- 
cussion. 

Mr. Hill argued that it was the duty of the 
Senater trom Vermont, as Chairinan of the 
Judiciary Committee, to propose legislation, 
and vot waste the time of the Senate by bring- 
ing forward abstract resolutions which were 
nothing. 

MR. HEREFORD 

said the people of this country were expecting 
something else at the hands of Congress tuan 
the discussion of this abstract question. Con- 
gress was bere to legislate, to give the people 
bread and butter, and not here to lay down 
platforms for one political party or another. 
He moved that the resolutious be indefinitely 
postpoued. 

Mr. Edmunds said that when any laws were 
proposed to carry out the constitutional 
amendments, the Senators on the other side 
always said it was too early, it was too late, or 
it was too something. ‘lhey were all in for the 
constitutional amendments, but pot in -for 
putting their names on the record, 

After some further discussion, the Chair 
(Cockrell) ruled that the motion of Hereford 
embraced that of Hill, which was to postpone 
the matter until March 5. after the expiration 
of the present Congress.

THE MISSISSIPPI. 
PASSAGE OF THE HOUSE IMPROVEMENT BILL. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasnixeton, D. C., Feb. 5.—The House 
passed the bill providing for the organization of 
the Mississippi River Improvement Commission, 
and for the correction, permanent location, and 
deepening of the channel and improvement of 
the navigation of that river and protection of 
its alluvial land. The bill is a compromise ex- 
pedient to which the advocates of the levee 
system have resorted in view of the very strong 
feeling which Capt. Cowden has succeeded in 
securing for his outlet system. The managers 
of the levee system would have been glad to 
have altogether igvored Capt. Cowden’s scheme, 
but the attention which has been called to it by 
the press and the remarkable energy which this 
old Mississippi Captain bas suowu bere, un- 
aided in support of bis project, and in exposing 
the levee job, made it impossibie for the levee 
men to carry their scheme without giving Cow- 
den some consideration. Accordingly, the Levee 
bill proper 

WAS MODIFIED 
so as to secure the appoiptment of a Commis- 
sion; and, while the jetty system preponderates 
in the scheme, the outlet system has secured 
recognition in the amendment, which provides 
that the Commission shall report iu full upon the 
practicability, feasibility, and probable cost of 
the various plans known as the jetty system, as 
well as upon all others that may be suggested 
to them. The bill in substance creates a Com- 
mission of five persons to be appointed by the 
President and confirmed by the Senate, three of 
whom shall be engineer officials who are to re- 
ceive no additional compensation, and the 
civilians are to receive $3,000 anuvally. The 
Commission is directed to . 
COMPLETE SUBVEYS OF THE RIVER 

between Alton, in IJilinois, and passes at the 
mouth of the river, and to report to the Secre- 
tary of War. The Secretary of War is empow- 
ered to furnish the Commission any assistance 
in the way of engineer officers, additional em- 
ployes, vessels, and mechanical appliances that 
may be needed, and $250,000 were appropriated 
for that purpose. This appropriation is an ab- 
solute one, but no additional amount is to be 
appropriated, or any further work done beyond 
this appropriation except by the approval of 
Congress. The plan that shall be recommended 
by the Coommission is firat to be submitted to 
Congress for its approval. If the plan is ap- 
proved then the theory is that the 
NECESSARY APPROPRIATIONS WILL BE MADE 
to complete the work in accordance with the rec- 
ommend tions. There can be. no doubt that 


this appropriation is intended as an entering 
wedge fora gigantic jetty and levee improve- 
ment scheme, but it remains with future Con- 
gresses to determine whether more than a quar- 
ter of a million of dollars shall be spent upon 
avy plan for the improvement of the Mississippi 
River, and if se upon what plan. 


LOUISIANA. 
BOUNCED AT LAST.

WasHinoron, D. C., Feb. 5.—The long-con- 
templated changes of Federal officers in New 
Orleans were made to-day, the President send- 
ing to the Senate the names of A. 8. Badger to 
be Collector of Customs in place of George L. 
Smith, removed, and William L. McMillan 
to be Postmaster in place of Parker. 
Gen. Badger is a native of Massa- 
chusetts who went to New Orleans with 
Gen. Butler during the War, and settled there. 
In 1865, during Gov. Kellogg's Administration, 
he was Chief-of-Police of New Orleans, and was 
severely wounded ia the fight between Kellogg's 
force and the White League on the memorable 
lith of September, 1874. He has always been a 
Republican, and by bis bravery has won the re- 
spect of the people of New Orleans. He will 
make a good Collector. 

DR. M’MILLAN, 

the new Postmaster, was an Ohio man who 
served with distinction as a Surgeon in the 
Uuiou army. He became à prominent member 
of the Republican party of Louisiana when that 
State was reconstructed, but, in 1572, went into 
the Liberal movement with Gov. Warmotb. 


The legal Legisiature of 1872-3 elected him to 


| the United States Senate, while the body that 


of United States 
District Judge Durell chose Gov. Pinch- 
back. A long contest ensued in 
Wastfington, but neither of these geutlemen 
was ever seated. In 1876, Dr. McMillan, like a 
majority ot the Liberals of 1872, was again back 
in the Republican party, and stumped part of 
the State of Louisiana for Hayes. Subsequently 
he acted as one of the counsel for the Republie- 
aus in managing the Louisiana case before the 
Electoral Commission and Congress. Elected 
to the Legislature, he voted for Gov. Kellogg to 
be United States Senator. 
WHARTON SAFE. 

The President will makv no immediate change 
in the oifice of the United States Marshal for 
the District of Louisiana. Very serious com- 
plaints have been made sgainst Jack Wharton, 
the present Marshal, but the Administration 
does not scem to think that they have been sus- 
taincd. The appointment of Badger and Me- 
Millan avd the retention of Jack Wharton 
are believed to mark a new  depart- 
ure by the Administration in regard 
to Louisiana  polktics. ‘the testimony 
taken in New Orleaus hy the Teller Committee 
seems to have convinced the President that it 
will be impossible for the Republican pariy to 
exist in Louisiana unless the Federal offices in 
that State are in the hands of Republicans who 
have the confidence of the colored people and 
who bave sufficient courage to gu through the 
State and make the campaign for their party in 
spite of the bulldozers, and to lead and orgap- 
ize the colored people, no matter who may 
threaten.

A COMBINATION

test. This point will of itself go far toward 
defeating the whole scheme. The fact bas how 
become known that two of the six members of 
the Committee on National Academy were satis- 
fied with the plan, and one of these was the

had experience In executing the kind of 
surveys proposed. A very considerable num- 
ber of members of the Academy have taken 
occasion privately to make known their oppo- 
sition to the pian. 

THE ARMY-REORGANIZATION BILL. 

The supporters of the Burnside army-reorgan- 
ization scheme as modified forced the reorgan- 
ization features of their bill upon the House 
this afternoon ag an amendment to the Appro- 
priation bill, and the Chairman of the Commit- 
tee of the Whole ruled that the amendment was 
in order in that, although it was new legisla- 
tion, it was legislation which prima facia would 
carry W it retrenchment. The House ad- 
journed at this point, and the coptest will 
be renewed to-morrow. It is very eyvi- 
dent that Banning and Harry White, who 
are active managers of this reorganization 
scheme in the House, jutend to have the House 
pass upon the entire subject, including the rest 
of the bill, as well as the reorganization fea- 
tures, and it now seems probable that the House 
will be compelled to vote upon it. If the man- 
agers are as successful as it appears likely to- 
night that they will be, it would be necessary to 
read the entire bill, which of itself will consume 
a considerable portion of a day. 

DRAWBACKS. 
To tie Western Associated Press. 

WasnINdTOx, D. C., Feb. 5.— The Secretary 
of the Treasury to-day sent to the House a com- 
munication accompanied by statements of draw- 
backs paid on sugars, sirups, and molasses dur- 
ing the fiscal vear ended June 30, 1878. The to- 
tal sum of such payments is $2,686,979, of 
which amount New York received $1,859,857.

New York, Feb. 5.—There is much dis- 
cussion on the Produce Exchange and in 
financial circles as to the effect likely to be 
produced on the business interests of this 
country by the ravages of the plague in 
Southern Russia. The establishment of a 
military cordon around the infected district, 
and measures being taken by other European 
Powers for the prevention of the spread of 
the disease, are spoken of as laying 
an embargo on the export of Russian grain 
and other products. The dread of the 
plague in the infected districts is also thought 
likely to prevent the sowing of seed for the 
future crop. These elements of the situa- 
tion are thoroughly canvassed, and, so far as 
yet observed, the opinion on Change seems 
general that from these troubles will spring 
an extraordinary demand for the cereals of 
the United States, a consgquent rise in 
prices, and a brisk and profitable business in 
their transportation from the West to the 
seaboard and to Europe.

The Keno investigation was resumed at the 
Palmer House at half-past 10 o’clock yesterday 
morning, being tlie twentieth day since its 
commencement. 

CAPT. GODFREY, 

Itter listening to so much of his evidence as 
was given on the day before, continued testi- 

ng, and, inanswer to questions by the Re- 
corder, stated that he did not remember having 
seen Maj. Reno at all on the afternoon of the 
95th, after he had joined the Major’s command on 
the bill. He related the circumstances of the 
changing of the positions of the several com- 

ies. Witness was in K Company; A Com- 
pauy fell back and K Company fell in and 
filed up the gap caused thereby. He saw sev- 
eral gaps, and remarked to Capt. Weir that be 
thought they oucht to be closed up. Capt. 
Weir replied that this was so, but that he had 
had no orders from Maj. Revo to do so. Wit- 
peas told bim that be thought if Capt. Weir 
filled up the gaps without orders and afterward 
advised Maj. Reno about it, it would be all 
right. The gaps were finally closed up by order 
ef Maj. Reno. , 
. The Recorder asked witness whether, on the 
95th or the 26th, or at any time during the en- 
gazement, or before, or after, he observed on 
the part of Maj. Reno apy act of timidity or hesi- 
tation in his giving his orders or in command- 


me the troops. 


Witness hesitated a moment, and then stated 
that ov the morning of the 26th Capt. Benteeu 
came over and told Maj. Reno that the Indians 
would have to be driven Sway from his front by 
some means, and asked if a charge might not be 
made. He repeated his request several times, 
and finally obtained permission to make the 
charge. At the time the charge was made the 
bullets were coming pretty fast, and Maj. Reno 
dodged, and said in a laughing manner. I'll be 
d—d if [ want to be killed by an Indian; I’ve 
deen through too many fights for that.“ He 
was not particularly impressed with any of the 
qualifications of Mai. Reno on the 25th. 

Lieut. Lee wanted to know if on the next day 
(the 26th) Maj. Reno appeared to be exercising 
his duties as a commanding officer in a manner 
calculated, in his mind, to inspire his command 
with confidence. Witness replied that be was 
not impressed with that idea at that time; Capt. 
Benteen appeared to be 2xercising the functions 
of commanding officer at that time, and was 
giving all the orders that were given. He did 
pot think that Reno had the entire confidence of 
all the officers. It was usual for company of- 
ficers to express different opinions in regard to 
the plan of action in an engagement, and 
this diversity did not detract necessarily from 
the qualifications of a commanding officer. Wit- 
ness admitted that the reason Capt. Benteen 
ordered the troops to charge was he was where 
he could see the Indians, and Reno was where 
be could not; also that Keno went with the 
troops on the charge, and that was one act 
which he saw Reno perform. He said that, in 
his mind, a commanding officer in hesitating in 
receiving a suggestion from the officer next in 
command indicated no fear necessarily, but 
rather deliberation and prudence. It appeared 
to be the general impression among the men 
that Custer had got into some tight place where 
be could not get to them, and that he had 
abandoned them. 

Gen. Merritt asked witness if, when he moved 
down to the point occupied by Capt. Weir, he 
could see’ from there anything in the direction 


ot Custer’s battlefield. Witness replied that 


he could not. 
JOHN FRETT 
was called asa witness. He stated that he was 
roprietor of the Commercial Hotel in St. Paul, 
Minu. He was with Custer's command in June, 
1876, in his march from Fort Lincoln to the 
Little Big Horn, as a citizen packer. His duties 
were to take care of the mules and pack and un- 
pack them. He did not see Maj. Reno on the 
25th, but he saw several other officers, 
who encouraged them to keep their spirits 
up. Witness’ horse had deen shot. 
In the evening he started to go over on the 
breastworks on the line, and just as he was 
sing a vack he saw an officer, whom he 
recognized as Maj. Reno. He saluted him and 
paid, ‘‘Good evening.“ Maj. Reno asked him, 
as he thought. Are the mules tight!“ 

„Tight,“ replied the witness, what do you 
mean by that?“ 

“ Tight, G—d d—n you,“ said Maj. Reno, and 
then be slapped him in the face. As he struck 
him, witness dodged back; Reno had a bottle of 
whiskvin his band, and as be struck witness the 
liquor flew over him, and Reno staggered. Wit- 
ness went to strike him back, and Churchill, the 
witness of the day before, caught bold of bim 


and betd him back. Reno then pointed a car- 


bine at him. Witness said he went over to the 
line to get something to eat and a blanket, as he 
had lost everything of his own. He had never 
had any trouble with Reno before; he had been 
a soldier three years and four months, and be 
had an honorable discharge from the pack 


service. 

Mr. Gilbert asked him if Maj. Reno slapped 
him in the face,

Karly on the morning of the 25th 
the train was in some timber, and a 
long halt was made. lie went to sleep. 
He heard an otlicers’ call, and he got up to see

In reply to along question by Lieut. Lee, wit- 
ness stated that when he tirst saw Maj. Reno on 
the bill he naturally appeared excited under the 
circumstances, but he saw no particular evi- 
dences of cowardice on his part. Ile observed 
that Capt. Benteen gave most of the orders, 
but he supposed he was acting under orders 
from Maj. Reno, as he was next ih command. 
Witness thought it was all rigut at the time. 

He saw no whisky during the engagement, 
except once, be beard a man complain of being 
dry, and Revo produced a smal! flask that 
had a small amount of liquor in it, 
which Reno said he kept io wet his 
mouth. This was on the morving of the 
26th. In the cross-examination, wituess stated 
that the flask was not larger than a quart, and 
it might have been a pint. He did not think, 
bad the flask been filled the night before, there 
would have been enough to have made Maj. 
Revo very drunk. He was not drunk at the 
time witness saw him, 

In reply to further questions, witness said he 
had seen many men at the time of the War, 
whom he considered brave men, who were ex- 
cited at the time of engagement, but he did not 
call them cowards ov account of it. He bad 
heard some questions at that time concern- 
ing Maj. Keno’s conduct. It was remarked 
that it was strange in some respects. Capt. 
Nolan, the Quartermaster, asked witness some- 
thing about this at the time, but witness said 
nothing in reply. 

In regard to Custer, witness said he did not 
know what impression there was among the 
officers and men about his having gone off to 
join Terry, and leaving Reno aud his command. 
He did not have auy such idea himself; he did 
not think Custer would do that. He thought 
at that time that Custer had become hemmed 
in, and could not get to them with his wounded 
men. Reno's command was in no condition 
to go out to hunt up Custer, iv 
his judgment, as they were pretty 
well exhausted when their own engagement was 
over, and went to sleep. They had all they 
could do to take care of themselves. 

In reply to questions by the Recorder, witness 
said he did not know as it was customary, but 
he knew that a great many officers did take a 
flask of liquor with them when they went out 
on expeditions; be had done so himself. They 
usually got it filled, also, when it was empty, 
provided there was anything to fill it with. He 
saw no eVidences of cowurdice vn the part of 
Maj. Reno.

Will Ex-Gov. Ludington Contest the Next 
Republican Gubernatorial Nomination 
with Gov. Smith? 

Svectal Correspondence of The Tribune. 

Wavertown, Wig., Feb. 4.—The political 
caidron is not allowed to cool off in Wisconsin 
fora great length of time. We have scarcely 
had a breathing-spel] since the settlement of 
the United States Senatorial election when we 
prepare to get the pitch hot for the coming con- 
test for the choice of Governor and other State 


officers. It has generally been supposed among 
Republicans that the present set of State ofli- 
cials would be renominated without a struggle, 
and thus a precedent long since established be 
observed in their ease. The conduct of our 
State officers. so far, in the administration of 
affairs, certainly establishes the fact that they 
are deserving of a continued lease of power. 
The interests of the entire State havg been well 
looked after in their hands, and & every de- 
partment at the Capito! excellent management 
prevails,—showing the present officials to be 
worthy the confidence of the people. 

But I understand that the title of the Hon. 
W. E. Smith to the nomination for Governor at 
the bands of the next Republican State Conven- 
tion will be disputed by the Hon. Harrison Lud- 
ington, Mr. Smith's worthy predecessor. ‘Old 
Hal,“ it is told, has put on his war-paint, and 
intends to contest the ground inch by inch with 
Gov. Smith, Candidates for the other offices 
are sprioging up here and there, and it is feared 
that a scramble all around will be witnessed in 
the Convention, auguring no real benefit to the 
interests of the Republican party,of the State. 
It had generally beep hoped thet anything like 
a bitter contest over nominations Yor State offi- 
cers this year would be avoided, angi the party 
steer clear of personal] bickerings and divisions. 

The statement is made that Mr. Lud- 
ington is moved to crossswords with Gov. 
Smith on the ground of having been defeated 
by him for a renomination in 1577. It is a mat- 
ter Of recora, I believe, that Gov. Ludiugton de- 
clined a renomination, and his unwillingness to 
become a candidate was well understood by his 
iriends. Had it been a matter of certainty that 
he was willing to accept a renomination, noth- 
ing could have prevented him from receiving it. 
Two vears before, Gov. Ludington had madea 
gallant ran, and through his success the Re- 
publican party got a new foothold in this State. 
This placed the party under great obligations to 
him; and, had he only given out the word, be 

might again have been the standard-bearer. 

At the time Goy. Smith was nominated, in 
1877, the formidable appearance of the Green- 
back party, coupled with the boldness of the 
Democracy, made Republican prospects took 
very dubious, and the most astute puolitician 
could not but consider that the Republican candi- 
date would lead a forlorn hope, with certain de- 
feat almost staring him in the face. Regardless, 
however, of the discouraging outlook, 
Mr. Smith and bis associates on 
the ticket went into the” campaign, 

making an open, square fight for Penest-inonev 
principles, and bore aloft through the canvass 
the Republican banner unsuilied. ‘The result 
was a complete victory, and a bi@w dealt to the 
Democracy of the State from which it has not 
vet recovered, if indeed it ever wil 
Gov. Smith’s administration thu far has been 
a successful and popular one. No Fault can be 
found with it, unlegs it be by some who have not 
been favored with appointments they have 
sought. But all cannot be suited, though I be- 
lieve that, in the distribution of the patronage at 
bis disposal, Gov. Smith has done in every in- 
stance what he deemed to be for the best inter- 
ests of the State, regardless of his friends or 
foes. | 

There can be no sound, substantial reason ad- 
vanced why Gov. Smith and the other State offi- 
cers should not reGeive the indorsement of a re- 
nomination; and it is the general conviction 
that they will, and thus Republican success in 
November be assured to the party. N.

The Electric Light. 
London Times. 
The theory of the electric light forms the sub- 
ect of an interesting and important paper bv 

Mr. W. H. Preece, the electrician of the General 
Post-Office, which appears in the Phi/osoph cal 
Magazinefor the current month. Mr. Preece 
points out that the theory of the electric light 
cannot e brought absolutely within the domain 
of quetitative mathematics, for the reasou 
that ve do not yet know the exact relationship 
existing between the production of heat and the 
emission of light with a given current. We do, 
however, know sufticient to predicate that what 
is true for the production of heat is equally true 
for the production oi light bevond certain lim- 
its. He shows that the full effect of a current 
can only be obtained by one lamp on 
a sdort circuit, and that when we add 
to the lamp by inserting. more of them 
on the same circuit, or on a circuit so that the 
current is subdivided, the lignt emitted bv each 
lamp is diminished in the one case by the 
square, and in the other case oy the cube, of 
the number inserted. With dynamo-eiectric 
machines there is a mit wnich has to bereacned 
before this law begins to act. With the Wal- 
lace-Farmer machive this limit appears to be six 
lamps: in the Gramme inachite and Jablochkod 
candie it is five. The Gramme machine in use 
on the Thames embankment is practically fou 
distinct machines. itis this partial success in 
multiplving the licht that in Mr. Preece’s opin- 
jon has led so mah; sanguine experimenters to 
anticipate the ultimate possibiliy of its ex- 
tensive subdivision,—a possibility which he 
demonstrates in Zis paper to be hopeless, and 
which experiment bas hitherto proved to be fal- 


lacious.

POPE LEO ON EXCESSIVE FASTING. 
Correspondence Whitehall Review (London). 

Miss Edith Potter, only daughter of Mr. 
Thomas Bazley Potter, M. F. for Rochdale, and 
the dus Achates of Mr. John Bright, was recent- 
ly admitted into the Catholic Church by Cardi- 
nal Manning himself. She soon substituted for 
her ordinary domestic duties a series of ascetic 
pevances, and abandoned her social circle, 
wherein she had previously shone and to which 
she was deeply endeared. Some months ago 
she left England with ber parents. She hardly 
ever exchanged so much as a syllable with either, 
but was absorbed in contemplation, and chasten- 
ed herself with fasting pertinaciously. At Flor- 
ence her health fairly broke down, and she was 
immediately moved to Rome, in the vain hope 
that the change of air and scene might bring her 
round. Here, bowever, her condition became 
critical, and when she lay hovering between life 
and death at the Hotel de Londres most provi- 
dentially Dr. Erhardt was called in. This able 
physician at once took an accurate diag- 
nosis of the case, and stated unequivo- 
cally that the symptoms were attributable 
woolly and solely to morbid excitement 
and playing unwarrantable tricks with her 
coustitution, adding that it was but one of a 
class of cases which too frequently came under 
bis notice and which resulted from an ill-judged 
asceticism. The confessor who came to admin- 
ister the last sacraments to poor Miss Potter, 
Father O’Brien, very honorably reported the 
medical opinion to his ecclesiastical superiors, 
and eventualiy it reached the ears of the Pope 
through the intervention of Mousignor Stonor. 
His Holiness. on being iaformed of all the cir- 
cumstances, manifested the liveliest indignation, 
and is understood to have expressed bis opinion 
that to submit newly admitted converts to rig- 
orous discipline is tue surest way to produce a 
reaction against Catholicism, both in their 
minds and in those of others who could not 
bring themselves to approve of such pernicious 
asceticism. Monsignor Stonor, it is said, ad- 
dressed himseif personally to Miss Potter, and 
pointed out that the course she had followed 
had been the outcome of self-will and was uv- 
justifiable. As I. write, Miss Potter is on the 
way towards recovery. Pope Leo is fully alive 
to the unwisdom of permitting female converts 
to reduce themselves to a state of hysteria or 
pbthisis, aud he has already advised the repre- 
sentatives of the Roman Church in England of 
his decision.

THE DOUGHFACE BRIGADE. 

The Northern doughface is always per- 
fectly at home on the subject of imperial- 
ism. He is tenderon the subject of Rebel 
claims; 
that his constituents, whether Republican or 
Democratic, do not propose to be taxed a 
cent to pay: Rebel claims, whether for lost 
property or lost “niggers.” He does not 
dare to say so, however, in the presence of 
the Brigadiers. Accordingly, when Gen. 
Bnadd told the South frankly that the North 
would never, never consent to spoliation 
for the benefit of live ex-Rebels, or the heirs 
of ex-Rebels dead, Mr. Cox and the whole 
crowd of doughfaces skulked into the cloak- 
rooms, hiding themselves away from the 
impending wrath of the Brigadiers. But on 
Tuesday last, when the proposition to reduce 
the army came up, the dougbfaces, swelling 
with sentiments uf economy, patriotism, and 
righteous indignation, rushed to the front, 
burning to rescue the country from the 
menace of imperialism! When the Briga- 
diers propese to cut down the army, with a 
view to its enlargement under hoped-for 
Democratic administration, in order to 
make room for ex-Rebel officers,—when 
this is proposed the Brigadiers know that 
they can rely upon the doughface to fight 
their battles. They drop peacefully into 
their chairs and listen, with a smile of 
mingled satisfaction and contempt, to de- 
scriptions of the horrors of impending impe- 
rialism from the lips of little Sunset Cox, of 
New York, and of TownsHenp and Harrison, 
of Illinois. Then the bloody-minded little 
gentleman from New York depicts the pain- 
ful nature of his feelings when, standing in 
the Capitol as a representative of the people 
two years ago, the despot Grant huddled 
the army into the arsenal and ordered its 
guns to he trained on his sacred person. Far 

eit from us to insinuate that the valiant 

hoo-Fly Cox was awed by this menace. 
no! He bared his breast to the storm 
of threatened battle, and defied the new 
Czsar. But, alas! there was not enough 
clay to fashion many Coxes. In his own 
language: ‘‘ Timid citizens, money-lords, 
and bondholders.—men who are constitu- 
tionally afraid of revolution, and who would 
rather submit to fraud and wrong 
than resort to violence or revolution, 
—when that menace came from the 
Chief Executive, and when all arrangements 
had been made (as they were being made 
now for 1880), had been frightened, and that 
fright had been the procreate cause of the 
Electoral Commission. This menace had 
made some members of the House (forgetting 
their manhood and all that is dear to Amer- 
ican citizenship) succumb toa power that 
was merely physical, not moral.” Mark 
you, the gentleman from New York was 
proof against all exhibitions of power, 
whether moral or physical, but the money- 
lords and bondholders,” his constituents, 
sitting in their easy chairs in counting-houses 
aud bank-parlors in the metropolis, trembled 
with fright when the despot Grant ordered 
a sharpshooter in the arsenal to level his 
piece at their brave little Representative ! 
The patriot Cox is not afraid of five hundred 
thousand soldiers. Not he. But the ‘*money- 
lords and bondholders ” are afraid of twenty 
thousand soldiers. There is a limit, how- 
ever, to the fear of the ‘‘ money-lords 
and bondholders.” Mr. Cox knows 
whereof he speaks. He has analyzed this 
subject of the money-lords’ fear, aud he 
knows where it begins and ends. He kuows 
that, while the money-lard is afraid of 20,000 
soldiers, he is not afraid of 17,500 soldiers, 
Hence he moved that the army be cut down 
to 17,500 men. Aud when he had made this 
motion he sat down sweating vicariously in 
behalf of his constituents, the ‘‘ money- 
lords and bondhoiders.” 

Then up rose Mr. Townsuenp, of Illinois, 
and denounced as friends of imperialism ” 
those Kepublicans who applauded the senti- 
ment of Mr. MLS, of Texas, that “A 
Government is an institution to protect her 
people, and cannot fail to do it without being 
guilty of dishonor.” Said Mr. ‘Towns#enp : 
‘Notwithstanding there was an army of 
25,000, Custer had been compelled to face 
nearly 2,000 red devils with 300 men.” 
„Were, asked the - Illinois statesman, 
was the balance of the army?” And he 
answered his own question triumphantly: 
In the Southern States building up impe- 
rialism.” And, waxing warm, the patriotic 
Ilinoisan who trembles for his country 
wound up with this fine figure: ‘‘ When 
Custer had been compelled to face 
the Indians with three hundred men, there 
had been Brigadier-Generals commanding in 
Louisiana and holding bayonets at the throats 
of the people of that State.” 

But it remained for our Carrer to plunge 
the House into a cave of gloom. He be- 
wailed the fact that the army had killed his 
eagle; that it had defeated Tx; that it 
had trained its guns on little Cox, of New 
York, and intimidated the money-lords and 
bondholders. He said he bad told the people 
so two years ago, and been repeating the 
story ever since, but that it seemed to have 
no effect upon them last fall. Then he got 
muddled, and insinuated that the present 
Executive is following in the footsteps of his 


iron predecessor. But, being laughed at, his 


he knows in his innermost heart 


it the mangled remains of his dead eagle had 
not lain bleeding at his feet, in the following 
tearful apotheosis to the rising spectre of im- 
periahsm: ‘GRANT is being carried about 
from country to country on a United States 
frigate, learning the ways of Kings, that he 
may comé back with an army behind him to 
govern the people of the United States.” 
There wits one strange omission in the de- 
bate. The fact did not seem to occur to the 
mind of either Cox, ‘Townsuenp, or Ham- 
son that, upon the only occasion when thie 
Republic was ever threatened from within 
with disruption and subversion, the army 
resisted the movement with all its might. 
In 1860 the : predecessors of the Southern 
Brigadiers controlled the Government and 
commanded the army. They did their 
utmost to corrupt and debauch it, but they 
utterly failed. The officers who traitorized 
failed to communicate the stain of their 
violated oaths to theranks. They left, de- 
graded by the honest scorn of the humble 
men they had commanded, Not one private 
soldier in the whole line of the army deserted 
his post in the hour of his country’s danger. 
All this loud talk of imperialism is wretched 
twaddle. If there are imperialists in this 
country, they are the Brigadiers who chuckle 
in their sleeves while doughfaces seek to 
tickle their disloyal fancy by berating the 
army. 


THE CANAL AND THE LAKE-FRONT. 

A few weeks ago, when the Canal Com- 
missioners in their zeal obtained from Law- 
nkxck, CAurnRLL & Lawnence a suggestion 
in the shape of a legal opinion that the State 
of Illinois should direct a suit against the 
City of Chicago for the recovery of so much 
of iractional Sec. 15 as lies between Mich- 
igan avenue and the lake, Tux Trisonz pre- 
dicted that this ection would result in the 
defeat of all further appropriations by the 
Legislature for the continuation of the im- 
provement of the canal and of the Illinois 


River. 

Our predictions are in a fair way to be 
verified. With the same fatality which will 
induce men to abandon work, aid look day 
after day to be made rich by drawing a prize 
in the lottery, the professed friends of the 
canal have grasped at the delusive suggestion 
of recovering the Lake-Front, estimated wildly 
as worth several millions of dollars; that the 
State shall sell it, and with the proceeds com- 
plete the canal. Possessed of such a mine of 
wealth, of course no further calls upon the 
State Treasury will be needed, and, there- 
fore, no further appropriations will be made 
by the Legislature, and, therefore, before 
pe: haps another meeting of the Legislature, 
the canal will be filled up, and practically 
abandoned. Here are some of the extrav- 
agant resolutions which the credulous people 
at the Peoria meeting adopted. 

„ WoHereas, The General Government did, by act 
of Congress of March 2, 1827, donate to the State 
large tracts of land for the purpose of aiding said 
State in opening a canal and uniting the waters of 
Lake Michigan with those of the Illinois River, 
said lands to be subject to the disposal of the Leg- 
islature of said State for the purposes aforesaid, 
and no other; and 

** Wuergas, A portion of said lands eo donated, 
commonly known as the Lake-Frant, situated in 
the City of Chicago, bas been unlawfully ceded 
to said city for the uses of a public park, as ex- 
pressed: and 

‘*Waengas, Portions of said Lake-Front have 
been illegally, clandestinely, and without any just 
compensation or recompense to said State, appro- 
priated and taken possession of by certain railroad 
companies aud private speculators; and 

Wurms, The City of Chicago has granted to 
various private corporations and individuals time 
leases for large portions of said property, receiv- 
ing therefor stipulated sums of money ag rentai; 
and 

‘* Warreas, Said occupancy of said land by the 
City of Chicago or any railroad or any private 
corporation or company ie diversion of the trust 
imposed m said State by the United States under 
the act of March 2, 1827; and 

‘*Wuereas, Said cession to the City of Chicago 
of said tract of land for park or other purposes is a 
direct and flagrant violation of the contract en- 
tered into between the United States and the State 
of Illinois at the time said large tracts of land were 
Gonated to said State for the purpose of building 
the Illinois & Michigan Canal; be it, therefore, 

** Resolved, That we request the General As- 
sembly of this State to enact such laws as will 
enable the State to re-establish its title to said 
tract of land commonly known as the Lake-Front, 
and to dispose of the same under the fornis of the 
original trust, as in good faith it is bound to do. 


Except the statemeut that a portion of the 
land now included in the Lake-Front was in- 
cluded in the survey of the lands ceded to 
the State in 1827 by the General Govern- 
ment, the recitals made in th@ Peoria resolu- 
tions are mainly or substangii y creations of 
the imagination, Even members of the 
Legislature have permitted their zeal to run 


"away with their intelligence and sobriety, 


aud they are actually framing bills to sell 
the Lake-Front, and out of the proceeds to 
not only enlarge the canal, but to build a 
branch through Bureau County ; in fact, the 
Lake-Front discovery is regarded as a kind 
of bonanza, whose golden products are in- 
exhaustible, 

The City of Chicago has never received a 
dollar of rent from the Lake-Front; when 
the Canal Oommissioners had staked off 
every foot of ground in fractional Sec. 15 
that was capable of being called a lot, the 
rest of the section was under water, and for 
thirty or forty years the city has been fill- 
ing up, —rescuing from Lake Michigan the 
land now known as the Lake-Front. If the 
land was put on the market to-morrow it 
would rot sell for much more than the fill- 
ing put there by the city would cost. 

The title of the City of Chicago to that 
land—from Madison street to Park row—is 
as clear, continuous, ample, direct, and com- 
plete as is the title of Senator Whiting to 
his farm, or that of any private citizen of 
Peoria to the homestead in which he resides. 
If there be, in any form or shape, the 
shadow of a cloud on the title of the city to 
this land, it can only arise in favor of the 
United States ; and even in that case the only 
possible claim that the United States could 
assert would be that a small fraction (and a 
very small fraction) of land not covered by 
water in 1827 and ceded to the State for 
canal purposes has been misapplied by the 
State, and now reverts to the United States 
after fifty years’ continuous occupancy by the 
grantee. 

It is, however, capable of legal demonstra- 
tion that there has been no misapplication 
of the land. Whatis now the Lake-Front 
(Sec. 15) was then practically all under 
water, and the Canal Commissioners asked 
and obtained higher prices for the western 
lots because this front would always give an 
open view to the lake, and could never be 
built upon. After the sale of these lots by 
the State, the purchasers had to subscribe 
money to build protections to prevent the 
lake washing away not only what is now the 
Lake-Front, but also the street west of it. 
The park has been in fact land recovered 
from the lake, and which was not sold by 
the Commissioners because then submerged 
by the lake. 

All the assumptions of fact leading up to 
the legal opinion that the Canal Commission- 
ers “ ceded” any land illegally to the city 
are wholly gratuitous, and of course the 
recitals by the good people of Peoria and of 


property in the City of Ohicago belonging 
to the Canal Fund are all eqaally fallacious, 
and the only effect of such extravagint reso- 
Intions is to suspend or defeat all further 
appropriations by the Legislature for the 
canal. 

The City of Chicago is even more deeply 
interested in the completion of the caval on 
the most liberal scale than are the river coun- 
ties, and it is with regret that the people of 
this city have witnessed how the people of 
Peoria have permitted themselves to be de- 
evived by a pretense that any form of litiga- 
tion can obtain one dollar for the canal out 
of the Lake-Front property. There is not 
the remotes: legal doubt as to the title of the 
cily as against the State, and all claiming 
interest under the State. The Canal Com- 
missioners who have suggested or invented 
this pretense of a claim are trifling with the 
public, imposing upon the public credulity, 
and with, we fear, the fatal effect of giving 
the Legislature a plausible pretext for refus- 
ing any further appropriations out of the 
Public Treasury. We suggest, therefore, 


+ thet those who go earnestly desire the com- 


pletion of the canal will not permit them- 

selves to be any further diverted by specious 

suggestions of the enemies of the canal, but 

will press directly for such legislation as will 

preserve the canal from decay and from de- 
truction by its railroad rivals. 


SCHEME TO MAKE A POLITICAL MACHINE 
OF THE STATE GUARDS 

Several bills for the creation of a new mil- 
itary code have been presented at the pres- 
ent session of our State Legislature. 

The present military code, though defect- 
ive in many respects, has proved a great im- 
provement upon any the State has heretofore 
had, but experience has demonstrated that it 
is defective in its power to enforce the disei- 
pline necessary to the highest efficiency, and 
to provide for the adequate funds for armo- 
ries, arsenals, equipments, encampments, 
target-practice, and pay of the troops when 
ordered.out on police duty. 

The present code was the work of the pres- 
ent General commanding and his staff, and 
was shorn of many of its best features in its 
passage. It has done wonders, however, in 
organizing and mustering a force that is now 
a credit to the State, and in encouraging 
young men to enlist in the State service. 

The serious disturbances, interference with 
trade and commerce, and mob-rule of 1877, 
demonstrated clearly to all law-abiding and 
right-thinking people the absolute necessity 
of thorough military organization in all the 
States, particularly those having great com- 
mercial and manufacturing centres and ex- 
tensive railroad and mining interests. The 
late law of Congress that United States 
troops shall not be used as a posse comitatus 
renders the proper and thorough organization 
of State troops still more imperative. 

We have seen but one of the bills intro- 
duced. It is said to be a military code pre- 
pared by a military committee. It drops or 
leaves out any provision for the present 
Major-General commanding and his staff, 
and centres the whole mulitary authority 
and command, next to the Governor and 
Commander-in-Chief, in the Adjutant-Gen- 
eral, who is made a Major-General with a 
salary of $3,000 per annum,a clerk with 
$1,000 per annum, and an Ordnance Sergeant 
with $600 per annum (a good thing for one 
family). The bill in other respects is much 
the same as the existing code, and lacks the 
proper powers for the enforcement of dis- 
cipline. — 

Under this code the Adjutant-General, an 
officer appointed by each Governor, would 
virtually be Commander-in-Chief of the Na- 
tional Guard, instead of the rank of Colonel, 
and inferior to the Generals commanding 
‘brigades, as he should be. The kind of 
Major-General he would make would depend 
upon luck, or he might not be a soldier at 
all, and entirely ignorant of military affairs. 
It is natural to suppose that he would re- 
ceive his appointment for the service he had 
done, or would do, politically or otherwise, 
for the Governor or the party in power, and 
the promotion open to Major-General by 
every soldier would be destroyed. 

For years under the command and ad- 
ministration of the present General com- 
manding, with at first no code at all, and 
since the passage of the present a very de- 
fective one, and with little or no apprecia- 
tion of the troops by the people before 
the trouble of 1877, the National 
Guard has grown from a very small 
force for such a great State, into a well- 
disciplined, thoroughly-organized little army 
of about seven or eight thousand men, and 
this, so far, with little or no assistance pther 
than arms from the State. No political uses 
have ever been permitted to be made of the 
troops. None of the bickerings or ill-fecling 
sometimes characterizing rival military or- 
ganizations of this kind have been known in 
the battalions of Illinois. They have, under 
very adverse circumstances, gone on and 
prospered in the hope of ultimate recognition 
and State assistance, and are a unit to-day in 
their patriotism, enthusiasm, soldierly feel- 
ing, and earnest desire to do their whole 
duty; aud under such circumstances it is 
not surprising that attempts should be made 
to use the Guard for the purpose of personal 
profit and aggrandizement. A few years ago 
the Major-Generalship might have gone 
a-begving. 

We learn that it is claimed in support of 
this change in the military command that 
the present Major-General has been extrava- 
gant in his administration of military affairs 
and movements during 1877; that the expe- 
dition to Braidwood was unnecessary in its 
strength and expense (this is a plausible ar- 
gument); that he is posilive, arbitrary, and 
ultra in his military views and conduct, and 
his opinions of what he deems right or 
wrong, military or unmilitary; but this is 
no reason, if true, why a competent and able 
commander should not stand between the 
powers at Springfield and the administration 
among the troops of purely military affairs. 
If Gen. Ducat is not the proper officer, and 


has committed any fault, it is due the people, 


the troops, and himself that his military 
conduct should be investigated before a prop- 
er military tribunal capable of passing intel- 
ligently and impartially on his conduct as a 
commanding officer, This may develop that 
he has acted strietly under orders, and that 
he has been in all respects a good officer. 
His record, his age, the Governors who 
have appointed him, and the good men and 
Generals who valued and trusted him as a 
soldier in very high military positions during 
the War of the Rebellion, are reasons 
enough, to say nothing of the fair play due 
every man, that he should not be thrust from 
a position that the masses of the people will 
believe he filled well without the fullest 
hearing, particularly when he has never re- 
ceived a dollar for his services and expenses, 
and the object to be gained looks upon its 
face as obnoxious, unsafe, and unmilitary. 
We protest against such treatment of any 
manor officer of the National Guard, and 
predict that such a course would end in the 


begun, and, under judicious management, 
progressing most favorably. 

This whole subject is just as important to 

Ilivois as is the United States Army bill 
to the whole country, and more so, It de- 
mands the serious thought and prompt 
action of all good citizens and their repre- 
sentatives at Springfield. All party and po- 
litical issues should be buried in the con- 
sideration and investigation of this grave 
and important subject of our State police. 
There must de no trifling with it, and this 
the people and the soldiers expect and de- 
mand. * 
Should this action of the Adjutant-General, 
who is the author of this bill, result in not 
adopting a much-needed military code, it is 
well that it be clearly understeod where the 
blame belongs, and that the responsibility 
rest squarely upon the proper ahoulders. 


THE OOUNTR¥ DEMANDS REFORM. 

“Though the mills of the gods grind 
slowly, yet they grind exceeding small.” 
We congratulate the country upon the vic- 
tory achieved by the Administration on 
Monday last over the New York ring of cor- 
rupt importers. We have had occasion to 
criticise severely the methods adopted to 
bring about this result by the Administra- 
tion. For twelve months Taz Taisune has 
labored arduously to compel a radical re- 
form of the New York Oustom-House man- 
agement. That it was inefficient and cor- 
rupt in all its departments under the man- 
agement of Gen. Aurnon, Tue Tricne has 
abundantly demonstrated. That no radical 
reform could be hoped for under his admin- 
istration was conclusively shown. That the 
corrupt ring of agents of foreign manufact- 
urers supported Gen. Anrnun's adminis- 
tration because of its inefficiency and the 
corruption of his subordinates became, 
through Tue Tripune’s disclosures, so ap- 
parent as to defy successful contradiction. 
Tux Trrsune implored Secretary Sazaman 
to accept this view of the case and to make 
a clean breast of it in his contest with the 
ring and its representative, Mr. ConkKLING. 
But our entreaties were vain. Mr. Suer- 
Max chose to palter in a double 
sense with the men against whom he was 
contending. He placed himself in a false 
position by attempting to secure the retire- 
ment of Gen. Anrnun by amicable means, 
when he ought to have dealt with him rig- 
orously as an offender against the integrity 
and efficiency of the customs service. That 
his previous relations with Gen. AnTuuR 
were compromised by his own and the in- 
discretions of members of the Administra- 
tion in seeking appointments for friends in 
the New York Custom-House, is now appa- 
rent. It is doubtless owing to this fact that 
his tongue was palsied in regard to Gen. 
Anrnun's many delinguencies. We are not 
disposed at present to discuss this aspect of 
the case. It is sufficient to know that, when 
Mr. Sarnuax realized that his vacillating 
course had brought him face to face with 
almost sure defeat, he assumed the aggres- 
sive. When he saw plainly that the good of 
the service was menaced by the probable re- 
turn to office of Gen. Artuur, he promptly 
retraced his steps and prepared to launch all 
his thunderbolts. He is now rewarded by a 
consciousness that the straightforward 
course proved to be the right course, and 
the only course that could have possibly re- 
sulted in victory. 

Notwithstanding it is painfully apparent 
that but few Senators finally voted accord- 
ing to their —— right on the 
merits of the case, still it is plain that 
enough Senators did so vote to turn the scale 
in favor of justice. Above the loud clamor 
of a personal and political wrangle the still, 
small voice of reason has made itself heard, 
demanding the settlement of a great public 
question according to the interests of an 
honest public policy. Great praise is due to 
Senator Ocrizsspy and other Western Repub- 
lican Senators who evidently voted for con- 
firmation strictly on the merits; also to Sen- 
ator Bayarp, who gave good reason for his 
vote, and doubtless acted in obedience to the 
dictates of duty. It is equally clear that 
Senator Voorners and Democrats. of his 
character and calibre acted and voted solely 
with a view to partisan advantages, and con- 
sequently without any sense of responsibil- 
ity to the country. 

That a subject of such vital importance 
should have been disposed of by the highest 
deliberative body in the land almost exclu- 
sively upon considerations entirely foreign 
to the merits of the case, is to be deeply re- 
gretted. It is humiliating to reflect that 
barely a dozen out of three-score Senators 
had the manliness to say squarely, by their 
votes, whether the President was or was not 
justified in his removal of Gen. Aurnon on 
the alleged ground of a purpose to purify 
and elevate the public service. We trust 
that Gen. Merritt and Maj. Burr will not 
regard the victory achieved in their behalf 
as either a personal or political triumph. It 
is clearly nothing of the sort. They owe 
their confirmation chiefly to the fact that the 
balance of power in the Senate happened 
fortunately to be in the hands of 
a few Senators who, under their oaths, dared 
not assume the responsibility of reinstating 
their predecessors. Gen. Merarrz and Maj. 
Burt have been confirmed because it is 
believed that they represented the Adminis- 
tration in its firm determination to promote 
a radical reformin an institution which has 
been so tampered with and abused that it is 
a stench in the nostrils of the people. 

The new incumbents have not been assured 
permanency in place in order merely that 
they may enjoy large emoluments, It is to 
be presumed that the officials now in charge 
of all branches of the New York Custom- 
House are in perfect accord in the desire to 
render the service in the highest degree 
efficient. Not only this, but they are also 
presumed to be in perfect accord with the 
President and Secretary of the Treasury. The 
country does not doubt the practicability of 
conducting the affairs of the New 


York Custom-House as honestly 
and as efficiently as those of any other Cus- 


tom-House in the United States, or as those 
of any private mercantile concern. The 
country accordingly expects of the new in- 
cumbents reforms of the most comprehen- 
sive and sweeping character. It was Gen. 
Mxunrrr who effected a compromise unfa- 
vorable to the Government with the kid- 
giove ring. It was he who induced Col. 
Ketcucm, General Appraiser, to recede from 
his conclusion that the foreign value of tirst- 
quality kid gloves is 52 francs per dozen and 
consent to return them at 49 frances. Later 
evidence shows conclusively that his origi- 


nal judgment was correct, and it is an- 


nounced that he has in a new case reaffirmed 
it. His decision goes to Gen. Merarrr for 
confirmation or rejection. The country ex- 
pects Gen. Merarrr to sustain Col. Kerca- 
um, and it will not be satisfied with any other 
action on bis part. 

It is a notorious fact that, notwithstanding 
Gen. Mrnntrr has been in office six months. 
the silk-importation business of the whole

in this line of goods. Experience in kid 
gloves. has demonstrated the entire feasi-

The country expects that Gen. Mxnnrrr and 
bis associates and the Treasury Department 
will combine to crush out absolutely and for- 
ever this gross abuse, and it will not be 
satisfied to wait long for the inauguration of 
vigorous measures looking to that end. Gen. 
Mnntrr's bed will not be one of roses until 
some radical reforms are well on the way to 
successful accomplishment. 


THE TRIAL BY JUBY. 

The fifth section of the second article of 
the Constitution of this State provides: 

‘*The right of trial by jury, as heretofore en- 
joyed, shall remain inviolate; but the trial of civil 
cases before Justices of the Peace bya jury of less 
than twelve men may be authorized by law. 

Under this provision of the Constitution, 
the existing rule is that a civil or eriminal 
case (except before Justices of the Peace) 
shall be tried by a jury of twelve persons, 
and that the verdict must be the unanimous 
finding of the twelve. 

Mr. Cotiins, a member of the Legislature 
from this county, has proposed to incor- 


porate into the Constitution the practice of 


having verdicts in civil cases determined by 
the concurrence of three-fourths of the mem- 
bers of the jury. This will leave the number 
of men on a jury at twelve, as now. To 
adopt the majority plan necessitates the 
amendment of the Constitution, and the fact 
that the present law is so inflexible that it 
requires this long and difficult proceeding 
should suggest that, in amending the Con- 
stitution in this particular, the law should 
be left open to such ready amendment here- 


after as time and experience may suggest. 
Mr. Couns’ scheme is as follows: 

** Resolved, etc., That there shall be submitted 
to the voters of this State at the next election of 
members of the General Assembly a proposition to 
so amend the fifth section of the second article of 
the Constitution of this State that the same shall 
read as follows: 

The right of trial by jury, as heretofore en- 
joyed, shall remain inviolate (but the General As- 
sembly may provide that the concurrence of not 
Jess than three-fourths of the jurors, in a verdict 
in civil cases, shall be a sufficient agreement, and 
their finding shal) be the verdicts of the jury); and 
may also authorize the trial of civil cases before 
Justices of the Peace by a jury of less than twelve 
men. 

Now, while we approve the prineiple of 
majority verdicts as proposed by Mr. Cor- 
Ls, we suggest that he enlarge his scheme, 
so that it may be stated as follows: 

The right of trial by jury in all prosecutions 
for crime shall, as heretofore, be inviolate: but, in 


triais of civil cases, the number of persons to con- 9 


stitute a jury, and the number whose concurrence 
shail be necessary to a verdict, shall be regulated 
by law of the Legislature.” 

lf put in this form, the whole subject will 
be at all times in the control of the Legisla- 
ture; the number of persons on a jury may 
be reduced to nine, or six, or five; and the 
necessary proportion concurring in a verdict 
may be fixed at three-fourths, two-thirds, or 
a majority, as may be deemed advisabie, or 
as may be suggested by experience. Una- 
nimity in juries is a serious source of corrup- 
tion. The purehase or the corruption of 
one juror is all that is now needed to defeat 
a verdict and to defeat justice, and, whatever 
reason there may be, or may have been in 
the past, for unanimous verdicts, certainly 
does not exist at this time in civil cases.

New York, Feb. 5.—Jacob Schaefer met 
William Sexton to-night and “laid him out.“ 
it was a clean job, and one of the worst defeats 


the Delaney champion has suffered. He played 


pot one whit better than he has done hitherto 
in the tournament. This was proof 
conclusive that he has lost that masterly 
hold which he had on the game when he played 
jeorge Slosson for the Delaney medal a couple 
sf months ago. It was also an upset to the theo- 
ies and shrewd calculations of the sporting fra- 
ternity. One of the best-informed betting men 
jp New York told your correspondent last night 
that Sexton’s backer or director knew what he 
was about, and that Sexton had purposely con- 
cealed his skill in order to get up large odds 
on the game with Schaefer. In that game 
he would show that Sexton was 
still the champion. On this vier 
of it large sums of money were bet, although 
the odds were at no time more than 100 to 80 in 
Schaefer’s favor. The game has been played. 
Sexton showed nothing so much as that he had 
dissipated away his chances to win either first 
ot second prize in the Brunswick & Balke 
tournament, and had failed to maintain his 
reputation as the first billiard expert of this 
country, if not of the world. Schaefer and 
Slosson have now taken rank as nis equals, if 
no bis superiors. There was every 
chance to-night for Sexton to press Schaefer. 
The game was not one of the eight-inning kind, 
like the perfect one played by Slosson last night. 
Inning after inning passed with but a run here 


and there, and “goose eggs plentifully inter- 


spersed. Schaefer made none of his ex- 
ceptional runs, 150 being his largest. 
A single big run would have closed 
the gap at any time before the twentieth inning. 
But Schaefer had it all his own wav, and scored 
av overwhelming victory, the proudest of his 
life. The first-money prize, the beautiful embiein,

It may safely be 
predicted thatthe game with Slosson will be 
shorter and more forced, and even enougu to be 
far more interesting than that to-night. The 
audience was as large as the great hall 
of Cooper Union could hold. very seat 
was filled. Camp-stools were placed in 
the aisles, and the lobbies were densely packed 
with standers. The sale of tickets was stopped 
about 9 o’clock, and the doors had to be closed 
to all but holders of reserved seats. Of the 3,000 
or 4,000 spectators, a third, perhaps, were richly- 
dressed ladies. It was a splendid audience, aud 
strongly favorable to Sexton as against the 
Western expert. Schaefer kept winning bis 
way into appreciation, however, and finally Sex- 
ton’s warmest friends, much as they regretted 
his position, could not refrain from joiu- 
ing in the applause which Schaefer fair- 
ly earned bv his strong and masterly 
handling of the game. There appeared to be 
nothing which he could not do with the ivories. 
driving them apart only to bring them together 
again, sending the object ball across or around 
the table with marvelous accuracy, making 
long and difficult draws as easily 
as plain caroms, and, in short, displaying a per- 
fect control of the game, whether in the open- 
table play orin the delicate nursing. Before 
the game opened, Referee Gery began what 
would possibly have been an eloquent speech, 
but the impatient epectators immedi- 
aiely and loudly invited him to 
“Sit down!’ “ Cheese it!” and Let 
the plavers have a chance!” Thus forced out 
of expatiating upon the merits of the contest- 
ants and the Monarch“ cushion, Michael gave 
way to the players, who were greeted with 
great applause. Sexton won the lead, 
but fail to count. Schafer scored 2, 
Sexton 4, and then Schaefer began to play in a 
cool, r@assuring mavner. in sixteen fine posi- 
tion shots he gathered the balls on tie 
left rail, and started them on in one of 
those journeys so fatal to an opponent 
who cannot ourse in turn.

A MURDER BY A WOMAN, 
InDBPENDENCE, Mo., Feb. 3.—A fearful 


“tradgedy was enacted near Buckner, in this 


county, Sunday morning, in which Miss Martha 
Collins shot and killed her brother-in-law, Jon- 
athan Darke. The particulars are these: For 
some time the young lady had been receiving 
the attentions of a young man who wes much 
disliked by her widowed mother and the re- 
mainder of the family. Ater remonotrating 
with her for keeping his company for some time 
without effect, they finally determined that the 
thing must be stopped, and accordingly on last 
Saturday night Darke met the visitor at the 
gate and informed him that he could not come 
iu, and that be must come no more. This en- 
raged the girl, who was of a headstrong 
temperament, and she became terribly enraged. 
The result of the matter was a terrible family 
quarrel, which lasted through that night and 
was recommenced early next morning, finally 
resulting in the girl seizing a revolver and 
shooting Darke through the heart, killing him 
instantly. The Constable of the township was 
summoned, and she was arrested and taken to 
Buckner and kept until to-day, when she was 
bound over to await the action of the Grand 
Jury. She exhibited admirable coolness 
throughout the whole affair, and appears to 
think that she did right in killing him. She 
gives asa reason for this that she believed that 
had she not killed him her own life would have 
been taken.

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SENATOR THURMAN. 


He Says He Will Not Stand for Governor, 
Favors an Aggressive Policy, and Has No 
Fears of the Future. 

Dispatch to Cincianatt Enquirer (Dem.). 

CoLtumBus, O., Feb. 4.—Senator Thurman 
arrived iu this city last night from Washington 
on matters of purely a business char- 
acter, and has been hard at work in 
bis office all day, 8 that the politi- 
cians had next to no opportunities to talk 
with him on matters of statesmanship and pol- 
icy. He is looking in robust health, and says 
he never felt better in bis life than he does now. 
His appearance gives the lie to all talk of his 
bein® in declining health, and if anv of his op- 
ponents, either iu or out of his own party, count 
oh bis being left out af the coming campaign 
because of physical infirmity, they will be great- 
ly mistaken, ° 

In a conversation with your correspondent— 
which he protested must not be taken or re- 
garded as an interview—the Senator expressed 
confidence in the ability of the Democracy to 
win the fight in Ohio this year. He believes 
that it will be a big contest, because Ohio 
holds so important a position in regard to 
the National campaign of 1880; but still 
he has no doubt of the result. One point he 
referred to was the necessity of the Democrats 
going into the municipal election in Cincionati 
this sbriug with a strong ticket anda determina- 
tion to win. The effect of a Democratic victory 
in Cincinnati this spring, be beheves, would be 
of immense advantage to the party when the 
fall election comes on. 

When asked as to whether he might not yet 
reconsider his determmation not to be a candi- 
date for Governor, he auswered with earnest- 
ness, No.“ His decision was irrevocable, and 
on no condition whatever would he accept 
the nomination. He could not in 
justice to the other candidates who desired 
the pomination; nor could he in justice to 
himself, when his appearance on the State 
ticket, if he should chance to be nominated, 
would be the sigual for opposing forces trom 
the East, which would be strained to secure his 
defeat, thereby hoping to cripple bim in any 
future ambitions he might have. 

He looks back with satisfaction upon his labors 
in the campaign of last year, and says that in 
the election of eleven Democratic Congress- 
men Ohio not only saved the Democracy in 
ease the Presidential choice should fall into 
the House of 1 but also saved 
the organization of the House itself. He 
had been criticised by some of his friends 
when he came out here last spring and 
urged the redistricting of the State, but subse- 
quent events had shown that that was a wise 
political move. Had Obio sent a delegation of 
lourteen Republicans and six Democrats, as she 
most assurediy would bave done under the oid 
districting, the Republicans would have been 
able to organize the House and turn the tables 
ou the Democratic Senate as soon as it should 
get into power. 

Leaving these matters of personality and de- 
tail in politics, the Senator expressed bis belief 
that bold action was what a party most needed 
to achieve success. Au aggressive policy would 
always command respect, while besitancy or 
timidity would nearly always bring de- 
feat with it. The Republican organiza- 
tion had never hesitated to take any re- 
sponsibility to carry a measure, and this had 
enabled it to maintain its power for years, in 
spite of the distrust of the people, and in the 
face of its complete change from its former 
principles. On che other hand, a party that did 
nothing but object could not go before the coun- 
try with the hope of making its objections stand 
as a policy. The people didn’t like object- 
ors, but thev did admire a man or a 
set of men who were ready to evunciate 
aggressive doctrines, and were willing to stand or 
fall by them, but most of ail, fignt for them. 
He believed that the time was now past for the 
Vemocratic party to be regarded as a party of 
vbjectors. Ten years ago, when he first entered 
the Senate, there was little else for them to do; 
but now it was different. Ihe fight in the future 
would be an aggressive one, and he didn’t fear 
the result, 
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THE CHEYENNE MASSACRE. 

Capt. H. W. Wessels, Jr., of the Third Cav- 
alry, who was in command at Fort Robinson at 
the time of the outbreak of the Cheyeunes at 
that place, arrived in this city yesterday even- 
ing. The Captain is off on a leave of absence, 
and stopped here on his way to New York to 
have his wound, from which he is Still 
suffering, dressed. He recounted to a repre- 
sentative of Tue TRIBUNE the story of 
the escape and subsequent butchery of 


the Indians, which agrees with the published re- 
ports. In regard to the question as to where 
they got their arms, be stated that the Indiana 
were put into the guard-house at 9 o'clock of 
the eveniug previous to his arrival at the post. 
He accordingiv supposed that they had been 
properly searched aud disarmed. He is conti- 
dent now, however, that they took their 
arms apart and concealed them about 
their persous, a favorite trick with Indtana, 
and afterwards hid them under the flooring of 
the room. He believes that be was fully justi- 
fied in acting as he did, and says that the 
slaughter was unayoidable. Capt. Wessels at 
one time gave the order to stop firing, with a 
view of getting the Cheyennes to surrender, 
but they refused, and commenced an attack 
with their buuting-koives, when the order was 
given for the final volley which completed 
the slaughter. Capt. ‘Vessels was wounded 
in the head and rendered senseless, but recover- 
ed himself sufficiently to take command at the 
end. Considerable sentimental sympathy has 
been wasted on these Cheyennes, and there have 
been many stories about wanton butchery,” 
but Capt. Wessels has also u story, which, as 
given in his official] re bort, completely exonerates 
the army officers from these charges. Ihe Cap- 
tain leaves fur New York to-day.

THAT 81 ATE-ROOM. 

Yesterday’s Tripunge contained an article 
clipped from the St. Louis Globe-Democrat iu 
which was described a very interesting scene 
that was alleged to have taken place in the 
Union Depot of Bridgetown on Sunday even- 
ing, the beroines being Mrs. Alice Oates and 
Miss Ada Cavendish, and the cause of the diffi- 
culty the possession of a drawing-room in a 
sleeping-car. 

With the hope of obtaining some additional! 
points regarding the alleged difficulty, a 
reporter of this paper calied upon Mfs. 
Oates yesterday afternoon at her hotel. 
The fair cantatrice had read the article in Tue 
TRIBUNE, and an unknown admirer had sent 
her a copy of the St. Louis Globe- Democrat, and 
of course at once divined the quill-driver’s 
mission. No explamations were necessary. The 
prima donna plunged into the affair at once, 
and pronounced the articie in question a gross 
fabrication and malicious exaggeration. Durisg 
her professional career she had been the sub- 
ject of much newspaper gossip, but nothing 
bad ever before been said so distasteful to ber. 

The reporter thought he had seen her name 
mentioned somewhere in connection with some 
theatrical gossip. 

The handsome Offenbacher once more denounc- 
ed the article as maiiciously faise, and then pro- 
ceeded to explain: 

We were on our way from San Francisco, where 
we played a very successful envagement, to the 
East, and were several weeks on the road. From 
Denver we went to Kansas City, and at the lat- 
ter city took train for Chicago via St. Louis. My 
manager, Mr. Miles, bad made all the contracts 
for our trausvortation, and iu ail our traveling 
he has specially provided that I shuuld have a 
state-room in the sieeping-car whenever we 
traveled at night. From Kausaa City to 
St. Louis | had a state-room. iv 
fact, I WIIIl travel im no other, because 
I am subject to sore-throat, and, 
teing the star of the company, ii 1 should get 
sick and be unable to sing the company is 
obliged to stop over. Mr. Miles is, theretore, 
verv particular. He looks alter my comfort 
with the greutest care. I have nothing to do 
but travel and sing as he requests, and when I 
travel | always have a state-room car.“ 

** What about this particular case, broke in 
the reporter. 

“When we arrived in the Union Depot at St. 


Louis, land my servant went to the Chicago 
train, found the sleeping-car which bad been 
engaged ior the company, and took 
possession of the drawiog-ruom,—the onlv 
one in the cur. At this time Mr. 
Miles and the rest of the company had gone to 
supper. I had been sitting tuere but a short 
time when Miss Cavendish, escorted by Mr. 
Smith, the Treasurer of Ben Ve Bar's theatre, 
came into the car. Miss Cavendish quietiy took 
a seat; Mr. Smith came into the drawing-room 
and ordered me out in a very rude manner, say- 
ing at the same time that the drawing-room had 
been reserved for Miss Cavendish. I declined 
to move uptil told to do so by my manager, 
Mr. Miles. Mr. Smith, the Treasurer of 
Ben De Bar’s theatre, affected not to know 
who Mr. Miles was, and spoke of him as being 
a person of no importance. I still refused to 
giveup the room. The car was the one char- 
tered for our company, and I bad every reason 
to believe that the stateroom was reserved for 
me, for such had been the custom in all my 
travels during the season. Besides, I had a 
sore thioat, my tonsils were badly swollen, and 
I did not care to subject myself to the possibili- 
ty of taking afurther cold. Mr. Smith con- 
tinued to grow more and more abusive and un- 
gentlemanly. 1 declined to give up unless 
by the order of Mr. Miles, and if 
be had been obliged to teli me to do so, the en- 
tire party would bave left the train and taken 
another road to Chicago. Thus, vou see, so tar 
as the railroad was concerned, it became a mat- 
ter of carrying a large number of people or only 
one. Some of our people whu bad taken their 
supper came on board the train and tried to 
persuade Mr. Smith that he obtained the check 
for the stateroom through mistake. But he 
still insisted. ‘ihe railroad officials tried to 
reason with him, but to no purpose.” 

* Did Miss Cavendish have anything to sav 
about the proprietary richt to this stateroom?”’ 

No; she never said a word to me nor I to 
her. iI couidn’t teil you what she wore, so you 
can imagine I was not near enough to speak to 
her.’ 

„How was the matter finally settled!“ 

* The car ia which I was contained the only 
stateroom iu the train. One of the other sleep- 
ers, which contained no stateroom, was taken 
out of the train and replaced by one which did. 
Miss Cavendish took the latter. ‘The affair was 
tixed up by Mr. Fowler, of the Missouri Pacific 
Railroad.“ 

Ihen there was nothing of a scene connect- 
ed with the matter!“ 

* None at all, I assure you. I am no fighter, 
no hoodlum, as the article in the paper would 
make me out, and 1 trust you will be generous 
enough to give me the benelit of the explana- 
tion. i simply insisted ou my riguts as I under- 
stood them, and had Mr. Miles, my manager, 
under whose control I am, requested me to give 
up the stateroom, [ would have done so im- 
mediately. Whatever noise or trouble was cre- 
ated was the work of Mr. Smith, the officious 
treasurer of Ben De Bar’s theatre.“ 

Aad with this the interview closed. 

Miss ADA CAVENDISH,

seemed amused and surprised at the vast inter- 
est taken by American newspapers in the in- 
finitely littles, the small ordinary goings-on of 
theatrical existence.

Ong ASH, KocuDaLse, Jan. 3L.—My DEAR 
Mu. Flo: 1 pever wrote for reviews or 
other periodicals. It is so long since 1 have 


written that my hand has lost its cunning, if it 


ever had it. 

I do not think anything an Englishman could 
say would have any effect upon an American 
protectionist. The man who possesses a 
monopoly by which he thinks he gaius is not 
open to argument. It was so in this country 
forty years ago, and it is so with you now. itis 
strange that a people who put down slavery at 
an immense sacrifice are not able to suppress 
—＋ 21 which is but a müder form of 

he same evil. Under slavery the man was 
seized und his labor was stolen from him, and 
the profit of it enjoyed by his master and owner. 
Under protection the man is apparently free, 
but he is denied the right to exchange the prod 
uce of his labor except with bis countrymen, 
who offer him much less for it than the for- 
eigner would give. Some portion of his labor 1s 
thus confiscated. 

In our protection days our weavers and arti- 
sans could not exchange with American flour. 
They exchanged with an English farmer, who 
gave him sometimes one-hali the quantity the 
Americau would have giver. Now your farmer 
is forbidden to trade with the Englishman, and 
must give to au American double the quantity 
of graip and flour for many articles he cou- 
stantiy requiring that he would give if your laws 
did not forbid bis trade with England. 

A country may have democratic institutions, 
its governmevt may be republican and based 
on a wide suffrage, and vet there may be no 
freedom to men for that which is the source of 
ile and comfort. Ifa man’s labor is not free, 
if its exchange is not free, the manis not free. 
And whether the law which enacts this restric- 

on be the offspring of republican or autocratic 

verument and power, it 2 gy evii and to 
condemned and withst by all who love 
freedom and understand what it is. 

Nations learn slowly—bnt they do learn—and 
therefore I do not doubt that the time will come 
when trade will be as free as the winds, and 
when freedom of industry will do much to put 
down great armies and the peril and suffering 
of war. 

But I am writing you almost anarticle instead 
of a short note,—as if { would teach you, which 
would be an impertinence. If you could teach 

our farmers, and ask the “solid South” to 
help you, you might soon succeed. Believe me 
alwave sincerely your friend — Balor.

SPRINGFIELD, Feb. 5.—The Senate began its 


| business this morning by the reception of a 


number of reports from Committees. Senator 
Joslyn, from the Committee on Appropriations, 
reported back Senate bill No. 107, with the 
recommendation that it do pass. This bill cives 
William Archer $1,000 for professional services 


on behalf of the State before the Commission of 
of 


Claims. 

The same Committee reported Wack Senate 
bill No. 168, providing for the furnishing of the 
General Assembly with 1,000 copies of the 
„ Legisiative Record,” with the recommenda- 
tion that it dq pass. 

Senator Bonfield presented a petition signed 
bya number of his coystituents asking the 
s¢rious consideration of the General Assembiy 
of the subject. of the taxation of mortgages 
against the mortgagor instead of against the 
mortgagee. : 

Senator Herdman, from the Committee on 
Penal and Reformatory Institutions, revorted 
back Senate bili No. 49, providing that, here- 
after, the Commissioners of the -Joliet Peniten- 
tiary shall be appointed by the Governor, with 
the advice and consent of the Sevhte, with the 


— recommendation that it pass. Whether or not 


the Board ot Commissioners of the Joliet Peni- 
tentiary should be confirmed by the Senate is an 
Open question, on which there has been consid- 
erable discussion and some ſeeling engendered 
on the part of Senators jealous of Executive 
power. The bill will undoubtedly pass. 
Senator Tailiaferro, trom the Committee on 
Drainage, reported back several bills on the 
subject of drainage, with the recommendation 
that they bass. , 
EXPENSES OF THE EXCURSION. 
Senator Jones is after those members of the 
Legislature who travel around the State at the 
expense of the people in visiting the State in- 
stitutions, and aiterwards present a huge bil 
of expense for sleeping-cars, bus-tares, etc. 
This morning he presented a resolution provid- 
ing that the members of the different Com- 
mittees visiting the various State institutions 
‘shall be allowed the amount actually paid by 
them for necessary expenses on these visits, 
and uiring members to present itemized 
ts. It is a notorions fact that some of 
the members, two years ago, presented enor- 
moys dills of expenses, which were allowed. 
Senator Callon presented a substitute for 
Senator Jones’ resolution, providing that the 
traveling mem be allowed nothing for ex- 


penses. A considerable debate was aroused..by 


: 


these resolutions, in which the Sybarites of the 
Benate contended manfuily for their luxurious 

Senator Dement, Chairman of the Committee 
on Penitentiaries, moved that the resolution and 
substitute be laid on the table. The roll was 
called, and the Senate refused to lay the resolu- 
tians on the table. 

Senator Riddle then remarked that, as free 
transportation was furnished: members, he 
thought the substitute just about hit the mat- 
ter. He did not believe it cost members $10 
apiece to make these trips. 

Senator Merritt also followed in a few re- 
marks in the interest of economy and reform.

with the exception of McDonald, the Chicago 
Stock-Yards Commissioner, were confirmed by 
the Senate in executive session to-day without a 
very violent struggle. ‘he action of the caucus 
last evening amounted to nothing, for the pro- 
gramme bad been previously arranged by the 
managers of the party. As long ago as at the 
beginning of the Senatorial contests here, at the 

ng of the skssion, Joslyn had promised the 
overnor that his nominatious: shouid he con- 
firmed, and, by this action. the understanding 
with the Governor and Gen. Logan has been 
carried out, and the delivery bas to-day 
been made. The last clause of the United 
States Senatorial contract has been fuldslied. 
The reason why McDonald was not confirmed 
was because serious charges have been filed 
with the Governor against him, which will re- 
quire investigation.

Mr. Thompseu wanted to know if the mob 
was not composed of Mr. Milibeck’s constituents, 
This question made everybody laugh, aud the 
debate was ended shortly alterwardg by an ad- 
jourument of the House before the bill was 
finaily disposed of. 

THE WAREHOUSE COMMISSIONERS.

Maprson, Wis., Feb. 5.—The amount of busi- 
ness iutroduced into both Houses of the Legis- 
lature has been: Senate—Number of bills, 190;

ANTI-MONOPOLY PRICES. 


A bill to force railroads, telegraoh, and ex- 
press companies down to bard-times specie 
prices has been introduced by Senator Weich, 
read the first and second times, and reférred to 
the Committee on Railroads. It is as foliows: 
A BILL regulating the charges of railroads, tele- 

graph, and express companies. 

Wurnas, In consequenee of the return to spe- 
cle payments, whereby the purchasing power of 
the currency of the country has been largely in- 
crease, and in consequence of the progress made 
in javor-saving inventions and in tae application of 
science to the aid of production, the cost of near), 
ali commodities has been greatly Cheape.ed, odlig- 
ing 'ne laborer, mechanic, manuiacturer, mer- 
chunt. and capitalist to accept a reduction in the 
prices of what tney seil; and 

Wuereas, All tae signs of the times pojnt toa 
continuance of this condition of affairs. and to an 
increase rather than a diminution of prouvaction 
through skilled labor and improved methods, mak 
ing low prices the inevitable rule for the future; 
and 

Wuereas, Transportation facilites and the 
meu of intercommunication are of prime impor- 
tance to the peuple, and should be supplied at a cost 
corresponding with other services aud not held at 
a fixed poiut, regardless of the changes winch affect 
the general business condition of the country, and 
the great decline in values that have occurred with- 
in a recent period; and 

Wuereas, All the material, iabor, machinery, 
anu capital required in the business of transporta- 
tion can now be obtained at a great reduction on 
former prices, While the charges for transportation 
of passengers and freight by rail, for the trausmis- 
sion of messages by telegraph, and for dxpress- 
age remain substantially at the rates esiab- 
lishea some years since, during a period of 
inflated prices, and when the currency Of the coun- 
try consisted of depreciated paper notes; and 

Whereas, ‘These rates or charges were based 
and exacted upon au assumed cost of the facilities 
furnishea, which, in nearly every case. was large- 
ly in excess of tne aciual cost, while under exist- 
ing conditions the same facilities can be furnished 
at an expenaiture which would leave a fair margin 
of proatif only one-half the present ganual tax, 
levied in the orm of tolls and tarifts, were collect- 
ed; and 

Wuteeas, It is only reasonable and just that 
railway, telegraph, and express companies snould 
ve required to conform their rates to the new order 
or things and tne changed condition of Qusiners 
alfairs. in tbe same manner as has already been 
dune in uvther departments of Dusiness, as inuicated 
by the great decline that bas taken viace in rents, 
in the interest of money, in tae profits of invested 
capital, in the prices of farm products, of goods 
and commodities of all kinds; and 

Wuereas, Ihe people of tuis Commonwealth 
bave tne constitutional right, affirmed by the Su- 
preme Court of the United States, to regulate and 
ux tae rates of charges by ali corporations doing 
business zu the State; therefore, the people of the 
State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and As- 
setnbly, do enact as foliows:

The Rev. J. H. Macomber, Prison Chaplain for 
two veurs. sand: »I had accessjto tw cella, and 
I freely conversed with the convicts. I heard 
no complaint of crue) or brutal punishment, 
1 considered the food of good quality. I saw 
their food often. I knew the prisouers were at 
liberty to converse with me. 1 would have 
thought it my duty to report abuse if any bad 
come to my knowledge.” 

Henry A. Stevens, ex-convict, said: “I know 
of no brutal treatment. I helped cook the 
food, and was satisfied with it. The present 
Warden did not reduce the rations. I was un- 
der Hall’s immediate charge over a year. I saw 
uo ill-treatment of the prisoners by him. 

INDIANA. 
RESOLUTIONS. 
@pecial Dispatch to The Tribuna 

INDIANAPOLIS, Feb. 5.—The Senate to-day 
took up and discussed Senator Streicht's reso- 
lution asking Congress for the passage of the 
Inter-State Commerce bill regulating the 
charges of railway transportation. A spicy de- 
bate ensued upon the report of the Judiciary 
Committee for indefinite postponement of the 
resolution. The report of the Committee Was 
rejected by a vote of 12 yeas to 32 ways, and 
then, after further debate, the resolution was 
passed—yeas, 34: nays, 13. The House passed 
a resolution asking that farmers be allowed to 
sell tobacco raised by them in the leaf or twist 
without taking out à Government license. The 
vote was—yeas, 53; nays, 40. 

A bill making ninety pounds a busbel of corn 
was ordered to engrossment. 

Congress was also asked to pass a Jaw reduc- 
ing the fees and salaries of Federal officials. 

JOINT CONVENTION. 

This afternoon both Houses met in joint con- 
vention, and elected the following officers, in 
defiance of the attitude of the Democratic ma- 
jority that the election of two years ago, heid 
under precisely similar circumstances, was null 
and void.

Upon several previous occasions 
he has absented himself trom his seat, and has 
been brought back by the Sergeant-at-Arms 
under a call of the House. This afternoon he 
repeated his attempt to remain away, and, 
under a call of the House, the Sergeant-at- 
Arms, and finally three of the clerks and the 
messenger, Were sent after him. Ihe posse ran 
him out of a saloon. chased him over into 
Nebraska, chased him back to Dakota, and flual- 
ly ran him into his own room at his hotel, where 
he yet remains and refuses to come out.

Convention of Cane-Growers and Sugar 
Manufactarers in St. Louis, 
Special Dispatca to The Tri une, 

Sr. Louris, Feb. 5.—The Cane-Growers’ Con- 
vention met at 10a. m. to-day in the Board- 
Room of the Polytechnic building, and was 
called to order by Mr. A. M. McCleary, who 
stated the object of the Convention to be the 
encouragement and development of the produc- 
tion of sirups and sugar throughout the coun- 
try. For this purpose practical growers of cane 
had been called together for an interchange of 
Views and experiences in order to arrive at the 
facts iu regard to the best varieties, the mauner 
of cultivation, manufacture, ete.

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THE RAILROADS. 


BETTER LATE THAN NEVER. 

At last there is good reason to hope that the 
old. dilapidated rookery at the corner of Mad- 
ison and Canal streets, now used asa depot 
for the Fort Wayne, Alton, and St. Paul Rail- 
roads, will have to give way to a grand union 
depot, that will not only be a credit to the roads 
but also an honor to the city. Time and again 
the announcement had been made that a grand 
depot would take the piace of the gid shanty 
at that point, but the hopes of the patrons of 
the roads were never realized, something com- 
ing up every time t) defeat the projet. Tuis 
time, however, the announcement is no doubt 
made in good *ith, and everything indicates 
that the new structure will be commenced in 
the spring. The new depot is not only to be 
used oy the Fort Wayne, Alton, and 
St. Pau! Railroads, but also by the Northwest- 
ern, the latter road having given up its project 
of building an independent depot at the north 
end of Wells street bridge. The cause of the 
delay in the building of a new depot at Madison 
street bridge is pow attributed to the negotia- 
tions that have been going on between the 
three roads now having their terminus there 
and the Northwestern. All obstacles in the way 
of an amicable arrangement between them are 
said to have been overcome, and the only point 
to be settled yet is to decide upon a plan for the 
contemplated grand union depot, A meeting 
for the purpose of deciuing upon this point will 
be beld this afternoon at the office of the Fort 
Wayne Road, which will be attended by Mr, J. 
N. McCullough, Vice-President of the Feunsyl- 
vania Company. 8. S. Merrill, General Manager 
of the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul, J. C. 
McMullin, Genera! Mapager of the Chicago & 
Alton, and Marvin Hugbitt, General Manager of 
the Chicago & Northwestern. 

The new depot is to cover all the ground be- 
tween Madison and Van Buren streets and be- 
tween the river and Canal street. Adams 
street will divide the new structure into two 
parts, the north half to be used by the North- 
western and St, Paul Roads, and the south by the 
Fort Wayne and Alton companies. The treicht 
depots pow standing on the ground will be re- 
moved to some other point. The Northwestern 
Road contemplates to use the ground at the 
nort h end of Wells- street bridge and at Kinzie- 
street bridge for freight purposes and yard- 
room. 


PRECARIOUS POOLS. 

The General Managers of the Lake Shore, Fort 
Wayne, and Michigan Central Railroads held a 
meeting vesterday morning at the office of the 
Fort Wayne Company to take some action re- 
garding the difficulties about the East-bound 
freight and passenger troubles. The conference 
was a long and earnest one, but no result of 
any kind was reached. The meeting was any- 
thiug but harmonious, and from what can be 
learned one road tried to lay the blame for the 
troubles upon the other. The Managers of the 
Vanderbilt roads contended that the increase in 
the freight business of the Pennsylvania Com- 
pany’s lines had been brought about by a viola- 
tion of the tariff rates, while Mr. McCullough, 
of the latter roads, claimed that his roads as 
strictly maintained the rates as those of V ander- 
bilt, aud the reason that his roads had done a 
larger percentage of the East-bound business 
than the others was simply due to the fact that 
they were not blockaded with snow to the ex- 
tent that were the Vanderbilt roads. It was 
finally decided to defer the whole matter until 
this afternoon, when it is expected te have some 
information from the meeting of trunk-line 
Presidents, who meet in New York to-day to 
take action regarding the further continuance 
of the West-bound pool. It was claimed 
at the conference yesterday, and justly, too, 
that there would be no further use to try to es- 
tablish an East-bound pool if the West-bound 
pool went to pieces. The difficulties in regard 
to the West-bound pool arise from the demand 
of Mr. Vanderbiitto have ‘he percentages te- 
adjusted. The New York Central has thus far 
received 35 per cent of the business, and the 
Erie Road the same. He claims that his road is 
entitled to a larger percentage, and now de- 
mands 40 per cent of the business. The other 
roads are pot willing to submit to this demand, 
and claim to be entitled to all the business ther 
are now getting. Lhe Erie Road wants 0 ver 
cent too if Vanderbilt gets it. This wouid 
leave but 20 per cent for the Pennsrivania and 
Baltimore & Ohio, and the Pennsyivania alone 
thinks it should bave as much as either the 
New York Central or the Erie. It will there- 
fore be seen that the prospects for an amicable 
arrangement are not first-class. 

No steps were taken yesterday to stop the 
troubles in regard to the East-bound pas- 
seuger business. It is reported that the Van- 
derbilt roads are selling vo more tickets at re- 
duced rates to outside parties, but they were 
selling yesterday regular tickets to New York 
at $3 below the regular rates over the counters 
of the respective ticket-oflices. This step has 
probably been taken to force ar adjustment of 
the existing difficulties. The Peonsylvania 
Company's lines deny that ther are selling 
tickets below the recular rates, though the 
Vanderbilt roads claim that they are threngh 
outside parties, It is evident that this state of 
affairs cannot last much longer, and. if the man- 
agers do not come to an understanding, a grand 
break in the passenger rates will be the result. 


FULTON COUNTY.

The Cattle Trade—Obituary—Stadacona—

Toronto, Out., Feb. 5.— Ihe Order in Coun- 
cil passed at Ottawa deciares that the importa- 
tion of live Canadian cattle into England will 
be perrmitted to continue.” Dealers bere look 
upon this permission“ as a mockery. At pres- 
ent Canadian cattle cannot be shipped to the 
Foglish market with the faintest prospect of 
realizing a profit on the transactions. Toronto 
dealers say that Canadian cattle are not fit for 
export, and were they to get the avimals free of 
cost they could not make anything by export- 
ing. Two months hence the case may be differ- 
ent, as by that time the farmers will have been 
able to fatten their stock. The report that the 
Toronto Export Company were making up a 
cargo of Canadian-bred cattle for shipment to 
England is incorrect. No such project was ever 
contemplated, and the cattle-trade with Eu- 
Cland is ata standstill. The decision of the 
British Government as to scheduling the States 
as an infected country is anxiously looked for 
bere. As soon as their decision has become 
known dealers bere will be advised by their 
agents. Should the decision be favorable 
to the States, the Canadian Government 
will have to undo at once what they 
have done in prohibiting for the space of three 
months the importation of American into 
Conada, or their passage through any part of the 
Dominion. If this ie not done, the effect, of 
course, will be to send all the trade to United 
States ports. 

Dr. Duncan Campbell, a widely-known 
homeopathic physician, died here to-day, in his 
79th vear. He had been ill for three months, 
and finally passed away from hypertrophy of 
the beart. He was President of the Home- 
opathic Medical Board of Canada, and Presi- 
dent of the Ontario College of Physicians and 
Surgeons.

The American Government having made an 
offer of reciprocity in wrecking to the Canadian 
Government, the latter has appointed Maj. 
Lewis, of Windsor, to prepare a report for its 
con@eration, giving the circumstances con- 
nected with all wrecks during a given period on 
the lake-shores within the jurisdiction of the 
Dominion. In the meantime, representations 
are being made to the Government by several 
gentiemen—among others, Mr. Rufus Stepnen- 
son, M. P.—that the privilege proposed to be 
accorded to the American Goycrnoment is greater 
than that which the Canadian Government will 
receive; and, in this connection, it is urged that 
this is a suitable time *to demend 
ot the American Government certain concessions 
which Canadian ship-owners have lung desired. 
It isclaimed that there will be no equal reci- 
procity in the mere exchange of the privilege of 
wrecking in cach of the national waters, be- 
cause, owing to the practice of vessels ou the 
Lakes of hugging the northern or Canadian 
shores, in order to avoid the force ef the prevail- 
lug Winds or gales, which are from the north, 
uine-tentbs of the wrecks on the Lakes take 
place in Canadian waters: therefore, as rec- 
iprocity for the great privilege which will be 
granted to American steamers in the event of 
tbe order in Council issued by the late Govern- 
ment in reterence to the matter, aid 
which prevents American steamboats wrecking 
in Canadian waters, being suverseded by a 
reciprocity treaty, it is demanded that the 
present charge of 30 cents per ton on the tov- 
nage of Canacian vessels, made by tue United 
States, shall be removed; «and, further, that 
Canadians shail be eligible to the positions of 
Captains, Mates, or Engineers on American ves- 
Seis, Withuut taking the oath of aliegiance to 
ihe American Government, as is now de- 
manded.

Such Is Brahms’ Claim to the 
Authorship of the Hun- 
garian Dances.

Remenyi, by Producing the Orig- 
inal Scores, Proves the 
Plagiarism. 


The Strange Position in Which a 
Gifted Musical Genius 
Finds Himself. 


In Int SunDAY TRUwUNE of the 26th ult. ap- 
peared an extract frum the New York Herald 
giving Remenvi’s reasons for not playing the 
Hungarian dances that for so many years have 
heen associated with the name of Johannes 
Brahms, and have achieved a world-wide repu- 
tation. Edourd Remenyi is a Hungarian by 
birth, was exiled from his country for political 
reasons, and is one of the few great masters of 
the violin now living. His apparently studied 
aversion to play these caances—the wild notes 
of his native woods, as it were—with their pecul- 
jar rhythm and characteristic melodies attract- 
ed the curiosity of his friends and the public.. 
To a reporter of the Herald he gave following 


explanation : 

In our younger days Brahms and I traveled 
from village to village, Ewing concerts, and earn- 
ine a few dollars by the wayside. In the hotels at 
night, forthe purpose of killing time, it was my 
dabit to compose Hungarian melodies. Some of 
these Lehowedtohim To several, for the pur- 
pose of making an innocent deception, I gave the 
name of national airs, without saying by whom 
they were written, aud my pleasure wae always 
boundless when I heard him describe them as 

_ knowing that he was an impartial judge and 
appreciated that which was excellent in our art. 
One day in 1868, after I had received my amnesty 
and was permitted to return to Hungary and 
travel) utrestrainedly elsewhere, I happened 
to ve in Vienna, and by accident went 
into a music-store for the urpose of 
jearping what new publications had appeared. 
Among the pieces handed me were a series of Hun- 

rian dances, which, the proprietor of the estab- 
fishment said, were then making a sensation all 
over the civilized worid. I overlooked them fever- 
ſehly and discovered at once the origin of every one 
of the ten numbers. It is true that in the first 
editions made by Simrock the title page contained 
the words Hungarian dances," followed in very 
email] letters by the words, ‘‘transoribea by” 
(gesetzt), and then the words, in large letters. 
‘Johannes Brahms’; but since that time new 
editions have. appeared as the composition of 
Brahms himself, and he must be aware of tbe fact. 
Now, the fact is that the ten compositions have the 
following origin: 

»The first, in G minor, is called in Hungary the 
‘Divine Csardas,’ and was published early in 1850 
by the music firm of Rozsavolgyi, of Pesth, as you 
may see. 

The second, in D minor, is a popular csardas 
known ali over Hungary from time immemorial. 

‘* The third is in F. and the first part of it is my 
own. The second part ie No. Sof the * Tolnai 
Lakadalmas’ ceardas by Riezner. 

„N. 4is not an Hungarian air at all, bat a bad 
imitation of Schubert's world- renowned serenade 
travestied into a csardae. 

„ No. 5, the first part in F sharp minor, isa 
popular csardas by an unknown author, The sec- 
ond part, in F sharp major, is not at all Hungarian. 
but a Sclavonic dancing air of olden time. 

No. 6 is a favorite ceardas which became ve 
popular in Hungary in the vear 1861, and was, 
believe, composed by Nittinger. 

No. 7. in F. is entirely my own, and very 
generally played. 

No. 8, in A minor, is a popular csardas, com- 

by Szabady-Frank, and has been known 
during the last twenty-five years in Hungary by the 
name of the ‘Louisa Csardas. It has a singular 
resemblance toa duetto in *Lucia di Lammer- 
moor.“ 

No. 9, in E minor, 18 an air by some unknown 
Hungarian warbier or troubadour. It is very fine, 
and it was given to Brahms by me in 1853 during 
our peregrinations. 

No. 10 is, again, taken from the very popular 
‘Tolnai Lakadalmas’ csardas, by Riezner, and 
the music published dy Wagner, and printed in 
Pesth avout the year 1840. One or two are Hun- 
garian dances, composed bv Keler Bela, but which 
] do not know precisely. 

Lon see, therefore, why I am averse to the 

erformanee of these so-called Brahms dances.’ 

have been asked to play them many times, but 
have uniformly answered ‘no’: for I knew them 
long before they ever appeared with the name of 
Brahms as their flgure- head. 

This direct and positive charge of plagiarism, 
to call it by the mildest possible term, against 
one of the great modern composers, one whom 
Robert Schumann pronounced the new musical 
Messiah,” the author of a multitude ofyriptio- 
nies, sonatas, quartets, and, in fact, the success- 
ful writer of all forms of musical composition, 
created a most profound sensation in musical 
circles. By some it was thought that Remenyi 
had become

at the success of Brahms, and had taken ad- 
vantage of his residence in Vienna to defame 
him. Others believed it was question of 
nationality. and that Remenyi, who had 
suffered exile for his devotion to his country, 
had become inflamed with a hatred for the Ger- 
man who had so successfully mastered the pecul- 
jar rhythm and form of Hungarian music. It 
could not be possible that Brahms was a plagi- 
arist, the perpetrator ↄt the meanest description 
of theft. The editor of the New York Musik- 
Zeitung took up the defense of the absent com- 
poser, and with ungloved hands went for 
the violinist who had the temerity to make so 
grave charge. But the whirligig of time makes 
ali things even, and if Remenyi does not make 
good bis assertions to the satisfaction of all the 
worshipers of Brahms, he certainiy has to the 
musicians, who have had an opportunity of in- 
specting his proofs. 

Yesterday afternoon a TRIBUNE reporter 
called upon the maestro at the Pacific, and after 
sending up his card was requested to drop into 
the ladies’ parlor. There he found Mr. Remenyi 
at the grand piano surrounded by a group of the 
best musicians in Chicago. The reporter noticed 
among others, Julius Fuchs, A. H. Dohn, II. 
C. Eddv, S. G. Pratt, Napoleon Ledochowski, 
Heman Allen, and F. G. Gleason. Mr. — 
is a little below medium size, thougl compactly 
built and well proportioned. His forbead is 
high, broad, and intellectual, his eves are spark- 
ling and running over with vivacity. His 
face is clean sbaven, and full of ex- 
pression. The mouth is mobile, and 
there is in his countenance a wealth of good 
nature and good humor.

A leuding man on the street yesterday said 
this was a fact not gentrally known or suspected. 
but that he knew that the Union Pacific managers 
— not show how or when the dividend had been 
paid. 

The dividends which have been declared by 
this Company have been: 1875—July 1, 1 per 
cent; Oct. 1, 2 per cent; 1876—Jan. 1. 3 per 
cent; April 1, 2 percent; July 1. 2 per cent; 
Oct. 1, 2 per cent: 1877—Jan. 1, 2 per cent: 
April 1, 2 per cent; July 1, 2 per cent; Oct. 1, 2 
per cent; 1878—Jan. 1. 2 ber cent; April 1, 2 
per cent; Oct. 1, 144 per cent; 1879—Jan. 1, 1% 
per cent. All of these dividends have been 
paid to the stockbotders entitled to receive the 
same, except $6,573.50 not yet called for. and it 
may be of interest if I add that the net floating 
debt of the Company on Jan. 1, .1879, after pro- 
viding for dividend and eoupon pavments fail- 
ing due on that day, did not exceed 61.000.000.

| JAMES R. BARRON. 


This Old and Skillful Criminal in 
Chicago Once More. 


The Crime which Sent Him to Joliet 
Other Indictments Against Him. 


A Trisune man was somewhat surprised 
while in conversation with a detective yester- 
day to be informed that James R. Barron, one 
of the most noted and successful robbers in 
the country, and whose exploits ip this city in 
1873 attracted universal attention, was rel 
from the Penitentiary at Joliet last Saturday, 
his term of seven years, begun in March, 1874, 
having expired by reason of good time” 
made by the prisoner. The detective went on 
to say that as soon as Jim was outside 
the walls of the prison he started 
for Chicago, and last Sunday afternoon went 
into the drug-store of John Heiland, corner of 
Madison and Desplaines streets, where he was 
recognized by several parties. The detective 
went on to sav that there were still several in- 
dictments pending in the Criminal Court against 
Barron, and expressed some surprise that they 
nad not been used as a means for bringiog him 
to justice again. 

Barron, although an accomplished house- 
breaker, did not devote much of bis time to that 
branch of business, preferring to strike for 
bigher game, his principal racket“ being the 
robbery of railroad-cars containing valuable 
merchandise of a character that could be easily 
disposed of. For a year or wore his gang robbed 


the cars of

the work being done while the trains were in 
motion, and passing through the northern por- 
tion of Indiana over the Illinois Central Road. 
The goods thus obtained would be shipped to 
auctiou-houses at St. Louis and Cincinnati, and 
disposed of at atrifleof their value. Ags an or- 
Canizer he bad no superior, and from this fact 
the detective inferred that he would soon be at 
his old games again, and make things lively for 
the Chicago police. 

The crime for which Barron was eventually 
„settled was what was kuown as 

‘* THE TREMONT HOUSE ROBBERY,” 


the circumstances of which were as follows: On 
the 11th of January, 1873, Isaac Mills, the trav- 
eling agent of a New York jewelry house, 
reached this city, having with him a large 
amount of jewelry, and put up at the Tremont. 
The trunk containing the valuables, to the 
amount of $20,000. was placed in his room, and 
on the 15th Mr. Mills, having visited neariy all 
the jewelers in town, made preparations to de- 
part. He placed the jewelry in the trunk, se- 
curely locked and strapped the same, and went 
to supper. Upon returning he found the room 
door unlocked, the trunk open, and rifled of its 
contents. The police were immediately inform- 
ed of the robbery, and soon discovered that 
the door had been forced by a “jimmy,” 
and the work done by experienced hans. 
Detective P. D. Tyrrell was at once put upon 
the case by Zuperintendent-of-Poltee Washburn, 
and Feb. 7 he succeeded in arresting the rob- 
bers, through the ald of Mr. Philo W. Scofield, 
of New York, to whom they had offered the 
stolen goods, representing to him that they 
comprised the stock of a country jewelry store 
about to be closed out. Hemet the men by 
agreement onthe openlot cornerof Adams 
and Peorta streets, and while engaged in con- 
versation with them the arrest was made. Up- 
on reaching police headquarters the men gave 
the names of James Barron and Ignatius 
Schoen. 

AND THEN BEGAN THB FIGHT 
between the officers of the law and Barron (for 
he was the brains of the pair) to determine 
whether or not he should be punished. Barron 
secured as counsel A. 8. Trude, and on Feb. 14 
the ease against the men came before Justice 
Scully, a change of venue being taken by the 
defendants to Justice Vant Woud, who rana 
Justice sbop on Halsted street near Madison. 
Arrived there, Trude demanded the release of 
the prisovers on the ground that the authorities 
could — no papers showing that they 
were legally in custody. Superintendent 
Washburn objected to this, but Vant 
Woud held that Trude was right, and 
told the men to go. They attempted to 
avail themselves of the privilege, but Officer 
Hogan quickly put the come-alongs on Schoen, 
and had him out on the street before his friends 
up-stairs comprehended What was being done. 
Tyrrell informed Barron that he was still under 
arrest, but the pjacky thief responded by hitting 
the officer several blows im the face. Tvrrell 
threw him to the floor, and was immediately 
fined $5 by the judicial luminary for contempt 
of court. The result of the melee was that both 
men were again landed behind the bars al the 
Central Station, Feb. 19 they were in 
brought before Justice Scully, who hela them 
for trial in bail of $10.000each. For some time 
the men were unable to secure bondsmen, 
but March 6 Barron was brought be- 
fore Judge Williams, then sitting in 
the Criminal Court, and released, one 
Dick Blakeman, an unsavory character, swear- 
ing tothe ownership of property to which, it 
was soon discovered, he had no title. As soon 
as the bond was accepted, Barron jumped the 
town, and the work of recapturing him was at 
once begun, since the bail was known to be 
‘‘straw,”’ and the police had no idea that he 
would again willingly set foot inside the limits 
of Chicago. 

In the meantime, Schoen was indicted, and 
tried in the Criminal Court,—a verdict of Not 
guilty’ being returned April 30, 1873. 

In addition to the Tremont House affair, Bar- 
ron was known to be the leader of a ggng that 
“worked” the railroads, and had stolen goods 
to the value of thousands of dollars from the 
Star Union Line. The Chicago agent of that 
Company took an active part in the detection of 
the thieves; but, although he succeeded inp se- 
curing the indictment of Barron on several 
charges, the wily James could not be found. 
Durivg the latter part of December, 1873, De- 
tective Tyrrell, who had never given up the par- 
suit, learned that 

HIS MAN WAS IN BUFFALO, 

N. V., and a trip to that city resulted in his 
capture, his hiding-place having been given away 
by a woman. arron was brought to 
Chicago, and at once tried for the 
Tremont House robbery, the proof in that 
case being couclusive. The hearing occupied 
but a brief time, and on the 28th of February, 
1874. he was found guilty, and sentenced to 
seven years in the Penitentiary, from which in- 
stitution he emerged @ free man last Saturday, 
as above stated. 

In regard to the other indictments against 
Barron, inquiry at the State’s-Attorney’s office 
yesterday revealed the fact that there were nine 
of those interesting documents in existence, 
some extending as far back as August, 1873. 
These were all stricken from the docket after 
his conviction in the Mills case, with leave to 
reinstate. As this matter occurred several 
years ago, it was entirely unknown to the pres- 
ent State’s-Attorney. . Mr. Mills will, however, 
go through the formality of baving the re- 
instatement made, although it is not at ail 
likely that Barron will allow himself to again 
be captured, 

Barron is a well-educated man, and belongs to 
a very respectable family in Elmira, N. ., 
his native city, where he was regarded in early 
life as an honest, upright, and promising voung 
map. lle was employed in a bank for some 
years in Eimira, and was capable and industri- 
ous, and upon coming to this city he entered 
the employ of A. S. Downs & Co., and, the field 
not being wide enough for his ambition, he sub- 
seguentiy secured employment with Field, 
Leiter & Co., where be showed marked ability, 
and enjoyed the confidence of his employera.

DUTIES ON KID @LOVES. 


Three Reports Presented by Appraiser 
Ketchum, H. B. Claflin, and W. H. Hal- 
sted, All Advancing the Invoice Value. 

New York Tribune, Fed. 3. 

The kid-glove reappraisement, begun several 
weeks ago, was completed on Saturday as far as 
the general and merchant appraisers are con- 
cerped, and resulted in three separate reports. 
The original entries out of which this contro- 
versy grew embraced four invoices, or about 
2,000 dozen pairs, of two-button Alexandre kid 
gloves. They were imported by A. T. Stewart 
& Co. at an invoice value of 42 francs a dozen. 
Local Appraiser Dutcher advanced the invoice 
value to 52 francs, which being in excess of ten 

a penalty amounting to about 

A reap ement was demanded by 

J. MeCook, Attorney for A. T. Stew- 

art & Co., and W. H. Aalsted, of Halsted, 

Haines & Co., and Horace B. Claflin, of H. B.

The evi- 

dence in the case, which was published 
exciusively in the was closed 
about a week ago. Since then the appraisers 

have held four consultations without reaching a 

unanimous verdict. Mr. Halsted acted as mer- 

chant-appral-*r on three of the invoices, and Mr. 

Ciaflin on the remaining one. The merchant- 

4 signed separate reports on Saturday. 
F. Halsted in his report declares bis opinion 

to be that the goods were clearly undervalued 

He advances the value of the invoices from #2 

francs to 46 fraucs, with à rise of 4 francs for 

each additional button. His report makes an 
advance of less than 10 per cent, and does not 
carry apy penalty. 

Mr. Claflin advances the gloves from 42 francs 
to 47 francs, and in his report wishes it to be 
understood that he is of the opivion that the 
evidence shows that 52 francs is the price at 
whieh gloves similar to those in question are 
sold in the foreign market; but as the importers 
bave offered much téstimony to support their 
prices, he desires to avoid doing them injustice, 
and he therefore adopts the prices he gives as a 
liberal concession to them, dividing the differ- 
ence exactly between them and the Govern- 
ment.“ Me. Ciaflin’s decision advances the in- 
voice value over 10 per cent, and carries a pen- 


alty. 

The General Appraiser, Alexander P. Ketch- 
um, announced that he should sustain the loval 
Appraiser ip his advance of the invoice value 
from 42 to 52 francs. His report to Collector 
Merritt is not yet completed. He will claim 
that he is compelled on-the evidence to sustain 
the value of 52 francs a dozen on two-button 
Alexandre gloves, with a rise of 5 france a but- 
ton, believing that the evidence recently ob- 
tained from abroad on tests of values ou the 
samples taken from the invoices in controversy 
fully sustains this action. The law, his report 
will state, requires that the mercbant appraisers 
should be guided in ir decision by the actual 
market value or wholesale price of the goods 
reappraised, in the principal markets from which 
they are imported. If no goods of the manu- 
facture under consideration happen to be sold, 
then be will state that, according to the rulings 
of the courts, the appraisers are to be governed 
by actual sales in the foreign markets of 
goods similar to those under considera- 
tion. The General. Aporaiser expresses the 
belief that, in the execution of the law, he 
should not be controlled by any feeling of par- 
tiality for importers that would lead to any 
other conclusion than the evidence calls for and 
the statutes require. The General Appraiser 
reviews the evidence of London experts at 
length, and be claims that in the present re- 
appraisement the Government for the first time 
bas been able to establish a fixed foreign mar- 
ket value for the several grades of kid gloves 
about which so many controversies have arisen. 

The three reports in this reappraisement will 
be submitted to the Collector in a few davs for 
his decision, which will be final, and npon which 
the duties must be assessed and coliected. Un- 
der a recent interpretation of the law by the 
law-oflicers of the Treasury Department he pos- 
sesses a wider discretion than heretofore, and, 
after reviewing the evidence, he can establish 
any value which may seem to him to be just and 

roper, between 42 francs, the importers’ valua- 

ion, and 52 francs, as established by the loca! 
Appraiser. A final decision, it is expected. will 
be made by the Collector before the end of the 


present week. 


BARRON. 


Was He Hero After All? 
Correspondence New York Sun. 

Boston, Feb. 2.—Detective Charles E. Wiggin, 
of this city, who was employed by the Attorney- 
General of Maine to investigate the circum- 
stances connected with the murder of J. Wilson 
Barron, late Treasurer of the Dexter Savings 
Bauk, in an interview says: 

„After making a thorough search for traces of 
the murderers in the State of Maine, and being 
satisfied who the perpetrators of the deed were, 
1 went to New York City. While in that citv the 
Captain of the Detectives at the Central Office, 
an inspector and two detectives, did all in their 
power to assist in bringing the murderers to 
justice. These men were interviewed in New 
York by Mr. Bradbury, President of the bank, 
County-Attorney Hutchins, and the Attorney- 
General, all three of whom knew just what was 
being done. And bere let me say that they ex- 
pressed perfect satisfaction with my efforts. 
Ihe following month the man I was looking 
for, and who in my opinion, with the aid of his 
‘pals,’ did the job, ‘jumped away’ to Europe, 
he having learned of my arrival in the city, and 
knowing that 1 had papers for him for being 
concerned in the Barre (Vt.) Bank rob- 
bery. The man I referto is Sam Ferris, alias 
Worcester Sam. I then notified the officials 
that it would be useless for me to continue 
efforts then, because the man bad left the couy- 
try. They were anxious for me to continue, 
but i refused, informing tbem that if 1 heard 
anything new they would be notified imme- 
diately. So much for my connection with the 
eGele, + eis 

One of the strong points relied upon in sup- 
port of the suicide theory is that Barron was a 
delaulter. and in support thereot a great deal of 
stock bas been made out of the fact that he had 
discharged a mortgage of $2,000 on his house 
some time before. He might bave taken the 
money from the bank; but was the Dank not 
amply secured by the policy on bis life, which 
was the very best kind of security anybody could 
have, and in case of his death at anv time the 
note for $2,000 (secured by the assignment of 
the life-insurance policy) would protect the bank 
from loss. It bas not yet been proven that Far- 
ron took any money from the bank at any time. 
As to the poisoning theory, when | went to Dex- 
ter nothing was said by either of the doctors 
about symptoms of poison ip Mr. Barron’s case. 
Neither of them made any mention of it, and if 
they thought so why did they not have a post- 
mortem examination? In view of all these facts 
1 think that the only alternative is that Barron 
was all he was represented—a man who gave up 
bis lite rather than betray bis trust.“

A Stock Operation that Does Not Suit All 
Around,

Avrora, III., Feb. 5.—A chancery case of 
much interest is set before Judge Cody, of the 
Circuit Court, entitled M. R. Pease vs. The 
Aurora Silver-Plate Manufacturing Company. 
A formidable array of lawyers appear,—Mesers. 
Hopkins, Botsford, and Barry for plaintiff, and 
Messrs. Wheaton, Canfield, Little. White, and 


Nichols for defendants. 

Five years ago the Company voted to receive 
subscriptions to the amount of $100,000 addi- 
tional to its capital stock, none to be payable 
unless the whole sum was subscribed. Fighty- 
six thousand dollars was placed, and subecrip- 
tions came to a standstill. Messrs. Stolp, Law- 
rence, Shed, Young, and John Rising, who were 
Directors, and who dad taken large blocks al- 
ready, subscribed jointly tor the dalance of 
$14,000, to give validity to the whole, expecting 
to place it among their frieods, in which they 
were not successful, and 8 they paid 
in one-fourth of the amount. The stock was al- 
most worthless at this time, and the Directors 
did not want any more than they were com- 

welled to have. and so passed a resolution for- 
feiting this stock to the Company for install- 
ments due and unpaid. 

This suit is brought dy those stockholders 
who paid in the $36,000, to compel these meu vo 
pay in this balance, with interest. The Directors 
claim, aud not without reason perhaps, that 
they should be relicved from the subscription, 
while those stockholders who paid up in full 
demand that the, Directors also shall pay cp, as 
such payment would enhance the value of the 
whole stock. aud give additional working cap- 


ital. 

At no time since the suit was brought has the 
Company been as prosperous as now. and it 
would seem that the whole of its capital stock,

St. Ignatius College The Barnes 
House People. 


Record of Judgments, New Suits, Crimi- 
nal Matters, Ete. 


A bill was filed yesterday in the 
Court by Arnold Damen, Michael Lawlor, and 
Jonn 8. Verdin, as Trustees of the St. lenatius 
College, on West Twelfth street, against Edgar 
H. Perry, Ellen G. and the heirs of N. 
P. Iglehart to clear the title to the college prop- 
erty. They state that in 1853 Father Douyts 
bought of N. P. Iglehart, whether as principal or 
agent of certain parties does not seem to be 
clear, for the sum of $16,000, the proverty on 
which the college was subsequently located. 
The land included the area of a street formerly 
known as Aberdeen street and five alleys, and 
they were dedicated to the public use, so that 
upon an apandonment of such use the 
fee would revert to  Iglebart or bis 
assigns. It was, bowever, the implied under- 
standing that the alleys and streets dedicated 
were to be included in the conveyance, as the 
purchaser intended occupying the whole tract 
with the church and college buildings. These 
streets and alleys were accordingly vacated by 
the Common Council in 1857, 1867, 1860, 1870, 
and 1874 by divers ordinances, and Iglehart also 
expressly released his right to any reversion in 
the same, and bas never made any subsequent 
claim thereto. More than this, lglehart agreed 
to use his best endeavors to bave the streets 
and alleys vacated. He died in 1877, without 
making any claim to these streets or alleys, or 
even mentioning them in Mes will, Since 
then, however, his heirs have claimed to 
own these parts of the property, and recently 
conveyed an undivided one-third interest to one 
Edgar H. Perry, of Michigan, who has begun s 
suit in ejectmentin the United States Circuit 
Court to oust complainants. The latter claim 
now that this suit should be stopped, because it 
is a fraud; that Iglehart conveved ail his inter- 
est in the streets and alleys, as well as the other 
parts of the land, and that the Trustees pro- 
ceeded to cover the property with buildings 
without his making-any objection, or urging 
any advance claim. They, therefore. ask for an 
injunction to prevent the prosecution of the 
ejectment suit, and for a decree confirming 


their title to the property. 
BENJAMIN NEIMAN. 

A voluminous creditors’ bill was filed about s 
werk ago but suppressed for service by Edwin 
F. Abbott against Caroline and Benjamin New- 
man, and a large number of others to discover 
assets with which to pay a judgment for $2,119 
in his favor. He says the judgment was re- 
covered Nov. 11, 1878, and execution issued but 
returned unsatisfied. Since that time, it is 
claimed, the Newmans, against whom the 

udgment was recovered, have put out of their 
ands a very large amount of property, some of 
it by sale but with ut consideration, and other 
parts by fictitious mortgages or trust- 
deeds. Among others, they conveyed 
to Charlies I. Routt, brother of Mra 
Newman, for the sum of $1,000, a large 
number of lots in Englewood and Jefferson, 
which were really worth $75,000. About the ist 
of October. 1876, Benjamin Newman purchased 
the furniture, fixtures, etc., of the Barnes 
House, which were worth about 85.000. and then, 
for the purpose of hindering and defrauding his 
creditors, immediately assigned the bill of sale 
over to his wife. She then gave a chattgl mort- 
gage on the property to Henry J. Johnson to se- 
cure the payment of $3,500, and another to 
George F. Newman to secure 2, 100. and then 
sold the property to Harvey Newman, her son, 
for the nominal consideration of $300. Al) 
these conveyances, the complainant alleges. were 
frandulent and without consideration, and were 
made with the sole purpose of defrauding their 
creditors. Since the mortgaging and sale 
of the Barnes House property the 
Newmans have been in full possession 
of the hotel and reaping large profits. 
Various other like charges are made, and it is 
asked the defendants may be compelled to 
make a discovery of their acts and conveyances, 
and that the same may beset aside so as to 
give complaivanta lien on their property for 
une amount of his claim.

Jury in its regular order, and the struggle to 


bush everything up. which had been so great 
betore, — — . — Witnesses could not be 
gotten, and there was evidentiy a purpose ou 
the part of the accused to spare no pains to 
prevent an indictment. Everything was done 
that could be, and every influence was uppeaied 
to, but in vain. Amoug those who took a deep 
interest in hushing the matter up Was De- 
tective Simmons. He stood around the jurv- 
room, laboted witn the friends of the coi- 
plainaut, and, in the absence of the prose- 
cuting» witness the interest he took in 
the ease was  »suspicious. He did not 
hesitate to intercede with the jurors themselves, 
and somehow enlisted the support of certain 
Aldermen, but it was to vo purpose, for the 
proot was too strong to be overiooked. The 
accused were indicted, however, after a desper- 
ate struggle, and the indictment charged them 
with having robbed Lillie Dean of 75, which she 
claims to have had in ber reticule when she met 
the trio. 

But this not all of the story, for, several davs 
ago it inysteriously leaked Out that pot only were 
these young meu inaicted, but that the same 
jury returned an indictment against Dennis Sim. 
mons, charging him with the subornation of 
witnesses in the same care,—in other words, 
ebarging him with spiritiug Lillie Dean away 
so that she might not appear to prose- 
cute Depenser et. al. An examina- 
tion ot the records the office of 
the Clerk of the Criminal! Court 
shows this, and furthermore that tlie indictment 
bas been kept very still.—so still that the cus- 
tom of issuing a capias for the arrest of the in- 
dicted has been entirely overlooked, and no one 
would have known anything about it but ior a 
conversation overheard touching the subject, or 
Simmons bimsclf if he bad not anticipated 
something of the kind. The cause of this se- 
crecy, and the virtual nullification of the Grand 
Jury’s work, is vot known, but that an excep- 
tion has been made in the case is apparent, and 
the reporter yesterday could get no light upon 
the dark subject. 

As far as can be learned, Simmons was indicted 
upon the testimony of Nettie Sampson, with 
whom Lillie Dean was boarding at the time of 
ihe robbery; Frankie Lamoe, ber housekeeper; 
Blanche Palmer, a boarder, d Harry 
Robinson. The former testilled to ha- 
img seen Simmons visit Lillie Dean 
several times after the robbery at her 
house, and to have overbeard him offer her $75 
to leave the city, etc., and that finally he came 
around and belped ber pack her trunk, and took 
ber away from the house in a carriage. Another 
witpess testilled that Lille bad to d ber of the 
olfer Simmous had made Ir, aud advised with 
her about uccepting it, a«i another to having 
overheard several conyersations ou the subject. 
Robinson testitied to Summons’ advising with 
bim ou the subject directly, and, ou the whole, 
if Lhe reporter was correcily informed, Simmuvons’ 
zeal im tue cause of Depenser and others bas got 
bim into considerable trouble, for, pow iat it 
is known that he tas been indicted,—that it is 
printed,—be cannot mucu longer escape being 
treated as others were who were indicted at tue 
same time. He will, no doubt, surrender bim- 
seil aud give bail in a day or two, and, if be does 
not, will be arrested.

Representatives of the different contractors 
bidding for oil and gasoline were in attendance 
with their samples, and two or three oil and 
vapor lamps were on exhibition. 

A communication was read from the Cass 
Lamp Com any, withdrawing their proposal to 
light the city with superior kerosene oil at the 
rate of $14.25 per lamp. ‘The letter said in ex- 
blauation that the illegal position taken on the 
gas question by the Council on Monday had 
convinced the Company that a square deal with 
the city for street-lighting was out of the ques- 
tion. 

‘The Chairman then proceeded to read the 
proposals sent inin response to the city’s adver- 
tisemeut calling lor bids. Ihe following are the 
bids made: 

J. UH. sueopard, for gasoline vapor, $18; Shep- 
pard vapor gas for lamps in the suburbs, $22;

JUSTICE JURIES, 
WHO 18 RESPONSIBLE! 

A reporter vesterday buttonueied a Justice 
of the Peace, and propounded to bim the fol- 
lowing question: Who is respousible for the 
packing of Justice Court jurtes—the Court or 
the law?” The Justice replied emphatically: 
“ The Court, in ail cases. 

“Why?!” asked the reporter. 

Because the Court is not bound to give the 
venire, when a jury is called, into the hands of 
the party who called for it. Such, I know, has 
been the practice, but it is not based 
uvon the law. Of course, if the venire 
were viaced in the hands of the defendant, for 
instance, the defendent could place it in the 
hands of any Constabie he chose to select, and 
could direct that officer as to whom he should 
summon. But, if the Court took the venire as 
bis own instrument and gave it to a Constable 


whom be knew to be honest,—and there are 
some honest Constables,—vo packed juries 
could be palmed off upon the Court and the 
people.” 

“Upon what ground do you say that the 
Court has the right to give the venire to whom- 
soever he saw fit?’ 

Udon what ground? Why, upon the ground 
that when à Dariy to a suit calls for a venire the 
Court is required to issue a venire and piace it 


in the hands of an officer—not in the hands of 
the tiff or the defendant. There 1 
ing ln the Statutes—turn to Secs. 44 and — 
Caap. 79, Revised Statutes of 1874—to lage 
the Justice from giving it to any officer of 
Court.“ 

“ Would not such an administration of the 
law be or soon become odious to many liti- 
gapts?”’ 0 

„Ot course it would. It breaks up business. 
There is no question about that. I have expe 
rienced that in iny own Court, where I have sev- 
eral times refused to place the writs iu the 
bands of the Constables who were brought 
there to serve them in the interest of the party 
who called for the jury. One notorious jurtv- 
packing officer was brought there one day and 
he went away very mad, and his side 
was very mad when I took the 
responsibility af seeing the writ proper!) served, 
though I oy te send out to find an officer to do 
the work, all mr officers being away. All that 
is wanted on the part of the Justice th a little 
backbone,—a little independence. The law is 
clear and effective. It’s a short step to the 
correction of the flagrant abuse. ‘Ihe only 
trouble would be experienced in tindigg enough 
honest Constabies to supply every court in the 
county.”

Requests for prayer were read from Brother 
Fletcher at Belleville; from a man impressed 
with the truth of his need of Christ; from a 
brother to be delivered from trouble and serve 
Christ faith*ully; for seven men saved in a tem- 
perance meetiug; for tweaty-three business men, 
presented by friends; from Waucouda, Peotone, 
and Metleory, III., Spring Valley, Minn.,and Volga 
City, la.; for pastors of Chicago, and for the 
revival meeting to-night. Prayerin answer to 
the requests was offered by Mr. Pentecost, who 
alterward announced that the meeting to-day 
would be the last ne would conduct u Farwell 
Hall, and he would then give his reasous tor 
continuing his work in avother part of the city.

iver.”’ 

Mr. Pentecost then read two verses from Ex- 
odus, iv., 3-4, as follows: Aud he said, Cast it 
ou the ground, And he cast it ou the ground, 
and it became a serpent: and Moses fled from 
before it. 

And the Lord said unto Moses, Put forth 
thy hand and take it by the tail. And he put 
forth his band and caught it, and it became a 
rod in bis band.” Ihe preacher said that the 
wonders that that rod wouid work would show 
the people of Israel how the Lord wonid deliver 
them from the oopressions of Pharaoh. All, he 
said, bad a rod; it was the common implement 
of our avocations. Every mao sbould take bis 
own occupation and get it down to God; in 
other words, they shou'd consecrate themselves 
to God. The great need of tiie Church to-day was 
to get the rod down to God.

belled to accept, bad resolved, at bis advice, to 
consecrate herseit and her work to God, and 
had finally won every member of that lamply to 
God by her beautiful life in the kitchen. God 
wanted somebody in Chicago who would meas- 
ure tuirty-six inches to the yard, sixtten ounces 
to the pound, and who were not afraid to show 
iheir goods in the front parc of the 
store, where the light was good, instead of 
in the rear, where K was dark. For one he 
wanted his rod down before God. Whether 
they were lawyers, doctors, minister$, mechao- 
ics, Or servauts, it mattered not,—they should 
get their rods Gown to God. In that consecra- 
tion they should go forth and bear the testimo- 
ny on their lips, and back it up by beautuul con- 
secration of lie. 

Prayer was offered by the Rev. William Cra- 
ven, and, alter the singing of another uymn by 
Mr. Stebbius, the congregation was dismised 
by Mr. Pentecost with the Benediction.

TOWN CONSOLIDATION. 


The Proposed Scheme for Doing Away with 
Towpship Organizations, 

The proposed Consojidation of the three county 
towns comprised within the limits of Chicago 
was discussed yesterday afternoon in the room 
of the Citizens’ Association, in the Merchants’ 
Building, corner of Wasbington apd LaSalle 
streets. That organization was represented by 
George E. Adam, Thaddeus Dean, and J. C. 
Ambier, the County by Commissioners Wood 
and Fitzgerald and County Attorney Willet, 
and the City Council by Ald. Tuley, Chairman 
of the Judiciary Committee. Elliott Anthony 
Esd., was also present. . 

Commissioner Wood was called to the chair, 
and the matter was talked over in an informal 
way. 

Mr. Adams, after stating bis understanding of 
the object of the meeting,—the consolidation of 
the towns, —sa@id that the only obstacles in the 
way were the Park Boards; and the effect of the 
consolidation would be to reduce certain offices, 
which would be well enough if they could save 
a few thousands of dollars. 

Ald. Tuiey said he understood that the con- 
solidation would not affect the South Parks. 

Mr. Willett argued that the increasing or di- 
minismiug of a town would not necessarily in- 
crease or diminish its powers. 

Mr. Tuley could not see it in that light, and 
Mr. Autbouy inivrmed tim that he was laboring 
under a wrong impression; Lic question was as 
tO ue eXpediencv, of the consolidation. The 
South Park taxes, Mr. Anthony continued, 
could not be interfered with. The West Park 
approvrialiuD Was made by a vote of the citi- 
zeus of ‘iat Division at the town meeting, and 
the Lincoln Park Couunissioners were a Board 
for Lake View and Nortu Chicago. Put the 
Whole thing in one town and it would still be 
the City of Chicago. Expenses would be re- 
duced greatly by consolidating the towns. 
ihe Legisiature was ip session, and any 
necessary law bearing onthe matter could be 
preseoted, aud passed with proper effort. He 
thought the Park boards, especially that in the 
North Divisws, ought to be restrained. The 
latter Board got together and said they wanted 
$06,000 tu carry out their plans. 86,000 for 
Lake \ leW and $60,000 for the North Town,— 
and did not stop for a moment to regard

it was simply what they wanted. He desired to 
see one town in thiscity. The Supreme Court 
bad suid that the Soutb Park Commissioners 
were the corporate aut norities of the various 
towns they represent.” To carry out con- 
solidation was merely changing and piit- 
ting the three towns into one. The Town 
of North Chicago was a most striking example 
of how the Boards run things. They (the peo- 
pie) ought to have the whole city under one 
town and under one county. 

Mr. Tulev asked Mr. Antbonyif he would 
have a town meeting in the event of consolida- 
tion. 

Mr. Anthony said the first thing to consider was, 
Was it expedient to have one town in Chicago! 
All the taxes should be levied for the improve- 


ment of the city. He never yet suw anything 
in the shape of reform that did not require 


jon. 

Mr. Adams asked if they would have to make 
or keep an account current for the towns. 

Mr. Anthony asserted that Lake View was 
contributing for the maintenance of Lincoln 
Park, the joint authorities of that town sud the 
North Towa having levied a tax of $66,000 for 
the maintenance und improvement of Lincola 
Park. He had protested about the matter, 
but all they cured for was for their own im- 
provements, and they did not stop to consider 
the tax that the State, county, anc citv levied. 
The Park Boards should have no more to say 
— * and — give the people a resting 
spell from such taxes. 

Var. Adams said hat if the town organization 
could be simplisied ft should be done, but be 
did not see thatany of the Boards had power 
to levy a tax but the South Park Board. 

Mr. Anthony replied that the Park Board on 
the North Side had instigated the tax levy. 
They said they did not want any reform there 
because it affected them. He would undertake 
to say that the North Town could have gotten 
along "on $25,000, whereas they bad levied a 
tax for 000. 

Mr. Tuley said that what ought to be done 
was the abolition of township organization. 
Let the County Board submit the matter to the 
people, and let the Park Boards take care of 
themselves. 

Mr. Adams did not think that would do. 

Mr. Anthony said there was a resolution pend- 
ing in the City Council, or was in the hands of 
the Judiciary Committee, for some action look- 
ing toward consolidation, and while the Legis- 
lature was in session he could see no objection 
to taking some steps in the matter. 

MR. ADAMS DOUBTED 


if a law could be properly drawn up and passed 
that would cover the matter. 

Mr. Anthony believed that if they attempted 
the sage ota law every Park Board would 
— à representative to Spriogfield and keep 
him there all winter at the people's expense to 
protect their (che Board’s) interest. 

Commissioner Fitzgerald asked what would 
follow after the resolution of the County Board 
ordering an election for the purpose of letting 
the people vote on the question of the abolition 
of township organization. Could it not be re- 
scinded? 

Mr. Adams wanted to know what benefit 
would be derived from the abolition of the town 
organizations. 

Mr. Tuley said that the taxes would be équal- 
ized and the expenses lesseued. 

Mr. Anthony remarked, in support of the con- 
solidation pian, that there would be one Board 
instead of three, and that was ali there was 
about it. 

Mr. Adams asked how the gentleman was 
going to levv taxes for park purposes 

Mr. Anthony answered by saviug that a law 
could be iramed so as to have the tax levied on 
the territory to be benefited. ' 

Mr. Adams doubted if such a law could be 
drawn up and passed. 

Mr. Anthony said it could, and referred to the 
village organization of Hyde Park. 

Mr. Willett did not think such a law would 
be constitaitiona!—taxing West Town for West 
parks, North Town for North Side parks, etc. 

Mr. Anthony thought they would be able in 
half a day to draw up a general law that would 
answer the whole business. 

Mr. Tuley asked Mr. Anthony if he had any 
doubt but that the Park Boards would take care 
of their own interests. His blau was to make 
it necessary for the Park Boards to get the 
bill passed. 

Mr. Anthony remarked that if the county 
would uvite with the city to consulidate the 
towns, the Park Boards would send representa- 
tives to Springtie!ld at once. 

Mr. Tuley said. What do we need of 
township organization?’ 

After some further talk over the matter, the 


enecting was adjourned until next Wednesday 


afternoon at 2 o’clock, when some action may 
be taken.

He said that a few days 
after Mr. Hesing was released from imprison- 
ment, be met him in the basement of the Staats- 

Zeitung Building, and was talking about the 
trial. Inthe course of the conversation, Mr. 
Hesing said Judge Blodgett was a villain and a 
scoundrel, and he would follow him and report 
him. 

Cross-examination was waived. 

Mr. Augustus M. Herrington, examined by 
Mr. Goudy, said he was personally acquainted 
with Mr. Hesing, and had heard him make 
threats against Judge Blodgett. ‘The first occa- 


sion that he remembered was a few weeks after 


Hesing’s conviction. He had business at the 
jail, and went mto the room where the con- 
yicted parties all were, and had a con- 
versation with Mr. Hesing. In the latter 
part of the conversation, in referring 
to Judge Bloegett, Mr. Hesing said, speaking 
of the scene in the Court-room at the time of 
his sentence, that if he haa had a pistol he 
would have shot the G—— d—— erippled 2 
— “ lu December last, as witness was com- 
ing out of the Federal Court room down oa to 
the street, he met Mr. Hesing, who was very 
much excited, and was talking very loud. Wit- 
ness did not know at the time who Hesing was 
talking to, nor did he now, uniess he was talk- 
ing specially at witness before he saw him. 

They were going in opposite directions, so that 
they would meet. They met in the hall at the 
north end of the building in which the eourt- 
room is. Hesing was, shaking bis fists, beating 

the air, and speaking in avery wild, loud tone 
of voice, declaiining that he had telegraphed to 
Washington to have the G—— 
impeached, pointing up above in the direction 
of the court-room; and now,“ he said, 1 
am going to get even with nim.” This was 
during ine time the question was being agi- 
tated as to whether there would be proceedings 
in Coperess. or not. Hesing’s manner was ex- 
travagant, wild, and vindictive. 

On cross-examination by Gen. Stiles, Mr. 
Herringion said his practice as a lawyer was 
rather special at the present time—he represent- 
ed the Chicago & Northwestern Railroad Com-

THE HESING INTERVIEW. 
Judge Blodgett was then called and sworn. 
Mr. Knott—J udge Blodgett offers himself at 

his Own instance, jt is understood, under the 
law? % - 

Mr. Goudy—Yetbir. 

The Judge testified as follows, in answer to 
questions by.Mr. Gondy: 

State to the Committee what interviews 
you had with A. C. Hesing in regard te the 
sale of his notes) and stock of the Jlinois 
Staats-Ze tung Company securiug those notes 
belonging to the Absignee of the Germania lu— 
surance Company.” 

„A day or two prior to the Nu of April, 
1874,—and I fix thé 7th of April from the file 
marks upon fhe papers,. — Mr. Hesing 
and Mr. Vocke came into my chamber. 
I cannot fix now by any circumstance the time 
of day, nor do I kpow or remember which one 
of them commented the conversation; but 1 
soon became informed of the fact that Mr. 
* ocke, as Assignee of the Germania Insurance 
Company, had thé votes of Mr. Hesing for 
$10,000 and $5,000) each, secured by a certilicate 
Of the stock of the Slaais- Zeitung Company ior 
$17,000; and also that those notes were g.ven 
to secure the payment of Mr. Hesing’s liabisity 
as a stockholder in that Company, — that 
is, thev were what are called 
stock notes ; that Mr. Vocke had 
a stipulation, or by some means had a right,— 
whether it was by’ a stipulation or whether he 
had a power of attorney upon the totes, but in 
some manner he had the right, —to enter a judg- 
ment against Mr. Hesing, and Was threatemug 
todo so. Mr. Hesing claimed) that he was to- 
tally insolvent, tllat Mr. Vox fe knew it, that 
the entry of a judgment would do him (Vocke) 
no good, but might embarrabs Mr. Hesiug iu 
some struggles or efforts which he 
Was making tp extricate himself from 
his financial embarrassments. Mr. Hesing 
went into quite a lengthy statement of 
his financial condition. He enlarged aiso upon 
his personal claims upon Mr. Vocke, that pe 
had always been! Mr. Vocke’s friend: that he 
had aided him when he was a young wan strug- 
glipg for his position in society here. He also 
alluded to his own efforts as a public man in 
the city,—bis claims to recognition. Atter he 
had finished a somewhat historical statement in 
reference to bis tinancial embarrassment,—how 
he had been redu¢ed from affluence to poverty, 
—1 turned to Mr. Vocke and said to 
him, ‘Mr. Vocké, are you satistied ot the 
fact of Mr. Hesing’s insolvency?’ He re- 
plied, in substance, that he was not. I 
will say here that this was the first time I bad 
ever learned the fact that Mr. Vocke held these 
claims against Mr. Hesing. The matter had 
never been disclosed to me in any form before. 
I said te Mr. Vocke in reply to his answer te my 
question, that ig a very important point. It 
Mr. Hesing is in fact insolvent, then 1 don’t see 
what you would gain by entering up judement 
against him. You might compiicate the estate. 
In a suit ſor a preference you might embarrass 
the Court, becanse it might apvear that the 
judgment that you would obtain would be a 
preference. As jt scems that vou have the right 
by Mr. Hesing’s own consent to enter a judg- 
ment, it might be construed to be a preference 
under the Bankrupt law. If the fact of iusolr- 
ency exists, and vou know it, or had been in- 
formed of it, you might piace the Court in a 
very einbarrassipg position, if I shouid heredf- 
ter be called upon to sct aside the preference, 
which you wound say the Court permitted 

you to make against Hesing.’ Ihe conversa- 
tion then recurred to what was 
to be done imcase Vocke did not enter judg- 
ment. I stated to them thai I supposed ati Mr. 
Vocke could do if he didu't euter judgment 
would be to mage the most he could out of the 
notes and collateral. A similar question was 
then raised, I presume, in rejly to my question 
as to the vaige of the collaterals. Hesing 
insisted that he/was hopelessiy insolvent. ‘he 
question naturally recurred as to what the se- 
curity was worth. And I asked Mr. Vocke 
or Heswwg, I don’t know which, what 
this Siaats-Zeitung stock was worth, 
and my reeollection would be that 
Vocke replied be thought it ought to be worth 
Hesing broke iu upon aum at that time, 
and says, ‘it is worth just what it is worth to a 
party to control the management of ihe paper; 
to an insider it wouid have some value: to an 
outsider very little value, perhaps. Unfortun- 
ately, I supposd, we people on the inside are in 
very poor condition to buy this stock at present. 
I am insolvent. My son is embarrassed. 
Mr. Raster 16 a man who doesn’t seck 
to make mpney; he simplv has a 
little stock that he bought from time 
to time, and therefore I don’t think that vou 
can expect that any of the parties ip the corpo- 
ration will be apt to buy the stuck.’ Some fur- 
ther question igen arose as to the method of 
selling the sequrity. Hesing expressed great 
auxiety, as did Mr. Vocke, that the most should 
be obtained tor/the paper that it was possible to 
obtain. Hesing, at some stage in the interview, 
—I think at an karly stage,—had pleaded with 
Mr. Voeke to give him time; said if he could 
have time on thjs and upon his other habilitics,— 
as he had expedted aud did then expect to get 
ov bis other lipbilities.—he thought he could 
get himself out of his financial embarassments. 
ine answer malle to that was that Mr. Vocke 
had called a final mecting for a dividend; that 
all the funds which he expected to realize from 
ihe assets oi Lue estate had been already ob- 
tained with the exception of this; that 
he had some stale assets—some un- 
collectable assets, which he would have to 
dispose of; that that would be a mere 
matter of | form—he didn’t expect 
to get any money. Aud the question arose as 
to the best ulanner of disposing of this in 
order to make ft bring the most money. I had 
been in the haljit of ordering the sale of securi- 
ties of this chgracter by soliciting bids trom 
persens who were in the habit o deal’ng in 
that class of Securities. It was a practice 
which had proved much more satisfactory than 
to oller commdrcial Büper or that class ol se- 
curities for sale at public auction. 1 do not 
call. it a Private sale, but pubiic so 
far as the persbus were concerned who deait 
in that class of/securitics. I think I stated the 
practice in that regard, and Mr. Hesing, I recol- 
lect, said that Would be the best way; that he 
had known notes that were slaughtered at half 
or a quarter of their value by saies at auction, 
and that Mr. Vocke would do a great deal better 
to try and wegotiate this asset among parties 
who were in tiſe habit of dealing in that class of 
securities. [Witness then tried to find a section 
of a law, but Gould not.] The substance of the 
law is that, where an asset consists of a 
note or other money demand which cannot be 
collected and received by the Assignee without 
an unreasonable or considerable delay and ex- 
pense, the Assignee may sell or dispose of such 
property in sueu manuer as the Court shail or- 
der. Under the powers delegated to the Court 
by this section, the practice, as I said, had grown 
up of oifering securities which were dcemed to 
have any valu¢ by soliciting bids among parties 
who were supposed to be desirous of purchasing 
such ' securitjes. And 1 think after the 
conversation, | which was quite full, the 
conclusion seerned to be arrived at that Vocke 
should first satisfy himself whether Hesing was 
iu fact insolvent or not. This, I stated to him 
again; was an important fact th be devermined, 
and, when he bad satisfied himself upon that, 
to return and take such order iu tbe premises as 
should seem proper. Now, according to m; 
recolleetion, Within a very short time after this 
interview! will say in reference to this iuter- 
view, boweyer, lurther, that, during the 
time the conversation was going, on,

Several of them were from 
bankers of Digh standiov for financial judgment 
and iplegrity, such as Capt. Schneider, of the 
National Bank of Mlinois; Mr. Gage, of the 
First National Bank; Mr. Coolbaugh, of the 
Union National Bank; aud Baird & Bradiey. 


-Greenebaum I knew very we!llasa man engaged 


very extensively in the brokerage business. 1 
supposed at the time, and do now, that Mr. 
Greenebaum bought and sold,—that is, the firm 
oi Henry Greenebaum & Co., or Greenebaum 
Bros. & Co., I have forgotten the precise name 
of the tirm, er ot these two firms, but one was 
in Chicago and one in New York,—but 
1 supposed, I had knowledge, that they 
bought and sold a very large amount of con- 
wercial paper. After examining Mr. Vocke’s 


report and these letters I minuted upon tie re- 


port ao order or rule that all persons interested 
should show eause by the next Monday worn- 
ing. Irecoilect only this reason for tnat: Mr. 
Vocke informed me, either at the urst interview 
or on this eccasion—or some one ol the preced- 
ing interviews or this occasion—that he had 
called a creditors’ mecting for a day or two 
alter the 20tb, and that he was very anxious to 
get in all the assets and make a final distribu- 
tion. 1 presume that to be the reason way 
I tixed upon Monday, the 20th, as the time wnen 
the rule should be returuabie to show cause why 
the Greenebaum offer should not be accepted. 
Kither that evening, or within a day or two, 
having the matter in mind, and having a fel 
ing of disappointment that this asset had not 
secured what I considered were adequate offers, 
I had itin my mind to ask Mr. Charles B. Far- 
well, who, I believed, or had reason to suppose, 
was tolerably familiar with Mr. Hesing’s affairs. 
sometaing in regard to this offer. He travels 
upon the same train that 1 do to his suburban 
home, he living at Lake Forest and I at Wauke- 
ga, and 1 looked for bim upon the traum.

Ze tung stock, and is offered 85.000 for it. What 
do vou think of bis accepting it“ I understand 
that you are somewhat conversant with Mr. 
Hesing’s affairs and Slaats-Zetung affairs.’ 
Mr. Coolbauga turned around deliberately in 
his chair so as to fave me and said, I

that is the same thing which was offered me by 


a circular the other day.’ I responded that 
I saw his name among the persons who had an- 
swered such acircular. Said he, Lou must be 
aware that that is a Very peculiar piece ol paver.

as any other time. Then,’ said he, ‘as far as 
the security is copcerned, this Staats-Zciiui g 
Company at the time of the great fire was ail 
burnedup. It bad nothing left but its good- will 
that | know of. ‘They have since that time built 
an extensive building which is heavily mort 
gaged, they have bought expensive material 
for their printing and publishing department, 
for which they must be carrying a large floating 
debt. Ihen,“ said he, it is a close corpora- 
tion. It isin the pewer of the inside parties to 
freeze out anyoutsiders whom they don’t wish 
to favor. They can fix salaries so as to absorb 
all their earnings. ler can make heavy ex 
penditures for enlargements voi their business 
50 as to use Up their earnings, or they can tnake 
auy pretext which is in the interest of the inside 
party as against the outside party. Further than 
that,’ said be, ‘Mr. hesing has been somewhat 
eccentric lately in pulitics, and if be snould, 
as it sometimes sceins probable that he mar. go 
into the Dewocrati¢ organization, the Republiec- 
an readers of the Staa/s-Ze tung will withdraw 
largely; should he take his paper into the Dem- 
ocraiic organization the Republican readers will 
withdraw, nd it is doubctiul- whether he can get 
a corresponding Democratic support. Now,’ 
said he, ‘in view of all these things, this not 
being commercial paper in the sense that we 
baukers and brokers use it, if J was in ihe place 
of your Assignee | should think I took as much 
responsibility in refusing the offer of 85,000 as 1 
should in accepting it.’ 1 thanked him, and ] 
don’t remember now that anything further was 
said. Then I vrogeeded to my room, and on 
Monday morning, when the rule was returnable, 
Mr. Vocke came into my chambers during the 
inorning hour, and'stated that no objection bad 
been filed to the vonfirmat ion of the sale to 
Greenebaum, and handed me, I think, an order 
contirming the sale to Greenebaum. I put him 
off at the time, and stated that 1 would think 
further of it, and act during the day. At noon

THE HIBBARD CAS. 

“Touching another subject, | will ask you 
whether, while the Grand Jury, impaneled last 
October in the District Court, presided ever by 
you, were in session, you did or said anvthing 
to prevent an investigation ot the Register’s 
Ollice¢’’ 

“I did nothing withaview to prevent, or 
Which was intended in auy Way to suppress or 
prevent, the fullest investigation into the af- 
fairs of any Register’s office.”’ 

Had you any objection to a full investiga- 
tion being made by the Grand Jury?” 

None whatever; bu’, on the contrary, was 
desirous a full investigation should be made.” 

“When did you ‘first Jearn that there was any 
Proposition on the part of the jury to indict 
Mr. Hibbard for perjury?" 

„had known of it the day that the Grand 
Jury adjourned, whieh, I think, was Friday, the 
22d day of November.“ 

From whom did you learn it then!“ 

learned it from the District-Attorney. I 
Was at that time holding Circuit Court for the 
trial of jury cases. I had a jury trial on during 
the forenoon of the day, and had been informed, 
perhaps the day before, that the Grand Jury 
would be ready to adjourn that day. When the 
hoon recess was taken. | came from the court- 
room into the hall to pass into my chamber, and 
met the District-Attornev in the hall. He 
asked me il he could see mea moment, and 1 
iuvied him into my chamber. After he 
had passed in he said to me, ‘The 
Grand Jury have voted an indictment 
lor perjury against Mr. Hibbard, and I have 
great doubts whe'her it will lie against him. I 
thought I would come and submit the question 
to vou.’ ILsaid, What is the point, Judge?’ 
und he opened the Statute,—I think the Statutes 
at Large for the session of 1874, and turned to 
the act amendatory of the Bankrupt law, ap- 
proved June 22, 1874, and called my attea- 
tion to the nineteenth section. He had 
in his band a paper which purported to be a 
certified copy of a report made by Mr. Hibbard 
as Register under the nineteenth section of this 
amendatory act. He stated that perjurv was 
charged to have been committed in not includ- 
ing in that report of fees which he had received 
during the year mentioned in that report 
irom cases which had been referred 
to him in previous years,—during the years de- 
fore the one which that report purported to 
represent. As soon as he bad stated the point 
distinctly in that form. J said to him, ‘Why, 
Judge Bangs, that report was made under a 
construction which I gave to the law for the 
benefit of the Registers, before these reports 
were made, I presume.’ He then said, Well, 
1 thought there was room for doubt at least as 
to whether Hibbard wasn’t right in his con- 
struction of the law.’ I called his attentign to 
some of the reasons which had led meto con- 
strue the law as had, stated to him 
the fact that I recollected distinctly 
having made this coustruction to 
Mr. Hibbard, and then said to him, But, Judge 
Baugs, whe.uer | was rigut or wrong io my cou- 
struction of the law, Mr. Hibbard ought not to 
be indicted for perjurv. II | was right, certain- 
ly no perjury Was committed anyhow; if I was 
wrong, then the corrupt intent is all taken from 
the act becuuse be acted under the instructions 
of his super.or olflicer, who had the right to con- 
strue the law for him.’ Heremarked that he 
was auite inc/ined to concur with me in the con- 
struction of the law, and I saidto him, Toa 
tell the Grand Jury that this was done under 
iny direction or construction, and say te them 
hat ſif they waut any further information upon 
the law of the matter, to come into Court this 
afternoon, and | will give it to them.’ He re- 
tired from my, room, and shortly afterwards 
Judge Drummond came in, and we went to 
lunch together in the adjoining room. where our 
lunch is spread at noon. During the meal I 
mentioned to Judge Drummond that the Grand 
Jury had voted an indictment for perjur 
against Mr. Hibbard, and that I bad instructe 
the District-Attorney to bring them into Court 
for an instruction if they did not agree with the 
District-Attorney upon the law of the case; and 
said to Judge Drummond, Won't you, after 
lunch, come into my room and let me explain 
the point to you ?? We walked inte my room to- 
gether; the Statute lav open where the 
Vistrict-Attorney had left it, and 
1 called his attention to the  differ- 
ent clauses in this nineteenth section, and said 
to Judge Drummond that upon consideration of 
these clauses, in connection with the form of 
report which the Supreme Court4had prescribed 
to be used by the Mewister under that section, 
thought there could be no doubt but what the 
law only required. the Register to report the 
fees which he had received during the year from 
tue cases referred to him duriog the year. 
Judge Drummond, after examining the various 
clauses some time, said to me, “ Well, Judge, 
there is great force in What vou say,’ or words 
to that effect; and I think we separated, per- 
hans,at that time. I returned to the court- room 
und resumed my seat upon the Beach, and the 
trial of the case on hand during the ferenvon.”’ 

»I willask you to state whether, at that in- 
terview, or not Judge Drummond expressed to 
you any opinion about the right to find au in- 
dictment?”’ 

‘Yes, sir. After we had discussed the law, 
and after Judge Drammoud had made the re- 
mark that there was great force iu my construc- 
tion, he said, But whether you are right or 
wrong, it would be a great wrong to Llibbard to 
iudict him for perjury when he was acting under 
vour construction of the Jaw.’ 1 think his 
language was quite emaphatic upon the subject. 
‘len, as I have said, 1 resumed my duties upon 
the Bench for the aiternoon, and at the usual 
hour adjourned. ‘The Grand Jury did not come 
cown for instructions during the after- 
noon, as 1 expected they would; and 
when I came out of the court- 
room, Judge Drummond had been so emphatic 
in his concurrence with me as to the improprie- 
ivof finding an indictment against IHlibbard un- 
der the circumstances Which 1 had detailed, that 
[felt that there was some responsibility upon 
me in the premises. I accordingly spoke to che 
Bailiff of the Court, Who was passing out, per- 
habs, with me, and said, Won't you step into 
Judgs Bangs’ room — Which was on the 
floor below me—‘and say to him 
that 1 want to see him?’ 1 then walked 
into my chamber, and left the door 
oben. A few moments afterwards Judge Baugs 
came in, and I said to him, Ihe Grand Jury 
did not come down during the _ after- 
noon, and 1 suppose, therefore, that 
perjury matter is at an end?’ lie 
Desitated a moment, and said, * Well. no.“ 
Said i, Did you tell the Grand Jury what I 
said to you upon the subject!’ Said he, No, 
[have not vet.“ 1 turned to bim and said, 
‘Judge Bangs, I think you ought to tell them, 
and you ougut tosay to nem that the matter 
was brought to my kuowiledge, or, rather, that 
the construction of this law was brought to my 
attention before these reports were made, aud 
that Mr. Hibbard acted uuder my direction; and 
say tothe Grand Jury from ime that if they 
bave any doubts about the subject I will be 
very happy to have them come in and be in- 
formed from the Bench as to the whole mat- 
ter.’ J further said, in that very same conuec- 
tion. Since vou were in here at noon 
1 bare talked with Judge Drummond 
about it, and he agrees with me thatz it would 
be a great wrong to find an indictment for per- 
jury under the circumstauces,’ Said J, Au 
indictment for taking illegal fees, of course, is 
a trifling matter: but an indictment for perjur 
is a serious matter, and ought not to be foun 
unless there is good reren, when ali the facts 


are understood and laid before the jury, and all 
the information in the possession of the prose- 
cuting officer will justify it.’ Judge Bangs 
then said tome. This Grand Jury have got 
considerabie feeling on the subject; and sup- 
pose they should persist in finding an indict- 
ment after they come into court!’ Woll.“ 
said J, ‘Judge Bangs, it will be time enough to 
settle that question when we get it; but 
my imprefsion wounll be that if they 
should persist in finding an indictment after 
the Court had told them that they ought not to 
under the law, it might ne the duty of the Dis- 
trict-Attorney to withhold it. 1, however, will 
settle that when the question arises.’ I think 
that was all that I said, so far as I recollect.” 

Did the Grand Jury come into court!“ 

“ They did not.” 

Did any of the Grand Jury seek an inter- 
view with you!“ 

took my seat at my desk, and commenced 
writing a letter. I had told Judge Bangs, | 
think, in the morning, that I would remain 
over night in the city, in order that the Grand 
Jury might be discharged timt night. He bad 
told me that he could not get the indictments 
realy until some time in the evening.” 

“Was that vour suggestion, or his request 
from ihe jury?’ 

“I think he informed me that the jury were 
ready,—were through,—and that he was delay- 
ing them, or (that the indictments were not 
ready, aml would not be ready until some time 
in the evening. I resumed my seat at the desk, 
or took my seat at my desk, and commenced 
writing a letter. I should sav that I had been 
empioved half. or three-quarters of an hour in 
that way. when Mr. Keith, one of the Grand 
Jurors, came into my chamber and stated that 
the Grand Jury were practically through with 
their business, except to return their indict- 
ments into court, that he had an important 
business appoiutment for that evening, and that 
be understood the indictments would not be 
ready till 7 or 8 o’clock; and asked if he must 
come back to the evening session. I asked him 
how many jurors there would be without 
him, and be answered that they would all be 
there but himself, which I think would make 
twenty-one. There was one Grand Juror who 
bad beep discharged a few days before on ac- 
count of —2 in the family. and, Mr. Keith 
being away, would leave twenty-one. He 
auswerced, I believe, they were all there but the 
man who had been discharged. I asked him 
if their voting was all through, and he said it 
was; if they had any witnesses to examine, and 
he said they had none,—all they had to do was 
to wait on the District-Attorney. After that 
he said: ‘I think we should have got through 
soouer if we had known what your view of 
the law was on this Hibbard business before.’ 
I then turned to him and said: Well, Mr. 
Keith, it was very easy fur you to have found 
out at an earlier day if vou had wished,’ and 
said 1: *I will explain to you now, as | sup- 
» you are somewhat curious to knew about 
t, perbaps, more fully than what the Dis 
trict-Attorney may have explained to you, the 
view I took of the law.’ I opened the 
Statute and explained the different clauses of 
the law which bad Jed me to the conclusion that 
the Register was not obliged to report. in his 
ancual report for any vear, the fees received in 
certain cases referred to him ip previous vears. 
He thanked me, and said that the jury, he 
thought, were satisfied, although some of them 
had some feeling. I went to supper at the ho- 
tel, am! returned to my chambers somewhere 
about 7 o’clock, and some time along between 7 
aud 9 o’clock Dr. Hamlin came into my room 
and asked me, or said, I would like to know 
somewhat more fully vour views about this 
question we had up in Hibbard's case.’ I took 
the statute again, and explained the matter to 
Dr. Hamline: and he remarked, after he was 
through, ‘Well, Judge, lam glad you have ex- 
plained it; if we had known this we could have 
been through two weeks before.’ That was all 
that was said. The Grand Jurv came ip some- 
where between 8 and 9 o'clock, and returned 
from four to five indictments, and were dis- 
charged. I had it in my mind at first to go tuto 
ao explanation of this perjury matter to the 
Grand Jury at that time, but did not think it 
necessary to do so, as the Grand Jury did not 
ask any instructions from me, and bad stated 
that they were through with their business, and 
had no more business before them.”’ 

“Did you have any information, after you 
learned of the purpose to indict for perjury,that 
there was apy charge against Hibbard ot having 
made a false oat h. for the reason that be had not 
reported all the fees received dy him during 
the current vear upon cases referred to him 
during that year?“ 

do not. The sole question presented to 
me was whether he was obliged to include in his 
report the fees which he had received trom 
cases commencea or referred to him durivg pre- 
vious years. That was the sole question sub- 
mitted to me. 

“Some testimopy has been given in“ your 
hearing about remarks made by you to two dif- 
ferent Grand Jurors about the protracted ses- 
sion. You may state to the Committee what 
you knew. and what the difficulty was about the 
jury remaining in session,—whe'‘her it was un- 
usual, and what your knowledge was on the 
subject!“ 

„Some time, pernaps in the latter part of 
September, two or three weeks before the jurv 
were summoned, the District Attorney notified 
me that be wauted the Grand Jury summoned 
as early in October as I could do it, saving that 
he had what he called this Custom-House case 
before him, and. wanted to present it to the 
Grand Jury, and some persons in the Jail that 
he wished to try for small infractions of the 
revenue. I discussed with him the time when it 
would be most convenient for bim to have the 
Grand Jurv summoned, and fixed upon the 10th 
of October, and ordered a vevire for that time. 
I had no knowledge that anv matters were com- 
ing beiore the Grand Jury of special interest, or 
public interest, except this Custom-House in- 
vestigation. From what the District-Attorney 
informed me then, and what he told me at o her 
times, I supposed that was an important matter, 
and should, for the benefit of all concerned, be 
speedily investigated.“ 

„% What was the situation of the funds or ap- 
propriations for the payment of the Grand 
Jury!“ 

With a single exception since 1 have been 
upon the Bench, and that Was during the time 
that the whisky-ring investigations were under 
consideration in the winter of 1873-6, 1 nad 
never had a Grand Jury io session over two 
weeks; and, lately, we have beard considerable 
criticism from Washington in reeard to the jury 
expenses of our Courts. The Marsha! informea 
me some time during the fall that one of tae 
Assistants from the Department of Justice, in 
the Attorney-Geperal’s office, was here, and 
had asked if we could not get along without 
less jury expenses. In view of that fact, I be- 
caine somewhat disturbed at the protracted se- 
sions of this Grand Jury, and [ spoke to several 
of the jurors, as I inet them in the hail, about 
the time that they were expending, and urged 
dispatch iu their business. I felt it to be my 
duty. Isooke to Judge Drammond about it, 
and was, I admit, cousiderabiy disturbed, not 
at the subjects which the Grand Jury were in- 
vestigating, for 1 cared nothing about those, 
but in regard to the time which they seemed to 
take. 1 did not know tiiat there were matters 
coming before them, or to be presented to them, 
which would require so much time. I had a 
feeliug that there was not the requisite amount 
of dispatch; that there was a delay somewnere, 
which was unnecessary. I had uever.heard that 
there was any charge agaiust Mr. IIibbard for 
false swearing or perjury. I had known through 


tigating charges against Mr. Hibbard for having 
taken unlawful fees, and was cutirely willug 
that that investigation should go on. 1 sup- 
posed that it would take but a very few hours to 
present that whole case to the Grand Jury; that 
there would be but very little to it; that 
a few cases could be presented to 
raise the question, and the Wistrict-Attornvev 
could draw the indictments within a very short 
time. I did not see, from what [had heard of 
the discussion oa that subject, any occasion for 
much delay upon that matter, but that a vers 
brief examination would enable thefGrand Jury 
to determine whether they would or would not 
find an indictment.” 

„ Was Harlow P. Smith ever a partner of 
yours ?”’

“ What connection, if any, did Homer Cook 
have with the Germania bankrupicy proceedings 
iu your Court!“ 

„ think he was one of the attorueys for the 
petitioning creditors, and put the Company into 
bankruptcy. 

„It was au involuntary proceeding!“ 

„ It was ao involuntary proceeding. After 
the Company was adjudged bankrupt. and in 
the interval between the adjucication and the 
election of an Assignee, Mr. Cook, under the 
order of the Court. was difected to loo after 
certain litigation which was pending iu some of 
the State Courts — the Company, to pre- 
vent judgments being made. 

„% That was before the election of the As- 
signec ! ”? ‘ 

** Before the election of an Assignee. There 
was something over two months intervened be- 
tween the adjudication and the election.” 

„% Did you covfirm Mr. Voeke as Assignee 
through any influence of Mr. Hesing’s?”’ 

„ Between the time of the adjudication and 
the time of the election I think I have a recol- 
lection that Mr. Hesing spoke to me about Mr. 
Vocke. There were several candidates spoken 
of for this Assigneeship, Mr. Vocke among 
others; and several friends of Mr. Vocke spoke 
to me upon the subject. Mr. Hesing, I think, 
may have done so: I know Mr. ter did. Mr. 
Raster at that time was Collector or 
Assessor, I have forgocen which, of 
Internal Revenue, and had bis Otlice in 
the same building with the one occupied by the 
Court; and on some occasion either | went into 
his office, or he came into mine, and this matter 
of Vocke’s becoming Assiguce was meniioned.

My recotlection about Mr. Hesing’s having had 
any agency in tue mutter is very dim and indis- 
tinct, but he may have called upon me, and it is 
possible and probable that he did. Mr. Harlow 
F. Smith had, I think, from about 1850 to 1858 
or 1559, resided in the same town where I did.— 
in Waukegan. Wehad never been part ners; 
we had been lawyers practicing at the same Bar, 
and friends; but in 1859 or 1860 Mr. Smith came 
to this city, and my relations with bim from that 
time forward had not been imtimate. My im- 
pression is that he was spoken of by some one 
as a candidate for Assignee, and would be a can- 
didate before the creditors’ meeting, and I may 
have mentioned that to whoever spoke to me 
about Mr. Vocke,”’ 

Do you remember the fact that yon had an 
interview with Mr. Keith und Mr. Earle, asa 
committee from the Grand Jury?” 

** Yes, sir.“ 

“That was an interview in addition to those

Les; that was a day or two before the Grand 
Jury agjourned. Those gentlemen simply called 
to assure ine that they had not sent for an 
lawyers as witnesses. Perhaps it is duc to all 
parties that I should explain. An attoruev met 
me one day as I was coming out of the court- 
room, and he said, Lou have a curious Grand 
Jury up-stairs. They are sending for attorueys 
as witnesses; Judge Trumbull has just come 
dowu from testifving.’ Right at the time 
this information wa imparted to me, I saw Mr. 
Crow in the hall. I called to nim, and said, I 
understand you are calling attorneys before 
your Graud Jury to give testimony in regard to 
the law.’

5,059 and 5,060 of the revision. which 
were the same, word lor word. as the old Sec. 17 
in the original Bankrupt act. Sec. 5,059 required 
the Assignee to deposit money received by him 
belong to the estate in some bau in his pame 
as Assignee, leaving him an entire discretion as 
to what bank he sbouid select: and Sec. 5.060 
provided that when it appeared that the distn- 
bution of the estate might be delayed by litiga- 
tion or other cause, the Court might direct the 
temporary investmeat of the money belonging 
to such estate in securities to be approved by the 
Judge or Register. or might authorize it to be 
deposited in any convenient bank upon such in- 
terest, bot exceeding the legal rate, as the bank 
might contract with the Assigpee to pay there- 
on. This showed conclusively that the funds of 
Lie Assignee never went into the registry at all: 
so that the charge, coupled with the sapecifica- 
tion, could not be sustained iu auy event.

Kesponden?t further says that he was at that time 
very hard pressed with bis official labore and had no 
time to make the proper arrangement with his 
bankers for a loan without, to some extent, with- 
crewing his attention from his judicial duties. 

Mr. O. H. Horton. who was Assignee in bank- 
ruptcy of the Fireman's [Insurance Company, hap- 
pening to come into respondent's chambers one 
mernia’, respondent asxed him if he bad not. as 
such Assignee, some fands which he w not pre- 
pared to distribute immediately, and Which re- 
spondent couid borrow for a short time, to which 
Mr. Horton replied in substance that he had not, 
vat that Mr. James Long, Assurnee of the Equita- 
bie Insurance Company (for whom he was attorney) 
had funde in that institution, that he would not be 
reacy to call a dividend meeting fur some time yet, 
and that he (Horton) woulda see Mr. Long. and send 
responcent word whether he could be accommodat- 
ed. That soon afterward Mr. Horton notified re- 
epondent that Mr. Long would let him have the 
money. and respondent oorrowed of said Long, on 
the 2a day of November, 1872, the sum of $1, 200, 
and on the 16th day of December, 1872, the fur- 
ther sum of 81.000. for each of which said re- 
spondent gave said Long his notes or due- bills. 
payable on demand, and the said amounts were 
tully repaid within thirty days from the time 
said loans were respectively made, but the exact 
time of such repayinent respondent Cannot state. 
nor can he state with certainty that he paid interest 
thereon, although itisthe belief of respondent 
that he did pay interest. And this respondent 
further says that the moneys 60 loaued to him oy 
said Kimball. and said Long. were not on deposit 
in the registry of the Court, nor was any part 
toereof, but said moneys were at tue times of each 
vf said loans in the possefzion of said Assignees.

espondent further states that no attempt has 
ever been made by bim to conceal or suppress the 
fact of said loans. That according to his recollec- 
tion the money was ovtaiped by him op checks 
drawn in the usual course of business under the 
rules of proceeding in bankruptcy, and the trans 
aclious Were open to the inspection of ali wao 
were interest {in sald estate. 

And this respondent farther says that with the 
above-named two exdeptions, he bas never bor- 
rowed, or used, directiy or indirectiy, any funds 
belonging to any bankrupt estate, and that he has 
never had tne use of any funds in the registry of 
his Court.

The Chairman—Assuming the point made by 
counsel to be correct, nevertheless if it can be 
shown by evideuce thatJudge Blodgett, through 
improper use of bis official position and influ- 
ence, procured a loan from an officer under his 
control, it would be a proper subject of inquiry; 
und if the gentlemen bave evidence on that 
point, We shall bear it. 

— 
MARK KIMBALL. 

Mr. Mark Kimball was then called and ex- 
amined by Mr. Sheldon. He testified that he 
was appointed Provisional Assignee of the Mu- 
tual Security Insurance Company on the 26th of 
January, 1872, and elected Assignee on the 3d 
of April, 1872. In June, 1872, he had in bis 
hands money belonging to that estate, which be 
deposited in the Mechanics’ National Baak, 
which Judge Drummond had designated as a de- 
pository some time previous to the fire. He ex- 
pected to declare a dividend in the fall. The 
assets of the Company were made up chiefly 
of stock and notes, and the Assignee commenced 
legal proceedings for their collection. Some 
were paid promptly without suit. A dividend 
of 70 per cent was declared on the 2X! of No- 
vember, 1872. Among the assets of the Com- 
| pany be found a claim against J. Y. Scammon 
| for $39,000, as the Treasurer of the Company; 
| and he did not propose to pay it. Witness also 
found that Scammon was President of the 
Mecbanics’ National Bank, where he deposited 
his mouey. He was the principal stockhoider, 
the controlling stockhoider, and manager of 
the bank. Witness thought he was not dis- 
charging his duty as Assignee in allowing the 
money to go thereto be used by Scammon to 
defeat his claim, and so stated to Juage 
Blodgett. The Judge at once replied. “ Make 
such arrangements for interest as will be satis- 
factory to yourself.“ He informed the Judge 
that the officers of the bank were not willing 
to allow any interest, and they sent him from 
one officer to another till he got sick of it. 
Meeting Judge Bloagett one day again, he told 
him this, and said that be was thinking of mak- 
ing investments outside. Judge Biodgett said 
ne would take $5,000; and the next day, meet- 
ing Mr. Gage, Vice-President of the bank, he 
made a contract for the payment of interest at 
the rate of 5 per cent on the balances in the 
bank. On the 33d of November there had been 
a dividend meeting advertised, and he sent to 
Judge Blodgett to demand payment of his note. 
rhe Judge was a little short, but on the th of 
November he patd $4,000, and on the 7th of De- 
cember he paid $1,000, making the principal in 
full, and on the 19th of December $114 for in- 
terest. The conversation about making the 
loan occurred at the court-room. Witness 
usually had to catch the Judge on the wing; be 
was Very busy always. Judge Blodgett did not 
apply to him for a loan of the money. 

Witness produced the check given by Judge 
Blodgett for $5,000, which was countersigned by 
Mr. Hibbard, Register in Bankruptey. He took 
no time to consider about loaning the money. 
He did not confer with any friend about it, be- 
cause he had known Judge Blodgett for some 
time. After he had done the thing he 
made it known to his attorneys, Messrs. Will- 
iams & Thompson. They did not remonstrate 
in any way with him. Thompson said. Well, 
that is all right; 1 do not know about the pro- 
priety of it. Mr. Hibbard countersigned the 
check before he gave it to Judge Blodgett; he 
knew the purpose for which it Was to be used. 
He did not demur, por oppose it in any way. 
Mr. Hibbard made no/formal eutry approving of 
the loan. Judge Blodgett’ note was sufficient 
security to witness. 

All baakruptcy matters are to be settled in 
the United States District Court. In case the 
Judge had not paid this money, or had not been 
able to, could you have sued bimin the United 
States District Court!“ 

Ihe facts are that I advanced that, being as- 
sured that it would be on band on the 22d of 
November, to be divided up among the credit- 
ors. in that case, I suppose I was responsible 
for it.“ 

How would yon have collected that note if 
you had been obliged to sue!”’ 
ago not know. What I accomplished was 
in getting ivterest allowed on deposits, so that 
Mr. Scammon should not have the use of the 
money to fight me.“ 

In answer to Mr. Culberson, witness said he 
did not agree with the Judge on auy rate of m- 
terest, but after arate of interest had been al- 
lowed by the bank, he thought it fair to charge 
him the same amount. When he came to de-

mand payment, the Judge paid him just what be 
He could 


note. At the time he let Judge Blodgett have 
the money, he agreed to pay ioterest, but the 
rate was notedecided upon; that was left open 
fur future negotiation. He was keeping his pr. 
vate Dank account at this time at the Merchants’ 
National Bank. If he had gone to that bank on 
the 10th day of June, 1872, for a discount of 
$5,000 on his own note alone, the bank would 
have charged bim 10 percent. In his report 
there Was an entry iu the name of J. W. Blog- 
gett, but that was a clerical error, as he had ex 
plained to Col. Cooper. The first entry was 
0th June, deposit, Mechanics’ National Bank, 
check of H. W. Blodgett, $5,000." The next en- 
try was—‘* Note of J. W. Blodgett, payable on 
demand, 85.000.“ The last was a clerical error. 
Ihe dividend was declared and paid before this 
note was paid. It was paid within two weeks 
after it was declared. In making up his accounts 
after that dividend, he treated this $5,000 as so 
much cash, Which was to be divided. 

In ihe crose-examination, Mr. Goudy asked if 
the fact that Judge Blodgett was Judge of the 
District Court had apy influence in inducing the 
witness to make this loan. 

Mr. Kimball said it had not a particle of influ- 
ence with bim. Hehad known the Judge a 
great Many years, and regaried him as good 
lor the loan. The question with him was what 
ne could get his note discounted for, and be 
knew that Mr. Blair was very becullar in bis 
eas about financial responsibility, ete. 
(Smiles. He regarded5 per ceut as satisfac- 
torr. ne amount of his claim against Scam- 
mon was $5,600 interest. He got $2,865 and a 
judgment of $1,400 for the remaining $2,800, 
which judgment he sold last summer for $609 
in money. ‘ihe loan was set forth in his ac- 
count to the Court, aud there was no conceal- 
ment Whatever about fit. He had made this 
loan, de said, without any personal infinence 
being exercised over him. 

To Mr. Sbeldon, witness said be had never 
loaned any money belonging to this estate to 
anybody else than Judge Blodgett, either with 
or without security. His entire fees as As- 
signee were $12,000, and his entire expenses 
$35,000, and his attorneys’ fees were about 
$6,100. 

To Mr. Goudy, the witness said the creditors

Col. Cooper called Edward B. Sackett, who 
got as far as to testify that he bad been Howard 
Priestley’s boukkeeper, when Mr. Goudy got up 
and said that the oficial conduct of Judge 
Blodgett was under ievestigation, but vot bis 
domestic matters or his private business. There 
was a limit, be claimed, to all investigation. 

Mr. Kaott said the gcentlemen didn’t seem to 


be inquiring after private business. 
Mr. Goudy replied that they were proceeding 
with a view to inquiring after Juage Hlodgett's 


private business. 
Mr. Knott said he didn’t know what the view 


was. 
Col. Cooper will explain what the view is 


now. lu the answer of Judge Blodgett he states 
what disposition he made of the other two 


checks he receiyed, aggregating §2,200,—that be 
wanted them to use in an estate. In this matter, 
this money. he borrowed out of an estate, the 
Matual Security Insurance Company, be did 
not state what he wanted it for. I provose 
to show that these trust funds 
were used upon the Board of Trade in this city 
in grain gambling by Judge Blodgett. [Sensa- 
tion.] That is what I propose to show laugb- 
ter, and I think it isa very important thing. 
The doctrine of trusteeship, whieh the gentie- 
man who laughs remembers as well as I do, is 
that it there was any money made out of this 
transaction it belonged, not to Judge Blodgett, 
but to this estate. 

Mr. Knott—DolI understand you to say that 
it a man borrows a trust fund and makes a bad 
investment, he is bound to account to the 
Trustee !“ 

Col. Cooper—Not at all. But if he converts 
unlawfully to his own use, asis proven in this 
casc—without any authority under the law— 
and takes these moneys to which he is not en- 
titled under the laws of bankruptey and the 
law of this court, where these moneys are on 
deposit in the depositury of the court—if that 
word suits the gentleman better than registrv— 
taking these moneys out of that depository and 
using them for his own purpose—lI say that not 
the Assignee, who hadu't made this money, but 
Judge Blodgett, ought to account for every dol- 
lar he made. If the Judge does this, and vro- 
cures the Assignee to make to him a loan, the 
result is certainly the same so long as there is 
no order of court. 

Mr. Campbe!ll—Is this an action of assumpsit 
to recover funds! 

Gen. Stiles—it isn’t a question about the 
form of action. 

Mr. Knott—We think that the question is, 
whether Judge Blodgett, by an improper ute of 
his official position, got hold of money belong- 
ing to estates subject to the directions of his 
court. What he did with the money after he 
got it is a thing, we think, we are not sent here 
to investigate, unless the disposition he makes 
of that money was in seme way or other a viola- 
tion of his duties as a Judge. 

Col. Cooper—Io that matter I think this 
would be very material. Judge Blodgett bas 
himself declared in a judicial decision that 
these contracts on the Board of Trade are con- 
trary to pablic policy, that they are gambling 
contracts, and void. 

Judge Blodgett (sotto voce to his counsel )— 
I never gave such a decision. ; 

Mr. Goudy—Suppose he played poker with it. 
What of it! [Laughter from the Blodgett side 
of the room. | 

Col. Cooper—Well, he would have to turn his 
earnings over tothe manto whom the button 
belonged. [Laughter from the other quarter. | 

Mr. Campeil—Of course we al! know Col. 
Cooper is frantic on the question of trust funds. 

Col. Cooper—I am straight, Mr. Campbell, on 
these questions. 

Gen. Stiles—Col. Cooper isn’t on trial. 

Mr. Knott checked this side-talk, and the air 
was clear again. | 

Col. Cooper seemed to have made up his 
mind to be content with the rather adverse de- 
cision of the Committee towards going into the 
matter of Judge Blodgett’s alleged Board of 
Trade specuiations, and announced that he 
would call Mr. O. H. Horton on another point. 

O. H. HORTON. 

O. H. Horton was next sworn, and in reply to 
Col. Cooper said he was a lawyer, and had prac- 
ticed for fifteen years in the State and Federal 


Courts.

That the said Henry M. Biodgett, in administer- 
ing the Bankruptactof the United States as the 
Judge of said District Court, bas willfully violated 
and perverted the letter and spirit of said act by 
maxing an unlawful use of the powers vested in 
him as such District Judge for the purpose of 
benefiting and enriching his friends and favorites, 


and has thereby brought the administration of 


justice in said District Court as a Court of Bank. 
ruptey into reproach and scandal in said Judicia! 
District. 

First specification—That whilst the Bankrupt 
act provided that the Marshal of the United States, 
as messenger, should have the care and custody of 
the bankrupt estate until an Assignee should be 
elected at the fret meeting of the creditors (or 
should be otherwise appointed as provided by law), 
and that such Marsha! should be paid therefor only 
the actual and necessary expenses § inmcur- 
red; yet the said Henry W. Blodgett, 
while administering upon estates in bankrupicy in 
ssid. District Court as such Judge, has tor several 
years past, in disregard and defiance of said act, 
been constantly in the practice of wresting the 
care and Custody of such property from the Mar- 
shal, by means of orders entered in estates in 
bankruptev, appointing one of three favorites of 
hie, the said Henry W. Blodgett, via: Bradford 
Hancock. Robert k. Jenkins, or George M. Camp- 

bell to take the care and custod of such property 
under the pretended title or office of Provisional 


_Assignee, until the Assignee should be elected, 


enabled the said Han- 
Campbell, as the 
ease might be, to illegally charge and re- 
ceive from such bankrupt estates large 
sums of money under the pretense of services as 
Provisional Assignee, and also has enabled them 
the more easily to secure their election as Assignee 
by the creditors. 

By reason of which flagrant disregard of law bv 
him, the said Henry W. Blodgett. as such District 
Judge, the expense of administering estates in

Seeond specification—That said Hancock. Jenk- 
ins, and Campbell, having been appointed such 
Provisional Assignees, and also Assignees in nu- 
merous bankrupt estates, by said Henry W. Blog- 
gett, as such District Judge, it became bis impera- 
tive duty, imposea upon him As such J uave by 
said Bankrupt act, to require sach Assignees to give 
bonds for the faituful performance ana dtecharge 
of their respective duties, upon the request in 
writing of any creditor who had proved his claim; 
estates of which either 
the said Hancock, Jeukins, or Campbell was As- 
signee, such requests in writimg have been made, 
vet the said Henry W. Diodgett, as such District 
Judge, has, in willful deiiance of the absolute re- 
quirements of said Bankrupt act, refused to so re- 
guire such Assiguee to give such bond. 

Third specification—That, whilst said Bankrupt 
act both in its letter and spirit provided thatthe 
choice of an Assignee of a bankrupt estate should 
rest with the creditors of such estate, yot the said 
Henry W. Blodgett has, in many instances, as such 
District Judge, willfully set aside, or caused to be 
set aside, the choice of such creditors and ap- 
pointed or caused to be appointed in the stexd 
of the person chosen as Assignee bv the creditors 
either the said Hancock, Jenkins, or Campbeil, or 
some other friend and favorite of bim, the said 
Henry W. Biodgett. 

Fourth speaficutcon—Tiat whilst said Bankrupt 
act, as originally enacted. provided that one Reyis- 
ter in Bankruptch should be appointed by the 
Judge of the District Court for eaca Congressional! 
District within his judicial district, yet said Henry 
M. Blodgett, as such District Judge, for many 
years past has designedly cvaded said law by fail- 
ing to make any appomtment of Register 
forthe Second and Third Congressional Districts 
of Illinois in order to enable his friend and associ- 
ate, one Homer N. Hibbard, the Register for the 
First Congressional District, to monopolize all the 
business and emoluments of Register ior said three 
Congressional Districts, the same comprising the 
entire City of Chicago, and Cook, bu Page, and 
Lake Counties, for waich at least three Keyigters 
were necessary in order to properly transact the 
business of Register therein. 

And the legitimate fees and emoluments areruing 
from such business in said threa Congressional Dis- 
tricis were sufficient to pay to each of taree Kegis- 
ters alarger annual income than the salary attacoed 
to the office of said District Judge. 

Fifth specification—That whilst the! law under 
which said Hibbard acted as such Register required 
him to file with the Clerk of said District Court an 
itemized statement of his fees in such bankruptcy 
causes referred te him, to be by said Clerk taxed 
and all illegal charges disal!owed, yetthe said Henry 
W. Blodgett, as such District Judge, during a 
series of years, suffered and permitted tbe said 
Hibbard (with whom and with said Clerk he, the 
said Henry W. Bioagett, was in constant daily in- 
tercourse) to constantly evade such absolute re- 
quſrement of said law by failing to file in a single 
case such statement of hie fees for taxation, 
and during all that time the said Hibbard was in 
the habitnal practice of charging and receiving 
—— amounts of fees in excess of the fees allowed 

law. s 

Sixth specification—That although the fact of 
fuch gross malfeasance in office by said Hibbard as 
such Register has been widely known and notori- 
ous throughout said Judicial District for a period 
of more than eight months, and has constituted 
& scandal and reproach upon the administra- 
tion of justice in sai District Court. 
and although: the said Hibbard has been 
under an indictment found by a Grand Jury of said 
District Court for such malfeasance for more thau 
two wonths, yet the said Henry W. Blodgett bas 
not only failed and neglected to remove said Hib- 
bard from his office as such Kegister, and failed 
and neyiected to institute any inquiry as to the al- 
leved corruption in office of said Hiboard, but has 
Wilifally lent bis assistance and the judicial power 
of his o to stifle and suppress any investigation 

thereof, during all which time he has been on 
terms of close personal intimacy and friendship 

With said Hibbard. 


THE ANSWER. 

Mr. Campbell read the sworn answer, which 
Was as follows: 

dn the matter of the charges against Henry N. 
Blodgett, pending before the Judiciary Commuatiee 
Of the House OF Represniatives : 

he answer of suid Henry W. Blodgett to charge 
BUMOCred tive, chat he has, asa Judge of the 
United States District Court of the Northern Dis- 
trict of Iitmois, willfally violated and prevented 
the letter and spirit of the Mankrupt law for the 
purpose of enriching his friends and favorites. 

Chis respondent denies that he ever has, as such 
Judge, willfully Flolated and preventea the letter 
Or spirit of the Bankrupt law, or any other law, by 
making an unlawful use of the powers vested in 
him as such Judge, forthe purpose of benefiting 
or enriching his friends and favorites, and that he 


has thereby brought the administration of justice 


in said District Court, as a Court of Bankrtpicy, 
into reproach and scandal. 

And as to the first specification under said 
Charge thie respondent saith that he denies that he 
has uhlawfulty, aud in disregard of the provisions 
Of the Bankrapt law. been in the habit of wresting 
the property belonging to bankrupt estates from 
the care and custedy of the Marshal of said 
Gistrict, and placing the same in the care 
and custody of one of these parties, vis. 
either Robdert E. Jenkins. Bradford 
Hancock. or George W. Campbell, under the pre- 
tended title or office ot Provisional Assignee,” 
Whereby the expenses of administering upon 
estates under the Bankrupt la we hav been increased, 
and the administration of the Bankrupt law has 
become a reproach and scandal. 
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faction ofa ree their duties to the satis- 
boa after pnd os aay and Judge Drummond: that 
such District Jud apdn the duties of bis office as 
respondent 70 2 ge application was made to 
2 r the appointment of some fit 
— * person as Provisional As- 
estate of a bank pees lon poy qf — 
should be rupt until an election of Assignee 
Should be made by the creditors; that it was argued 
> support of said application that the . District 
zurt nad all the enthority over estates in bink- 
ruptcy which « court of equity could exercise in 
similar cases, among Whicn was the power to ap- 
point Receivers to @ charge of the estate. In 
case then fore bim it was shown 
on the application of creditors that 
there was a stock of merchandiae m the the store 
of the bankrupt, situated in an eligible location for 
retail trade, and where a large rental was accruing 
to be paid by the estate, and that in the judgment 
of parties interested it was better forthe estate 
that some person should be appointed to take pos- 
scssion of said goods., and keep the store open, 
and sell the goods at retail under the direction of 
the Court; that, after a careful examination 
of the law, tais respondent was of opin- 
ion that the power to make such ap- 
pointment and to clothe the person 80 
appointed with all the powers of a Receiver in 
courts of equity was vésted in the District Judge 
under the Bankrupt law, and he accordingly made 
such appointment: that from said time forward to 
this day it has been the practice of respondent to 
make such appointment when a proper case for it 
was shown in bankrupt estates; that said practice 
hae not ouly been acaulesced in, but warmiy ap- 
proved by members of the Bar most familiar with 
the administration of the Bankrupt law, as a prac- 
tice insuring the best) practical disposition of the 
assets of bankrupts, and by such vractice this re- 
spondent is of opinion thet mach expense has been 
saved fer bankrupt estates; and by usage the per- 
sons £0 appointed have been designated as Pro- 
visional Assignees,’* the powers delegated to them 
in each case being such as the best interests Of the 
estate seemed to reqgtire. and that no appeal has 
ever been taken or petition for review prosecuted 
from any order appojnting such Provisional As- 
signees; that such appoiotments‘have been more 
frequently made inthe cases of mercanut'le estates 
than in any others, although ench officers have 
been often appointed to the care of other than 
mercantiie estates. 

And respondent, further answering. saith, that 
soon after entering upon the duties of his office 
he found that experience in the duties of an As 
signee under the Bankrupt Law was an important 
quailitication for the office of Assignee, that persons 
having euch experience could not only perform 
their roytine duties better than one without expe- 
rience, but they could aleo couvert the assets into 
mone more readily and at better prices than those 
who had not had such experience. 7 — the fact 
that they kuew where to look tor buyers. and 
knew better about the prices which such assets 
should oring than inexperienced persons. 

And respondent further saith that said Jenkins, 
Campbell. and Hantock. in the performance of 
their duties 4s Provisional and General Assignees, 
have shown great ability and integrity, and nave, 
so far as respond? informed, securedda a large 
degree the confidene itt —texpect of the members 
of the Bar and creditors Who have been interested 
in the estates they hakeTespdctively administered. 
And for these reasons, and nt from any consider- 
ations of favoritism, this respondent has probabiy 
appointed them Provisional Assignees more 
frequently in mercantile cases than he has 
appointed others,  aithough it has been 
far from an =invariadle rule to appoint 
either said Jenkins, Hancock, or Campbell Pro- 
visional Assignees in Mercanjile cases, as in many 
very large mercantile ang other estates other per 
sons have been so appointed Provisional Assignees; 
and this respondent denies that he has, by making 
such appointments, exceeded bis powers under 
the Bankrupt law. of brought its administration 
into scandal and reprbach. 

And for answer to the second specification under 
said charge, this resppndent admits thatit was and 
is his duty under the Bankrupt law, on the 
request in writing of any creditor of a Dankrupt 
who had proved his ¢iaim, to require tae Assignee 
of such bankrupt to @ive good and sufficient bound 
for the faithful perfarmance of his duties as such 
Assignee; but this respondent denies that ne has 
ever, on such requé4st, refused to require @ bond 
from said Hlancock, Jenkins, or Campbell; that he 
has no recollection of any such occurrence, and 
does not belicge that he has ever refused to order 
any Assignee to give a bond when praperly re- 
quested so to do. 

And foranswe®to the third specification under 
said charge, this respond@hat admits that the right 
to elect Assignees im bankruptcy is, by the Ban«x- 
rupt law. vested in the creditors, yet such election 
is sunject to theapmoval of the Court, and this 
respondent denies that he has ever willfully set 
aside the person chdsen by the creditors and ap- 
pointed either said Jenkins, Hancock, or Campbell, 
although it may be true that cases have occurred 
when one of said may have 
been appointed in the place of the verson 
chosen by the creditqrs. but such act, if done, was 
after full hearing of parties interested, and in pur- 
suance of what this respondent de emed the best 
interests of the bankrapt's estate: that it has also 
frequently happened tha: there has been a failure 
to elect an Assignee at a creditors’ meeting for lack 
of the requisite number of votes for any caudi- 
date, the law requiring tbat to secure an 
electién the persom vuied fur must have the 
votes of a quarter pdrt in number and value of the 
creditors who have proved their debts. And it 
has often occurred tiiat there have been two or 
more candidates for Assignee before the creditors’ 
meeting, no one of whoin has received the requi- 
site number of votes to secure his election. in 
wach event it becaine the duty of the under- 
signed, or of the Register, if there was no op- 
posing interest, to appoint an Assignee; and 
in guch cases this rdspondent,.in the exercise of 
his judicial discretion, has sometimes appointed 
either said Jenkins Hancock. or Campheil, or 
ench other person ag under the circumstances he 
Geemed best forthe) interests of the estate; but 
this respondent defies that such apporntinents 
have been made from any other motive than to do 
the best he could to further the interests of the 
creditors of such estate. 

And for answer ig the fourth specification this 
respondentsaith: That headmits that the Bankrupt 
law, as Originally @nacted, provided for the ap- 
pointment of one Register in Bankruptcy for each 
Congressional District in each Judicial District, but 
respondent salt tnat such appointments would be 
made on the nominution and recommendation 57 
tne Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of the 
United States. Andthis respondent further saith 
that, soon after the Bankrupt law wae enacted, 
the Hon; Salman P hase, then Chief 
Justice of the S@ovreme Court. nominated and 
recommended. andthe Hon. Thomas Drummond, 
then Judge of the Northern District of hne, ap- 
pointed one Revistdr in Bankruptcy for each Con- 
gressional District, and Lincoln Clark. Eaq., was 
duly appointed Register for the First Congression- 
a! District of said State, and entered ubon the 
duties of his office, which district then consisted of 
the County of Cook, in which is situated the City 
of Chicago; that some time in the fail of the vear 
L869 said Lincoln Clark was taken sick and unable 
to perform the duties of his office, and that some 
time in the iptter part of December, 
or the Urst part of January. 
1870, tus said! Chief Justice, on request 
of the Hon. Thomas Drummond, then District 
Judge, nominated Homer N. Hivbard, Eeq., as an 
additional Kegister for said First Congressional 
District. and he was duly appointed by said [istrict 
Judg+. and entered upon bis duties before this re- 
spondent was appointed District Judge: that, after 
the State was redigtricted for Congressional pnr- 
poses, under the céneus of 1870, by such redis- 
tricting the City of Chicago became, and has ever 
since continued tolbe, a part of the First, Second, 
and Third Coagres#ional Districts of the State of 
Illinois: that sometime in the latter part of the 
year 1872. the Hon. Salmon P. Chase, then being 
Chief Justice of the Sapreme Court, nominated 
and recommended to this respondent, Seta M. 
Dunning. Esq., tothe office of Register for the 
second Congressional District: that respondent 
thereupon wrote ta the Chief Justice suggesting 
that tae power ‘tp appoint Registers, except iu 
cases of vacancy by resignation, removal, or 
death, was exhausted by the appointments made 
under the territotial subdivision of the country 
Congressional districts. as it existed at the time 
the Bankrupt law took effect. and that it was not 
the intent of the iaw that Registers should be ap- 
pointed at each redistricting, to which the Chief 
Justice replied that he conagrred in the view sug- 
gested by this respondent, and withdrew the 
nomination of Mr. Dunning. 

And respondent further. saith that by Sec. 4.903 
of the Kevised Statutes of the United States, tn 
force since June, 1874, it would seem that the 
right of the Chief Justice to nominate and of the 
District Judge to appoint Registers in bankruptcy 
only existed when a vacancy occurs in tae office of 
such Register. Said section reads 2 follows: 
Sec. 4,903—‘-Eadh District Judge shall appoint, 
upon the nomination and recommendation of the 
Chief Jastice of the Supreme Court. one or more 
tegteters in Bankruptcy, when any vacancy occurs 
in such office, to atest him in the performance of 
his duties under this title, unless be shall deem 
the continuance of the particular office unneces- 
sary. 

And for answer to the fifth specification under 
said charge, this respondent saith: That it is un- 
doubtediy the duty of the Register in Bankruptcy 
to file with the Clerk of the District Court an 
itemized statement of his fees and costs in each 
ease referred to him. Yet this respondent bas 
never been informed, directly or indirectly, antil 
within the last few months, that said Homer X. 
Hibbard, or any other Register. bad failed to com- 
ply with his duty in tHat respect; that no person 
interested in any bankrupt estate hag ever com- 
plained to thie respendent of the conduct of 
said Hibbard ig that regard; that during 
the whole time this respondent has 
acted as District Judge po person has comp!ained, 
or made known ta him in any form, that said Hib- 
bard was in any Way violating or evading the law 
in regard to the matter complained of, or in regard 
te his fees as Register. and this respondent has 
never been called upon to retax or revise, or in 
al way pass upon an) costs or fees charged by 
said Hibbard as Hegister in Bankruptcy. 

And this respondent further anawering saith that 
he denies that the fact of gross malfeasance 
in office by said Hibbard hasgbeen widely 
known throughodt thw district for the last eight 
months; but this resgondent admits that within 
the last six or eight months certain persons, the 
chief of whom, 8 far as this respondent is in 
formed, are John 8. Cooper, Jono J. Knicker- 
bocker, and Henry I. Sheidon, have in some torm 
claimed pr allegeii tbat said Hibbard had charged 
and collected fees in bankruptcy cases which were 
not allewed by law. Yet this respondent was also 
informed that lawyers of high standing ta the City 
of Chicayo had given it as their opinion that the 
charge so complajned of vy Mr. Cooper and his as-

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THE CHEYENNES. 

Wild Hog’s Attempted Suicide, 
Dispatch to Nao York Ile rald. 

Fort Roprnson, Neb., Jan, 31.— lu accordance 
with orders of the Secretary of War, Col. Peter 
D. Vroom, comimendiag and post here, has sent 
thirty-three squaws and twenty-two children, 
widows and orphans of the late Cheyenne des- 
peradoes, to the Pine Ridge Agency to be turned 
over to Red Cloud’s people. The order todo 
this, received from Gen. Crook, says it is done 
in deference to Red Clond’s request. The de- 
parture of these helpless and tried people, cov- 
ered with wounds and gaunt with hunger, was 
effected quietly and in the most humane man- 
ner, under the personal supervision of Col. 
Vroom, who provided five wagons for the pur- 
pose, with canvas enough to cover them and ra- 
tions for a five da?s’ journey to the camp of Red 
Cloud, on White Clay Creek, sixty-five miles 
distant. 

All passed over quiet! Sun til they reached the 
lower camp, where Col, Vroom had Wld Hog, 
Oid Crow, Left Hand, and the other remaining 
bucks, numbering fifteen, in trons. Here the 
scene baffled description. Lieut. G. W. Dodd, 
whois in charge of the Indian scouts, and has 
great influence among the Indians, was await- 
ing the arrival of the trains to add the remain- 
ing women and children there of Sioux extrac- 
tion, when all ofa sudden among the Chey- 
enne women who were not to go there was set 
up the most hideous and terrific wailing and 
gesticulation. Aforemost among them, on the 
little hillock back afew rods from the camp. 
heaping imprecations, was the Hecate-like torm 
of Wild Hog’s wife, the sister of American 
Horse. With lean and shriveled arms. her 
rags flaunting in the wind, stood this female 
demon, bv her side half-a-dozen more, present- 
ing a picture hardly paralleled in modern 
times. Lieut. Dodd immediately ordered a 
full and rigid search into the secrets of the 
squalid lodges occupied by the desolate 
and groveling inmates. First and foremost 
the arch witch was looked to, and No Fiesa, 
a friendly Sioux Indian scout, was asked 
to go and disarm her. Striking her breast 
violently with both hands, and exhibiting a ver- 
fectly diabolical attitude, it was discovered, 
when she was approached, that in one hand 
she bad a half of a sharp-pointed scissors, and 
in the othera fork, of which only the middle 
prong, sharpeped like’ a miniature stiletto, re- 
maiped. Disarmed she was taken toa tent near 
by, where it was learned she had endeavored 
a short time previous Lo kill one of her children 
and bad stamped on all the others, some of 
whom said they were afraid of their lives. 

Aftre the wiie was taken care of some of the 
soldiers looked after Wild Hog, who was found 
lying in bis lodge bathed in blood. and insen- 
sible. A closer inspettion showed several stab 
wounds from a sharp instrument near the 
sternum and below the region of the heart. 
These are believea, at this writing, to be self 
inflicted, but the half-blade scissors taken from 
the wife of Wild Hog would indicate that this 
terrible woman, in a secret moment, had dealt 
the deathblow to her warrior Chief rather than 
see him taken in irong to Leavenworth, where 
his many and shocking crimes would be sure to 
bring him to the halter, which is the only thing 
the Indian fears. 

I visited at 10 o'clock to-night, in company 
with Lieut. Dodd, thd scene of this tragedy. The 
oldest daughter of Wild Hog lay asleep. She is 
one of the three survivors from the pit where 
the fighting Cheyennes made their Jast stand, 
and where she was shot through the neck. Ly- 
ing head to head with her was the wounded 
Chief. The girl was sleeping like a besotted 
drunkard, with her face lying close to the burn- 
ing fagots in the middie of the flimsy habitation. 
Wild Hog, wounded unto death, breathed heay- 
ily and moaned with pain, though under the in- 
fluence of morphia auministered to hum by Dr. 
Pettys. Corporal Lewis gave him another pill, 
with some words kindly spoken in Indian dialect. 
The mother, wild and terrified, sat at the portal 
to the lodge, one old gash under the right eve 
being the most prominent sign on her averted 
face, whieh looked out of the lodge flag. Sud 
denly the wounded girl, about 13 or 14 vears old, 
awoke with ashrill cry of pain, and seeing the 
soldiers through the smoke of the lodge-tire she 
shrieked hysterically and acted as though she 
thought she was again under the murderous 
rain ol bullets from which her people had suf- 
feredso much. She was finally quieted and your 
correspondent withdrew from the heartrending 
scene.

Color- Blindness, 


Dr. B. J. Jeffries gave some interesting testi- 
mony relating to color-blinduess before the Leg- 
isiative Committee on Katiroads. in Boston, on 
Weduesday. He proposed form instead of 
color to obviate the denger on railroads in the 
daytime, and some.substitute for color at night. 
A red target, as the sun goes down, becomes 
darker and darker, until finaliy the color is al- 
most black. Toa color-blind person any color 
that looks dark seems red: a brighter color 
seems green, anda Color still brighter appears 
white. He is guided merely bv the iutensity of 
the light, which, iv bis case, takes the place of 
color. To a color-blind person, the shade called 
London smoke and red ere the same, and in 
the manufacture of lanterns or sig nals, this smoky 
shade is substituted for red. Dr. Jelfries ex- 
hibited to the Committee worsteds of all colors, 
with which he hed made over ¥,U000 tests of 
color-blinduess. Mr. Leonard, the Priucipal of 
the Lawrence School, was theu asked to pick out 
different shades of the same color, and, us he is 
affected with oolor-biiadness, he blaced ina 
mass shades of all cwlors, blue, green, and red, 
to the great amusement of the Committee and 
spectators. Ihese, he said, appeared to be 
shades of the same color to him.

Orders from abroad for 
stuff are few, and shippers are timid about ac- 
cepting the responsibility of filling them in the 
face of the present difficulties about transpor- 
tation. These difficulties may disappear, as 
ireight-carsare now being sent West to move 
the grain and provisions accumulated here. 
Sterling grain and commercial bills were 483, 
French bills were 52114. ‘The actual rates for 
sterling were 485½/ and 481. The posted rates 
were 4864 and 881g. Bankers’ bills on Paris were 
5184¢ and 51836; commerciai, 521½ and 519%; 
Antwerp, 515% and 516%; commercial, 522% 
and 523%: Keichmark, 953¢ and 95%; commer- 
cial, $444; guilders on Holland, 40'4 and 40%; 
cow mercial, 39°4. 

The Bank of England gained $305,000 in bull- 
jon during the day. 

The Chicago discount market is less active 
than it has been. The Board-of-Trade demand 
has been met for the time, and this is a dul! 
mouth for other borrowers. Rates remain at 8 
(210 per cent. The currency orders were small. 
as were the receipts, but the country orders for 
New York exchange were beavier. Bank clear- 
ings were $3,300,000, 

A quite respectable bear interest is said to 
have been formed in Chicago, Its attack 
is to de made principally on the larger 
stocks. The St. Paul and Northwestern 
lines are expected now to show a good deal 
of a decline in earnings, and full advantage will 
be taken of this fact. February is never an 
active month in stocks. In the present condi- 
tion of things a vigorous bear campaign will be 
likely to havea visible effect on the market. 
The bulls admit the pobability of decreased 
earnings. but plant themselves on the general 
principle thatif the country isto have good 
times this year stocks at present prices are 
cheap. Those who expect no particular im- 
provement in the times are bears; but those 
who do are bulls. The probable drift of immi- 
gration this spring Southwestwara to Kansas, 
Colorado, and New Mexico is one of the factors 
likely to make itsel felt in the earnings of 
Southwestern roads, and iu the prices of their 
stocks. 

Stocks opened strong, and there seemed to be 
a prospect of another advance, but shortly af- 
terward the market became weak, and at the 
close prices as a rule were at the lowest of the 
dav. For Northwestern common the opening 
and highest price was 7144, the lowest and clos- 
ing was 60%; St. Paul common advanced g, to 
4054, but fell back to 3005; the preferred was at 
its best at the opening, 82, and closed st its 
worst, 81%.

The pew rule in regard to clerks on ’Change 
will go into effect one week trom next Monday, 
by which time it is expected that members will 
have made suitable arrangements to trade un- 
der the new order of things. 

The leading produce markets were irregular 
yesterday and unsettled, withiv a rather narrow 
range of prices. The leading fact was greater 
strength in wheat, which was in continuation of 
the tirmness of the previous day,—largely due 
to speculations upon the result of the plague 
visitation in Russia. Other grain stiffened in 
sympathy, the whole being helped by the fact of 
rather small receipts, which caused a material 
advance on grain sold for shipment. Provisions 
were strongest early, but weakened badly in the 
latter part of the session, and closed lower 
under free offerings. Hogs were quotea a shade 
firmer, and sample grain was relatively strong, 
because there was less of it pressed for sale 
than for severai days past.

The Gen. Withers, of Kentucky, who has 
been in tuis city fora day or two. loo alter 
some borses that a man named Johueon al- 
tempted to get from him, tells the following 
good story: Withers was in the Confederate 
service, and was second in command under 
Pemberton, at Vicksburg. On that memoravle 
3d of July, 1863, Pember ‘rton called a council of 
war, and staied to them that Grant was going 
to make a general assault along the whole line 
the next day, and asked them what had better 
be done. Withers strongiy objected to surren- 
dering, representing that they could hoid out 
untu the 10th. The rest of the council agreed 
with ulm, and it was decided not to surrender. 
Withers went off to command his division, and, 
anticipating the attack, bad bis men under arms, 
the gunners standing at their guns, and every- 
thing made ready for action. In the meap- 
time. Pemberton changed uis minn and surrep- 
dered the city. The first Withers knew of it, 
Graot’s troops were behind nim in the city, 
and a messenger arrivea post haste to summon 
the commanding olllcer of that division of the 
army before Grant. So Withers rode down to 


the headquarters and there found Grant. in no 
very — humor. 1 inquired what Withers 
meant by keeping his men under arms after ihe 
city had been surrendered. M ithers responded 
that this was the first iutimation be had that the 
city had surrendered. ‘“ Haven't vou been di- 
rected by your superior oflicer to surrender 
your command?” gaid Grant. “No,” said 
Withers, “I haven't.“ “Then, Gengral,“ said 
Grant, “you did just right to keep your men 
under aris,” and with a quizzical look at 
Pemberton, who was eames near by, he sat 
out the refreshments and they all took sugar in 
there'n with immense gusto. 


CHINESE IMMIGRATION. 


Speech of the Hon. Carter H. Harrison, of 
Iilinola, in the House of Representatives, 
Jan. 28, 1879, on the Bill to Restrict the 
Immigration of Chinese to the United 


States. 
Mr. Speaker, the question now * consid- 


eration is one of those which are apt to be treat- 
ed from a sentimental standpoint. We bear 
gentlemen rail against the proposition that we 
erect a Chinese wall about our shores, We are 
told that we have opened a wide door fo the op- 
pressed and downtrodden of all lands, and have 
invited all such to come here, where they ca 

freely pursue the race of life in accordance wit 

the dictates of their own consciences; and we 
are asked if we intend now, on the threshold of 
the second century of our national existence, to 
alter our traditions and turn back the dial from 
its onward movement given to it by our fore- 


fathers. 

Sir, all this appeals to the American heart, and 
is apt toecause us to lose sight of the great 
practical issues surrounding the question. No 
one has more of this sentimentalism than I. 
Show me the man on whom presses the hand 
of despotism, and who knocks at our doors with 
an ap cal for asylum, and his cry wil! not find 
me deat; show me the man who, downtrodden 
in the home of his fathers, casts an eve upon 
our glorious flag, and asks that it. ‘too, may 
wave over bim, and no ear will be quicker to 
catch that demand than mine. But, sir, the 
Mongolian comes not to our shores with any 
such cry. He seeks no asylum uader our flag; 
the hand of despotiem at home has never deen 
a weight upon his soul. He has never in his 
darkest moments felt a single. yearning 
for political freedom; libertv bas tor 
him no charm; it never enters 
into his dreams. His pliant neck was made by 
the ereat Creator in the first place, or by 5,000 
vears of habit, to wear a master’s collar. ibis 
land ot liberty is to him noasylum from oppres- 
sion. He come to it with greed in his heart.— 
greed for gold: and his only aim is to attain 
meaus to go back to his master’s dominions to 
enjoy the wealth acquired here. His only dream 
is at last to live in comfortin the Celestial Eul- 
pire. His greatest dread is the cread that he 
may not lie beneath its soil. His first act is to 
earn enough for his scanty subsistence; his sec- 
ond, to put by, dav by day, enon: zu to take 
back, in case of death, his body beyond the Pa- 
cific. He has no love for our institutions: no 
love for our libertv: no love for our soil. The 
first he never studies; the second he cannot 
comprehend; and the last would be to his dead 
corpse but contamination. 

I speak thus from no prejudice, and not from 
anv knowledge gathered from hearsay. I have 
had intercourse with, these peovle. For years. 
iu my own city, I have had Chinese tenants. 
have seen them in their every-day life, and I 
have talked with them and tried to know them. 
It is true these tenants bave been of the lower 
grades; but thev were fair samples of the great 
mass who land upon our soil. I have seen a 
dozen sleeping in bunks, buddied toge her as in 
the cabin of acanal-doat. Ihave sven them 
cooking, washing, eating, and sleeping in a 
basement wei with soap-suds and thick with the 
fumes of opium, and found they had no con- 
ception of that cleanliness which is next to gud- 
liness. I have been their adviser, and to some 
extent their protector. I bave had their more 
intelligent for long noursin my room. i have 
tried to get at the bottom of their nature; for 
inv sympathies were in their favor, and against 
the hue-and-cry which had arisen against mem 
in California. I have seen them, tow, on the 
Pacitic Slove: and have found tat., in looking 
into the Chinese probiem, I could id suould 
disvard all seutiment from my heart; and that, 
in discussing it, Americans shoyld look at it on- 
ly from a practical standpoint. 

lam now called upon to vote, and only de- 
sire to give the reasons why I shali vote ave on 
tnis bill. 1 shall ati@ivt no lengily argu- 
ment. I shall not attempt to convinde others. 
It is too late now to du that. Buti wel others 
to know why I vote as I shall. That why is all 
contained in one nutshell. 

Mr. Speaker, We are now a grtat people, scat- 
tered over a vast territory. In that territory 
we are self-governing, and each part governed 
bv those immediately concerned. The voice of 
the meanest bas at the ballot-box the same 
weigut as that of the wisest and dest. It should 
be the study of the statesman that in each 
separate, self-governing lovality the masses 
should be as clevaietl as possible: for on the 
aggregation of intelligence in each) of these 
self-governed parts will depend their u- 
inediate prosperity. ibe twilux into any 
single State of a large mass of men 
lacking intelligence,—and I refer not to the in- 
tellivence as exhiv.ted in Gexierity io huis or 
quickvess in Calculation, but to tat intelligence 
which makes a man a seli-ruler and the ruler of 
oLners,—the influx of lack of intelligence of this 
bigber order to an extraordinary extent into 
any State will destroy the good gov- 
croment of tuat State. The States on the Pawlic 
are being overrun by hordes of men from the 
Asiatic Continent such as have described. 
they do not vote, it is true, but mat is ouly be- 
cause they do bot as vet s« —— to vote. Liere is 
nothing iu our laws to ent them from voting 
if they demand the fight under the Constita- 
tion. We kvow not when that demand may be 
made: and, when it shall be 
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made, we will be 
brought luce to lace with a danger which now is 
hardly foreseen, but watch may readily be un- 
derstood if considered. This argument is of it- 
self sullicient fur me to vote for a bill which 
will look toward checking the furiher increase 
of these people in the localities they are so over- 
ruonioe. 

Besides, sir, the whole people of the United 
States are immediately interested in the good 
yovernment of each and every one of its in- 
tegral parts. The voice of each reaches through 
these halls, hefinterests of all the other rts; 
therefore, of all things which a legislator here 
should mest earnestly cousider in shaving me 
destinies of this great nation is to have not oaly 
an intellgent people toroughout its migaoty 
brea: ith, but also a nhomogeucous pe. ple. : 

Look back, sir, over the pages of history, and 
see bow nation alter nation has beeo prosperous 
while it Was homogene UUS, and dos nation aller 
nation has ialieo nau that ho mogepeity has 
been destroyed; tliat, too, even when the peo- 
vie have had but little to say about the laws 
which governed them. Rome ruled the world 
while Rome was reaily seatcd upon her seven 
hills; but Rome tell whenaman might be a 
Roman and yet be born and live on the banks 
of Nilus or on the shores of the British seas,—a 
Roman Still iu each locality, but 
Romen only in name, France is a 
mighty mation, because the same _ heart 
beats in a Frevchman’s bosom, wheiher be lives 
at Marseilles, Paris, or Bordeaux. The British 
Empire is a mighty one, but the men uno rule 
its destinies are all Euglsumen. Whenever 
the day comes when the East-Indian, the Aus- 
tralian, and the Canadian snail have the right 
to cast a vote in making British laws, then 
Britain will follow the ‘example of nations 
wulcu have lived and died. 

We may make laws to govern the outward 
conduct of man; but the laws to govern his 
heart and pature are inexorable aud beyond our 
power to repeal or to ameud. Let us then as 
laWw-tmakers try to keep the American heart 
one. Let us try to have the same heart aud 
nature rule in Calitormiaas in Maiue. We can 
co tuis, and should do this: but we can do it 
ouly by having men of the same heart and 
mature in the two distant localities. We may 
fill the two States with men sprung from the 
8: ime ‘reat fountain. Sweet waters flow not 
from fountains whose feeding sources are bitter. 
Let us, as far as we cau, dam up the fountain 
whose waters are poisoned by the soils upon 
which the first dews fall and througu which they 
percolate, 

The gentleman from New York Mr. Towns- 
end talks about his sympathy with all men 
descended trom Adam. Sir, there are good 
Christians and learned men who do not believe 
the Mongolian had his origin in our Adam. 80 
the gentleman may be wasting bis sFmpathies 
upon a spurious brother. He tells us about the 
Jews, down-trodden for ages, and spurned and 
spit upon by so many medieval people. But 
here they are among our best citizens, and in 
Frauce and England are ruling the d tinies of 
those mighty lands. Ave „sir. but he Bows here 
and in these lands are not only among us and 
among them, but are of us and of them. The 
Mongolians are among us, but not of us. The 
gentieman talks of the days of 1854, when the 
cry was, Down with the Irish and the Catholics, 
and congratuiates himself and us that that 
prejudice was short-lived. Aye, sir, but the 
Irish and the Germans were of the same com- 
mon origin with us, and bad in them the same 
nature and heart witn Americans of other na- 
tiovalities. and of other religions. Not so the 
Mongolian. The Irishmau and German of vester- 
Gay, is American to-morrow. The Cutuaman of 
yesterday is a Chiuaman to-day, and from all we 
can gather by readiug of and studying bis nature, 
will be, and is determined to be, a Coinaman to 
the end of the chapter. 

Sir, the gentieman from California [Mr. Page], 
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Chinese are not —— oy that they only 
come for a temporary v 1 most sincerely 
hope they will so continue. 2 of that be- 
ing against our allowing them to come here, it 
is to my mind the only redeemin Bye. Dos 
nected with the whole question; I 
do not want such men to come 
here and help to starve out our own industrious 
‘laborers 2 far more would I object to their 
coming here to become citizens, and thus help 
to — ‘the homogeneity of our people. Sir, 
I believe America has before her a grand destiny. 
1 believe she will be one of the great nations of 
the world. If she break down and attain not 
that grand future, it will be because of diverg- 
ence of interests in those who inhabit different 

arts of her great empire. . Railroads and tele- 
graphs, bringing ber distant localities into 
closer and closer communion, will help to pre- 
vent this danger. These means of daily and 
rapid inter- communication will tend to make all 
of her people one people, with one grand aim, 
one grand heart, and a common pature,—one 
grand homogeneity. By my vote to-day I will 
try to keep out men of a different nation, of a 
different origin from our masses, who, by their 
coming here in too great pumbers, will go far to 
prevent our being homogeneous.
